NEGLEGTED DUTY 


Guild Again Asks Moran to Dis- 


cuss His Record 
FAIRBANK IS DEFENDED 


Governor Says Charges Are but 
a Snarl--Moran Wants New 
State Auditor to Hunt For 
What Ke Terms Forgeries 


Fitchburg, Mass., Noy. 1.—City hall 
was crowded last uight when Governor 
Guild addressed a Republican ra'ly 
there. Congressman Tirrell related a 
number of stories and devoted some at- 
tention to the abortion bill propos«d by 
John B. Moran. Congressman Law- 
rence discussed national issues, and 
then, turning to the state campaign, de- 
clared that the main issue was good 
government. In his speech, Guild said 
in part: 

“Mr. Moran began his campaign with 
great promises as to what he proposed 
to do as President of the United States. 
He ends it abusing a tried and trusted 
public servant on no better evidence 
than the snarl of a disgruntled office- 
seeker.” Referring to the Fairbank 
case, the governor said: 

“I do not propose to give you another 
chance, Mr. Moran, to cry ‘immunity 
bath’ in this case. Your assistant intl- 
mates that the publication of the evi- 
dence at your disposal might em- 
barrass the prosecution. You have the 
report of the hearing before the attor- 
ney general and you also have the 
documents I read last night showing 
that goods which you said were stolen 
Were, as a matter of fact, stored; that 
a full inventory of them is, and has 
been at the state house; that they are 
stored where they are stored with the 
full knowledge of the state commission 
responsible for them, and, finally, that 
the expense incurred is borne by the 
man you would have the public believe 
to be a thief. 

“You deceive yourself if you think 
that the people are going to be de 
ceived by the exploitation of such ma- 
licious charges as these into excusing 
you from a discussion of your record in 
the district attorney’s office. 

“Why don’t you pick up the official 
papers that have laid on your desk 
since Dec. 28 showing suspected graft 
to the extent of $385,000 in connection 
with the Fenway scandals in Boston? 

“You have had an absolutely unlim- 
ited office force at your disposal since 
June. You have had all your prede- 
cessor ever had until that date. You 
have spent your whole time in adver- 
tising at the expense of respectable 
citizens, and to do this you have stead- 
ily neglected the plain duties of your 
office. 

“You had time to delay the grand 
jury by hauling before it every promi- 
nent Democrat who was opposing your 
nomination on trumped-up charges 
which the jury promptly dismissed, but 
you haven't had time in nine long 
months to consult the criminal court 
docket and to take up a transaction by 
which a helpless little child has been 
beggared. Why? Whose displeasure 
were you afraid to incur by non~zac- 
tion?” 

Governor Guild mentioned several 
cases which, he alleged, had been ne- 
giected by the district attorney. 


“FORGED ORDERS” 


Moran Wants New Auditor to 
Go Over Books of the State 
Boston, Noy. 1.—District Attorney 

Moran addressed rallies last evening 

in Everett, Waltham, Somerville and 

Malden. He was received in each of 

his appearances with cheers and all the 

meeting places were crowded. 

In Everett, where he spoke in Ever- 
ett hall, the attendance was the largest 
ever known at a Democratic rally in the 
city. Moran devoted much attention 
te his. challenge to Governor Guild for 
a platform debate. He also discussed 
the various planks in the Democratic 
platform, as he has done in previous 
speeches. “The gambling fraternity 
and the corporations,” he said, “are all 
with Guild, who pretends to have dig- 
nity, but stoops in this campaign to a 
level lower than Boston's lowest ward 
politician.” 

Referring to his charges against Mr. 
Fairbank of the Lewis and Clark Ex- 


position commission, Moran declared 
that Guild was protecting Fairbank 
from public condemnation: Moran 


said there should be a new state audi- 
tor who should go over the books of the 
state for 10 years back and ascertain 
how many forged orders had been 
cashed, how many thousands of dollars 
stolen, as there was “no knowing how 
many cases similar to that of Fairbank 
existed.” 

Ex-Congressman Williams arraigned 
the newspapers of Boston as being ina 
eonspiracy against him, sayiug -uat 
they had not printed any of the argu- 
ments which he had presented during 
the campaign. “T am eliminated en- 
tirely from the morning papers,” said 
Williams. 

E. G. Brown spoke on labor topics 
exclusively, characterizing Guild as 
“the incarnation of the evils that labor 
das to contend with.” He declared in 
discussing the relations of Lieutenant 
Governor Draper to labor that the lat- 
ter’s system of paying his employes 
‘wakes white flesh cheaper than black 
flesh was before the war.” 

In Waltham, Moran again discussed 
the planks in the Democratic platform 


and also his tecarding Fairbank. 


“vou should remove this man from the 
Jamestown Exposition comission. I 
say upon the testimony of the girl 
stenographer and of Mr. Perkins, the 
secretary of the Lewis and Clark Ex- 
position commission, he is a forger. I 
ask you, Governor Guild. how long are 
you going to keep # criminal on the 
commission to represent this state 12 
Virginia?” 
Hustling In the Empire State 

New York, Nov. 1—With election 
day less than a week away, the two 
candidates for governor of New York 
are making their last appeals to the up- 
state voters and today will see both 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Hearst headed to- 
ward Greater New York, where the 
final arguments will be made. Both 
are voice-worn from frequent out-door 
speaking, but neither rain nor snow 
has dampened the enthusiasm of the 
crowds that gathered everywhere to 
greet them. 

In this city the feature of the day was 
the action of Hearst in appealing di- 
rectly to Judge Rosalsky of the court 
of general sessions to take vigorous 
measures against the board of elections 
for their alleged criminal negligence 
in failing to prevent the loss or de- 
struction of Independent League nomi- 
uating petitions. District Attorney Je- 
rome, when Hearst’s requests was laid 
before him, decided that the matter 
should first be submitted toa magistrate 
for a thorough inquiry. Hearst also 
has offered rewards aggregating $50,- 
000 for the arrest and conviction of per- 
sons guilty of election frauds on Nov. 6. 

The publication of a cablegram from 
Richard Croker in Ireland to P. H. Me- 
Carren, Democratic leader in Kings 
county, reading: “Congratulate you on 
manly stand you have taken, win or 
lose,” caused some excitement in Demo- 
cratic headquarters. McCarren has 
consistently opposed Hearst since the 
Buffalo convention. 


Famous Case to Be Retried 

Boston, Nov. 1—The famous fight 
over the million left by the late Jennie 
P. Chase of Swampscott is to be re- 
opened. This was decided yesterday in 
the supreme court when it was agreed 
that issues should be framed for a trial 
before a jury upon the two appeals, 
one being from the decree which dis- 
allowed the will of Mrs. Chase, and the 
other from the order revoking the de- 
cree under which Mrs. Chase adopted 
the son of Dr. Horace Chase, husband 
of the deceased. One of the most stub- 
born legal battles over the allowance 
of a will ever tried in the courts of this 
state is expected. 


Two Women and Man Kliled 
El Paso, Tex., Nov. 1—Three per- 
sons are dead and two wounded as the 
result of a murder here, followed by an 
exchange of shots between the mur- 
derer and policemen. Manuel Rodri- 
guez killed his wife when she re- 
turned home and found him in company 
with another woman. Rodriguez and 
the woman with him were killed and 
Detective Harold and a negro were 

wounded in the fight that ensued. 


Great Racket at Pittsburg 

Pittsburg, Nov. 1.—Erstwhile clowns, 
chorus girls, policemen, convicts and 
football players thronged the streets 
of this city last night in the celebration 
of Pittsburg’s annual Hallowe'en car- 
nival, which was one of license and 
liberty, with no police restrictions be- 
yond destruction of property or per- 
sonal injury. Until after midnight the 
din of horns, cowbells and rattles kept 
up. 


Steam Kilis Five Persons 

New Orleans, Nov. 1—Five per- 
sons were scalded to death by a column 
of escaping steam from a broken boiler 
drum in a sugar house near Vacherie. 
A hole two feet square burst in the 
boiler drum. The sugar house was 
filled with steam and when found the 
victims were still alive, but fatally 
burned and in intense suffering. 


Coughed Up Buckshot Before Death 
Portland, Or., Nov. 1—In a violent 
fit of coughing, shortly before his death 
at a local hospital, H. L. Millis, nephew 
of General Robert E. Lee, raised from 
his lungs a buckshot that he had car- 
ried in his body since the Civil war, 
when he fought against the army com- 
manded by his mother’s brother. 


Large Bequest For Missions 

Cincinnati, Nov. 1.—Three  hun- 
dred shares of stock of the First Na- 
tional bank of this city (present market 
value $76,500} was left to Rey. Frank 
H. Nelson, rector of Christ Episcopal 
church, as trustee, by the will of Mrs. 
Charles Cassilly. The bequest is for 
“home and foreign missions.”

arrived here to examine all the govern- 
mental financial departments.

The Assessors of 1906 found during 
their travels about the city in May that 
only 84 dwelling houses had been erect- 
ed in Quincy during the year 1905-1906. 
This was 56 less than in the preceding 
year, and 122 less than in 1904, 

In the year 1888-1889 there were built 
in Quincy 314 houses, pearly four times 
as many as last year. The average for 
the last seventeen years has been over 
164, twice as many as last year. 

The increase in houses is shown be- 
low, year by year, according to the 
Assessors’ returns, and over half of the 
houses in Quincy have been built since 
we became a cily in 1888.

Faulty Construction 
In Public Works 


Editor of Daily Ledger:— 

A sorry, and oue would think a rather 
embarrassing statement, to those pri- 
marily concerned, is that relative to the 

{High school building, made by Mayor 
Thompson at Ward Three Republican 
caucus Monday evening, ‘‘that when 
recent changes were made looking to 
the reconstruction of the front wall of 
the building it was found to be very un- 
safe, there being no ties between the 
bricks and the wall, which faulty con- 
struction rendered the structure very 
dangerous.’ The inquiry may perti- 
nently be made,to whose incompetency, 
or lack of supervision or graft can this 
condition of affairs be imputed? 

If our city authorities would find time 
to use seasonable proper vigilance in 
the construction of our public build- 
ings, there would be no such further 
faulty and reprehensible construction of 
‘*brick walls’’ and ‘‘stone foundations’’ 
necessitating later putting in iron 
beams for suitable support. 

The same may be said of the like 
conditions of the Fore River Bridge. 
Where does the fact come in, and to 
whose door can it be charged, that a 
steel bridge exceeding $100,000 first 
cost, that the deplorable story must be 
told that ‘‘tbhe approaches to the bridge 
have got to be rebui!t,’’ ‘‘that the con- 
crete piers are going to pieces’ and 
likewise ‘‘have got to be rebuilt.’’ 

Perhaps the unearned one hundred 
dollars per day compensation received 
by each of the commissioners was in- 
sufficient to ensure their proper over- 
sight of the construction of the bridge.

FARLOW'S DENIAL 


No Prcbing Into Financial Affairs 
of Mrs Eddy 


RUNS HER OWN AFFAIRS 


Fortume Made by Legitimate 


Wage For Services as Teacher 
and Profits on Her Books--No 


Interference From Lawyers 


Boston, Noy. 2.—Alfred Farlow of 
this city, head of the Christian Science 
publication bureau, last night issued a 
statement concerning the financial af- 
fairs of Mrs. Mary B. G. Eddy. The 
statement is, in part, as follows. 

“The New York World of today pub- 
lishes the following statement: ‘The 
World is in a position to say positively 
that Boston lawyers were today con- 
sulted by fair-minded Christian Sci- 
eutists who were convinced of Mrs. 
Eddy’s collapse, and will force Calvin 
A. Frye and others in actual control of 
Mrs. Eddy to tell what has become of 
her big fortune, estimated by those who 
should know, at nearly $15,000,000.’ 

“I have just returned from Mrs. 
Eddy’s home and am pleased to inform 
The World that she is well and happy 
and is at her desk, giving instructions 
to her secretary, Mr. Frye, and conduct- 
ing her own affairs. 

“The church has nothing whatever to 
do with Mrs. Eddy’s fortune, whether 
it be large or small. It is her own prop- 
erty and consists of a legitimate wage 
for her services as a teacher of Chris- 
tian Science and the legitimate profits 
on her books. Mrs. Eddy is not a trus- 
tee for any church funds, and there- 
fore has no accounting to render to 
Christian Scientists. The church has 
no jurisdiction over her private holdings 
and therefore no more right to know 
what disposition she makes of them 
than they have to inquire about the pri- 
vate affairs of any other citizen. 

“I hold in my possession an affidavit 
made by Edward L. Pride, the auditor 
of the books of the Christian Science 
church, which states that Mrs. Eddy 
has never received any money from 
the Christian Science church with the 
exception of $5000, which was tendered 
her by the directors of the church for 
services rendered during the erection 
of the extension of the mother church 
in Boston. Mr. Pride is not a Christian 
Scientist. 

“No Boston lawyers or any other 
lawyers haye been consulted by Chris- 
tian Scientists with reference to inter- 
fering with the duties and accomplish- 
ments of Mrs. Eddy’s faithful secre- 
tary, nor has there been any talk of 
such an action nor any occasion for 
talk on the subject.” 


A Woman District Attorney 

New York, Nov. 2—Miss Mary G. 
Quackenbus, a lawyer of this city, has 
been appointed a_ special assistant 
United States district attorney by 
United States District Attorney Stim- 
son. Miss Quackenbus is the first of 
her sex to be selected for such a posi- 
tion. The case she will especially 
prosecute is against Sigmund S. 
Schwartz, proprietor of an employ- 
ment bureau in this city, who is charged 
with peonage. 


Almost a Miracie indeed 

Connellsville, Pa., Nov. 2—By almost 
a miracle the teachers and pupils at the 
Gallity pubic schoolhouse escaped from 
being crushed to death. Just as they 
left the building and the last teacher 
was closing the outside door, the walls 
began to bulge and in a short time the 
structure was in ruins. The building 
Was a temporary one in use pending 
the completion of a new structure. 


Shipmate of Noted Men 

Pittsburg, Nov. 2.—Guy Samson, an 
insurance broker and shipmate of Ad- 
miral Sampson and Admiral Dewey 
during the Civil war, died here as the 
Tesult of a bullet wound through the 
heart. Whether he committed suicide 
or was accidentally shot has not been 
determined. Samson was born in Hart- 
ford 66 years ago. He had been an en- 
gineer in the navy. 


Won’t Grant Switchmen’s Request 

Chicago, Nov. 2.—Railroad managers 
have informed the Switchmen’s union 
that their demand for a raise of 10 cents 
an hour will not be granted. The rail- 
roads declare that the switchmen will 
be given an increase of 2 cents an hour 
or nothing. It is stated that the aa- 
vance of 2 cents an hour will not be 
satisfactory to the men. 


Corpse Stood on River’s Bed 
Atlantic City, N. J.. Nov. 2—tThe 
body of H. N. Burch, another victim 
of The Thoroughfare disaster, was re- 
covered from the mud near the scene 
of the wreck. The body was found in 
an upright position, leaning against a 
piling of the bridge, and had apparently 

been sucked into the mud feet first.

“PERSONAL ABUSE” 


Guild Says Moran’s Tactics Are 
to Hide His Public Record 
Boston, Nov. 2.—A whirlwind auto- 

mobile tour of the city of Boston was 
made last night by Governor Guild, 
Lieutenant Governor Draper, Attorney 
General Malone aud State Treasurer 
Chapin. The governor made eight 
speeches in all. The other members of 
the state ticket made speeches at each 
of the rallies. Governor Guild made 
practically the same speech at each 
rally, saying: 

“This campaign was started by my 
opponent with a declaration of the 
great reforms that he proposed to effect 
when he should be elected President 
of the United States. It has ended 
with a stream of muddy abuse of 
everybody who has dared to criticise 
him. 

“T have called his attention night af- 
ter night to his utter failure to prose- 
cute grafters, bribe givers and other 
criminals. He has no answer to make; 
he can make no answer. 

“I have touched only his public rec- 
ord; I have never used an epithet to- 
ward him; I have not touched his pri- 
vate life. He is endeavoring to con- 
ceal his own public record by bitter 
epithets and personal abuse. He has 
no other answer. I suppose at the pres- 
time, while I am speaking these words, 
he is making some further misrepre- 
sentation of me on the stump. I shall 
not similarly attack him. 

“He takes the ground that a govern- 
or should appoint all officers except 
judges and clerks of court only on con- 
dition that they give their resignations 
In advance. On that theory, a new dis- 
trict attorney appointed by a governor 
would be simply the willing tool of the 
governor, and would work the district 
attorney's office in accordance with the 
political schemes of the man who occu- 
pied the governor's chair. 

“It may interest you to call attention 
to the fact that my opponent's plan of 
making appoinments, requiring the 
resignation of appointees in advance, 
is the very scheme employed by the 
bosses in Pennsylvania, as disclosed by 
an investigation carried on by the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform league. In 
Pennsylvania the bosses were thus 
able to compel the employes to divide 
with them a part of their salaries and 
to compel them to do political work on 
behalf of the bosses. 

“Whether that is my opponent’s mo- 
tive or not, I do not know, but it is in- 
teresting to know that what he advo- 
eates is exactly the scheme already 
used in another state for the most 
brutal and shameless rule of bossism 
ever known in this country.

“I say to you with President Roose- 
velt’s authority,” said Root, “that he re- 
gards Hearst as wholly unfit to be gov- 
ernor, as an _ insincere, self-seeking 
cemagogue, who is trying to deceive

statements and false promises, and 1! 
say to you, with his authority, that he! 
considers that Hearst's election would 
be an injury and a discredit alike to 
honest labor and to honest es pital, and 
in which 
he is engaged of enforcing just and 
equal laws against corporate wrong- 
doing. 

“President Roosevelt and Mr. Hearst 
stand as far as the poles asunder. 
Listen to what President Roosevelt 
himself has said of Hearst and his kind. 
In President Roosevelt's first message 
to congress, in speaking of the assassin 
of McKiuley, he spoke of him as in- 
flamed by the reckless utterances of 
those who, on the stump and in the pub- 
lic press, appeal to the dark and evil 
spirits of malice and greed, envy snd 
sullen hatred. The wind is sowed by 
the men who preach such doctrines aud 
they cannot escape the responsibility 
for the whirlwind that is reapec. ‘bis 
applies alike to the deliberate dema- 
gogue, to the exploiter of sensational- 
ism, and to the crude and foolish vis- 
ionary who, for whatever reason, apolo- 
gizes for crime or excites aimiessly dis- 
content.’ 


“I say, by the president's authority, 


that in penning these words, with the | 


horror of President McKin!oy’s murder 
fresh before him, he had Mr. Hearst 
specifically in his mind. And I say, by 
his authority, thet what be thought of 
Mr. Hearst then he thinks of Mr. Hearst 
now.” 

Characterizing Hearst as a violent 
and unworthy demagogue and a per- 
sistent office-seeker, Root declared that. 
as a congressman, he had proved a 
worthless public servant; that while 
professing to favor an independent ju- 
ciciary, he had made-a deal with Tam- 
many Leader Murphy for the nomina- 
tion of a judiciary ticket in New York; 
that while inveighing against corpora- 
tions, his own corporate mauagement 
shows the insincerity of his profession; 
that it is not calm and lawful redress 
of wrongs which he seeks, but the tur- 
moil of inflamed passions and the ter- 
rorism of revengeful force; that he is 
guided by selfish motives, and that heis 
“not guiltless of McKinley’s death.” 

Mr. Root declared that Hearst was 
indeed an especially dangerous speci- 
men of skilful demagogue because he 
is enormously rich by inheritance and 
owns “ a number of sensational yellow 
journals” of large circulation, and he 
can hire many able and active men to 
speak well of him and praise him in 
speech and in print and in private con- 
versation. From no community in 
this state, said Root, does there come 
concerning Hearst that testimony of 
life-long neighbors and acquaintances 
to his private virtues, the excellence of 
his morals, and the correctness of his 
conduct. 

“How stands Mr. Hearst's record as 
to political purity? Why, he comes to 
us covered all over with the mark of 
Tammany and Tammany’s leader, Mur- 
phy, whom he himself had denounced 
as a scoundrel and a thief; he comes 
to us nominated by his own procure- 
ment, through as shameful a deal with 
the boss of Tammany as ever disgraced 
the political history of the state. 

“How stands his record as a legisia- 
tor? During the three years that he 
has been in congress there have been 
185 recorded votes by yea and nay; he 
was present and voting at but 23, and 
present without voting at 2; his voice 
was heard in that congress in these 
years but once and that for 10 minutes 
in a personal explanation regarding an 
article published in the New York 
American. 

“But the worst of Hearst,” said Root, 
“ts that with his great wealth, with his 
great newspapers, with his army of

Daring and Successful Ruse 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 2.—Six revolu- 
tionists, disguised as a sergeant and 
five privates, drove up in a wagon to 
the government powder stores at Okhta, 
a suburb of St. Petersburg, and pre- 
sented a formal order for the delivery 
of 575 pounds of pyroxylin and 150 
pounds of smokeless powder. The ma- 
terial was delivered and the six men 
joaded it on their wagon and drove 
away. They have not been captured. 
The powder stores were guarded by an 
entire regiment of infantry at the time 
of the theft. 


Metcalf Begins Investigation

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ANARCHISTS IN COURT 


Created a Scare re When One ot 
Their Number Became Violent 

Boston, Nov. 2.—Wild rumors that 
bombs would be thrown, 
and knives of all descriptions drawn 
eaused all sorts of excitement around 


the superior criminal court yesterday 
afternoon and so well founded were the 
rumors and so frightened were the 
court officials that all objeetionable 
and suspicious characters were e »xclud- 
ed from the courtroom, where Valentine 
Di Petro was being tried for an assault 
with attempt to kill two fellow Ital- 
jans. 

Di Petro, who is an anarchist, started 
the trouble by jumping to his feet while 
Officer McCaffrey was testifying, and 
in a dramatic and excited manner call- 
ing the officer a liar. Di Petro waved 
his arms in a threatening manner at 
McCaffrey, and in an instant the score 
of anarchists who have been in the case 
as spectators and witnesses were on 
their feet. 

By the coolness of the court officers 
a fight was averted and quiet was re- 
stored. This put the officers on their 
guard and no more of the anarchists 
were allowed in the courtroom. 

The jury took the case and returned 
a verdict of not guilty on the charge 
of assault with attempt to kill, but 
brought in a verdict of guilty on the in- 
dictment charging Di Petro with carry- 
ing a loaded revolver. 

During the morning seven men took 
the stand in defense of Di Petro, and 
declared that they were anarchists; that 
they did not believe in God, and that if 
it was necessary they would take up 
arms against this country to get what 
they desired.

Mr. Perkins charged Fairbank with 
Having requested Miss Ethel Rich, the 
stenographer of the commission, to 
sign for another a certain receipt of 
$77, which was turned over to the 
étate auditor. 

Mr. Moran took cognizance of the 
matter and alleged on the stump that 
the alleged forged receipt had been re- 
moved from the state house, and has 
been persistent in his demands that 
Fairbank be removed as chairman of 
the Jamestown exposition commission. 

In a public statement issued by Au- 
ditor Turner, that official claims that 
Fairbank gave his personal check of 
77 in return for the receipt which has 
figured so prominently in the case. 

Meanwhile, during the heat of the 
gubernatorial fight, Moran’s assistant, 
Michael F. Dwyer, is making a com- 
plete investigation of the matter and, 
according to a statement made by him 
last night, he will have the case in such 
shape that he will present it to the 
grand jury during the coming week. 

Although considerable has been said 
about the vouchers and other docu- 
ments being photographed by the dis- 
trict attorney, no such action has been 
taken. Dwyer stated last night that he 
did not resort to photography in the 
matter as he did not think it necessary. 

The news that Fairbank had brought 
action against the district attorney 
caused much comment in the court- 
house. At the district attorney’s office 
nothing could be learned about the 
suit. 


: London Back to Toryism 

London, Noy. 3.—The triennial elec- 
tions of the London borough councils 
have resulted in an overwhelming vic- 
tory for the municipal reformers.

Rome, Nov. 3.—The order for 2100 
tons of armor plate, valued at $1,000,-

proved by the council of state. The 
Midvale company was in competition 
for this contract with five European 
firms, including the Krupps. 


Tuberculosis In the Navy 

Washington, Nov. 3.—Tuberculosis 
has made alarming inroads upon the 
personnel of the navy, and marine 
corps. The annual report of Surgeon 
General Rixey shows that, in 1905, the 
number of tuberculosis cases in the 
service was 243, or 6.1 for every 1000 
men. Practically all the cases are 
pulmonary tuberculosis.

A DENIAL BY GUILD 


Did Not Try to Procure Defeat | 
of Overtime Bill 


THE FAIRBANK EPISODE 


Moran Reiterates Charge That 
Commissioner Is Guilty ot For- 
gery and Larceny and Has 
Something to Say About Dana | 


Boston, Noy. 3.—The scene in the 
gubernatorial contest in Massachusetts 
was concentrated in one city last night, 
and Boston was the battleground 
which engaged the attention of Gov- 
ernor Guild and John B. Moran. Ac- 
companied by newspaper reporters and 
half a dozen speakers, the two candi- 
dates rushed from ward to ward and 
between them 15 of the 25 wards in the 
city were visited. Half a score of au- 
tomobiles were used to convey speak- 
ers and reporters to the rallies and the 
speedy machines attracted considerable 
attention as they went from ward to 
ward in the whirlwind tour of the city. 

Governor Guild’s itinerary took in| 


seven wards, in two of which, wards | 
10 and 12, he clashed with the Demo-| 
erats, who held Moran rallies while | 
Republican meetings were in progress. 
In addition to Guild, the Republican 
rallies were addressed by Lieutenant 
Governor Draper, Attorney General 
Malone and others. 

Mr Moran was preceded at the Demo- 
cratic’ meetings by E. G. Brown, candi- 
date for lieutenant governor, George F. 
Williams and local speakers. 

Governor Guild, in his address at the 
local rallies, said: “I have steadily re- 
frained from personal abuse and the 
use of epithets toward my opponent in | 
this campaign. But I have, as I have } 
a fair right to do, called my opponent’s | 
attention again and again to his fail- 
ure to prosecute men and corporations 
ebarged with serious crimes. 

“His principal campaign asset is the 
falsehood of a yellow journal. Two 
days ago Mr. Hearst’s paper, which is 
my oppovent’s personal organ in this 
campaign, announced, with scare heads 
a foot long, that I had asked two sena- 
“tors to vote against the overtime bill. | 
Both the senators in question have de- 
clined to give any interview on any 
subject to that paper—I will not say 
newspaper, for it does not print the 
news. he 

“It still, therefore; keeps up the 
steady falsehood that I secretly pro- 
cured the defeat of that bill. Though 
a square denial that I ever made any 
such request for the defeat of the bill 
has been published in’the respectable 
press over the signature of Senator But- 
trick, from whom the alleged story is 
said to have come, this yellow journal 
continues to circulate the falselood on | 
the assumption, I suppose, that a lie 
well stuck to is as good as the truth 
well told. 

“The critical elections this year are} 
for state officers, but their result is to be 
not local but national in its effect. 
Massachusetts and New York are to

After furnishing the contents of Com- 
mander Peary’s missive to The Asso- | 
ciated Press. Mr. Bridgman said that 
the receipt of any news from the ex- 
plorer now was quite a surprise to him, 
because he had supposed it had become 
too late in the season for Peary to send 
news of his venture. Bridgman added 
that the message spoke for itself and 
that since he did not know more of the | 
results of Peary’s effort to reach the| 
pole than the public did, he could hard- 
ly comment upon the dispatch. There 
was little doubt. however. he said, that 
Peary was coming home. This seems} 
to be borne out by the routing of the} 
dispatch. , 

Hopedale or Hoffenthal is a Mora- 
vian missionary station on the east | 
coast of Labrador. Twillingate is a] 
port on the east coast of Newfound- | 
iand. 

In an interview before he left New 
York Peary expressed great confidence 
in the success of the venture. He ex-} 
piained that nearly all the men accom- 
panying him were members of former 
Arctic expeditions and thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the work ahead of them. 
After outlining his route to his winter 
quarters, Peary said: | 

“We will remain in these quarters 
until Feb. 1, 1906, and then begin the 
dash for the pole, about 500 miles. In 
the party that will go with me will be | 
but two white men—one a physician. 
On the trip there will be a sledge for 
each Esquimaux and from six to eight 
dogs to each sledge. Each of the 
sledges will have 500 pounds of dog 
food, ship's biscuits and tea. My only 
instrument will be a traveler's theodo- 
lite, a pocket sextant and a chronome- 
ter. Although I am convinced there is 
no animal life in the country, we will 
carry two light rifles. 

“My garb will be deerskin coat and 
cap, bearskin trousers and _ sealskin 
boots. This is my ninth trip to the 
Arctic and, barring sickness and other 
contingencies, I will give the pole the 
hardest try it has had yet. I hope to 
win. There are three strong points in 
my favor—first, the Roosevelt, the 
most powerful Arctic boat ever built: 
second. my knowledge gained by 19 
years in the Arctic, and, third, my 
knowledge of the Esquimaux and how 
to handle them.” 

Asked what good it would do if he 
found the pole, Peary said: “It will 
gppen up 3,000,000 square miles of abso- 
lutely unknown regions that have been 
separated from the rest of the world 
for countless ages.” 

Robert E. Peary was born in 1854. 
He is a Civil engineer in the United 
States navy. His first trip to the Arctic 
regions was made in 1886. In Septem- 
her, 1902, he reached lat. 84.17 north. 
His wife accompanied her husband on | 
three of his expeditions as far as the | 


winter quarters. 
The previous record for the point | 
nearest the pole was made by Captain 
Cagni, of the Duke of Abruzzi’s Ital- 
ian expedition, who reached 86.34 north, 
or within 237 statute miles of the poie.

Queer Things About Fishes. 

A naturalist describes the ways in 
which fishes sleep. They are very 
light sleepers and frequently assume 
singular positions, but the most re- 
markable thing is the change of color 
many of them undergo while asleep. 


} Usually their spots and stripes become 


darker and more distinct when they 
fall asleep. Occasionally the pattern 
of their coloration is entirely changed. 
The ordinary porgy, for instance, pre- 
sents in the daytime beautiful irides- 
cent hues playing over its silvery sides, 
but at night, on falling asleep, it takes 
on a dull bronze tint, and six conspicu- 
ous black bands make their appearance 
en its sides. If it is suddenly awakened 
by the turning up of the gas in the 
aquarium, it immediately resumes the 
silvery color that it shows by daylight. 
The naturalist ascribes these changes 
to the principle of “protective colora- 
tion” and points out that the appear- 
ance of black bands and the deepening 
of the spots serve to conceal the fish

After making a 24-hours’ endurance 
test in afresh northeast gale through- 
out the run from Hampton Roads to 
this port, the United States battleship 
New Jersey, Capt. W. W. Kimball, ar- 
rived in port at 5.30 o’clock Saturday 
night and anchored off Long wharf, 
The trial board of five members left at 
once for Washington. Réar Admiral 
Joseph N. UWempbill, chairman of the 
board, expresses much satisfaction with 
the working out trial of the New Jer- 
sey. 

The New Jersey sailed from Hampton 
Roads at 1 P. M. Thursday. After clear- 
ing port she started for a four hours’ 
test of the engines running under full 
speed. This test was a failure on ac- 
count of poor lubricating oi]. After run- 
ning two hours at a 19-knot speed 
against a heavy sea, a metal connection 
in the engine room melted. The battle- 
Ship had to come to a full stop. 

Repairs were made and the New Jer- 
sey started on her 24-hours’ endurance 
run. hr-ughoat this run the warship 
was running into the teeth of a fresh, 
northeast gale. Huge seas swept over 
the forward deck, but she maintained a 
speed of from 12 to 13 knots an hour, 
throughout the 24 hours. It was as se- 
vere a test as has been made by any of 
the new war vesséls, and for endurance 
the New Jersey showed herself highly

New Schooner Wrecked Through 


Captain’s Miscalculation 


CREW’S NARROW (ESCAPE 


Lifesavers Hauled Sailors Ashore 
In Breeches Buoy, There Be- 


ing but One Pair ot Shoes 


Among the Six Men 


Chatham, M-ss., Nov. 5.—The near- 
ly new tern schooner G. M. Cochrane 
was totally wrecked on Nauset beach 
at dawn Sunday and her skipper, Cap- 
'ttaine Tower, who miscalculated his 
distance in running down for Cape Cod 
on his voyage from Parrsboro, N. S., 
to New Haven, together with five mem- 
bers of his crew, were taken off the 
waterlogged vessel in the breeches buoy 
by the lifesavers. 

The Cochrane was launched m 1905 
and was recently purchased by Cap- 
tain Tower and several of his friends 
at Sackville, N. B. The schooner left 
Parrsboro last week and had fairly 
good weather down the coast. Satur- 
day night was clear, with a bright moon 
all night. Tower was on deck during 
the latter part of the night, heading 
his vessel southwest. A moderate 
breeze was blowing at the time from 
the north-northeast, before which the 
Cochrane was rolling along 2i a moder- 
ate speed, but in a very heavy sea. 

Just before dawn the lookout sud- 
denly discovered breakers dead ahead, 
but before the helm could be put over 
and the vessel gybed and the keel 
struck the outer bar, where she began 
to pound heavily. Every roller sent her 
a few feet further on to the beach and 
with every thump her timbers strained. 
Soon the water began coming in 
through the fast opening seams and in 
half an hour after striking it was fotnd 
that the pumps could not check the in- 
flow of water. At daylight signals of 
distress were set in the rigging, which 
soon attracted the attention of both the 
Qrleans and Nauset lifesaving crews. 

The sea was too heavy to permit the 
launching of the surfboat, so the gun 
from the Orleans station was hauled to 
the scene and placed opposite the 
stranded vessel. By this time the 
Cochrane had rolled over the outer bar 
and was 125 yards from shore. The 
first line landed across the vessel and 
as soon as the running line had been 
tigged the breeches buoy was sent 
aboard and one by one the crew were 


hauled ashore. The line sagged con- 
siderably between the schooner and 


the beach, although the off-shore end 
was fastened well up on the mizzen- 
mast. Every one of the shipwrecked 
sailors was given a drenching in their 
trip ashore in the breeches buoy and so 
hasty was their abandonment of the 
vessel that there was only one pair of 
shoes among the six sailors when they 
ail finally landed on the beach. 

The scene of the wreck was about 
haf way between the Orleans and Nau- 
set stations, and the exhausted seamen 
were taken up to the latter. 

As the tide subsided yesterday after- 
noon, wreckers from Orleans and Chat- 
ham were able to reach the vessel and 


begin the work of stripping her. Her 
deckload of lumber, however, was 


strewn along the beach for several 
miles. 

The Cochrane was purchased less 
than a year ago by Captain Tower for 
$12,000. The vessel was equipped with 
a gasolene motor and had made sev- 
eral quiek and successful trips from 
the provinces. 


Exercise For Troops In Cuba 

Havana, Nov. 5.—It is the intention 
ef the provisional government to have 
the American troops here make exten- 
sive practice marches throughout the 
country.

Japs Making Philippine Maps 

Manila, Nov. 5.—The story that a 
Japanese army officer had been placea 
under arrest here for sketching certain 
of the fortifications of Manila harbor 
is denied by General Wood. No such 
arrest has been made, and no Japanese 
have taken sketches of the fortifica- 
tions. It is well known that Japanese 
have been engaged in making maps of 
the Philippines. There is no existing 
law to prohibit them. 


Great Meteorite Fell Into Sea 

New York, Nov. 5.—Steamer St. An- 
drew, from Antwerp, reports that on 
Oct. 30, at 4:30 p. m., about 60 miles 
east-northeast from Cape Ruce, N. F., 
a large meteorite fell into the sea not 
far from the ship. The fall sent up 
volumes of spray and hissing steam and 
as it fell left a trail of red fire in the air.

MADE RECORD FLIGHT 


Balloon ‘Travels From P.ttsficl t 
to Shore of Long Island Sound 

Pittsfield, Mass., Nov. 
ihe longest flights ever made in this 
country by a balloon was accomplished 
by the Centaur, carrying Leo Stevens, 
H. W. Hedge and F. M. Butler, which 
left here at 4:30 o’clock Saturday af- 
ternoon and landed at Branford, Conn., 
on the shores of Long Island sound, at 
7:30 o'clock in the evening, having cov- 
ered 150 miles of country in less than 
three hours. The highest altitude at- 
tained was 3000 feet and at one time 
the balloon was blown through the air 
at a velocity of nearly 60 miles an hour 

The aeronauts reported a_ thriling, 
but enjoyabe trip. When in the vicin- 
ity o fHartford a drop was made and 
messages were sent back through per- 
sons living in Farmington. The balloon 
then rose and kept on until the waters 
of Long Island sound could be seen 
glistening in the moonlight. They then 
decided to descend, but nearing the 
ground the gale increased and it was 
only by hastily pulling the ripcord that 
immediately emptied the contents of the 
big bag that Stevens and his com- 
panions saved themselves from a cold 
plunge.

Charity Worker ialedened 

New York, Noy. 5.—Following an 
autoysy, a coroner's physician declared 
that Mrs. Maggie Gordon, aged 23, who 
avas found dead in her apartments Sat- 
urday night, had been “choked to 
death by a heavy hand.”

Tourists Are “Trimmed” 

Washington, Nov. 5.—<According to 
the annual report of Major Pitcher, 
acting superintendent of the Yellow- 
stone National Park, the monopoly en- 
joyed by the Yellowstone Lake Boat 
company for the transportation of tour- 
ists from upper Geyser Basin to the 
Thumb is becoming a serious proposi- 
tion. Pitcher recommends that compe- 
tition be establisked in some way. The 
boat company charges $3 a head for the 
trip, which is 18 miles. Its franchise 
expires July 21 next. 


Suicide Followed a Murder 

Abingdon, Va., Nov. 5.—While leav- 
ing the home of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Gildersleeve, where she was employed, 
Mrs. William Garrett, a widow, 585 
years old, was murdered last night, a 
charge from a shotgun almost sever'ng 
the woman’s head. John Hawkins, a 
neighbor of the woman, committed sui- 
cide, following his learning that he was 
under suspicion for the killing of Mrs. 
Garrett. Hawkins was 30 years old and 
leaves a wife and three small children. 


Bomb Outrage by “BSiack Hand’’ 

New York, Nov. 5.—Unsuccessfu! in 
their attempts to blackmail Francisco 
Messina, a prosperous tailor of Brook- 
lyn, members of the so-called “Black 
Hand” society hurled a dynamite bomb 
against the front door of the tenement 
house in which he lives and conducts 
his business and caused damage of 
$3000. Scores of persons felt the shock 
of the explosion, but no one was in- 
jured. Detectives made three arrests. 


Fears For Safety of Shipping 

Haifax, Nov. 5.—A terrific northeast 
gale is sweeping over the coast and 
some anxiety is being felt for shipping. 
The gale has been raging since early 
yesterday morning. Many sailing craft 
sought shelter along the harbors of the 
coast. ‘The storm carried down the 
wires along the western shore, and all 
communication is cut off. So far no 
serious disasters have been reported. 


Will Settie In Full 

Berlin, Nov. 5—The Hamburg- 
Bremen Allegemaine Reinsurance com- 
pany, which, according to the Hamburg 
correspondent of The Lokal Anzeiger, 
has gone into voluntary bankruptcy, 
telegraphs that the company is liqui- 
dating, but is meeting its obligations in 
full.

To the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Washington, D. C. 

Sir:—The undersigned, employed in 
shipbuilding in the United States, re- 
spectfully and earnestly request the im- 
mediate passage of the Merchant Marine 
Commission’s shipping Dill, which 
passed the Senate on February 14, 1006. 
We are interested in the passage of this 
measure for the reason that it would 
give us steady work at our several 
trades, aud at good wages, for many 
years to come, in the United States, in- 
stead of having alien labor in foreign 
countries build the ships required for 
our imports and exports. ”’

petition, on account of the prospects of 
the shipyard receiving contracts which 
will be profitab'e if the Merchant Mar- 
ive Commission’s shipping bill is 
passed by Congress.

For Mrs. Cox | 


The Probate court of Plymouth county, 
says the Brockton Enterprise, has been 
petitioned to issue a capias, or bench 
warrant, that will give authority to a 
deputy sheriff or other proper officer to 
go to the home in Wollaston of Mrs. 
Helen Frances E. Cox, arrest her and 
hold her to produce before the Probate 
court to testify as to her knowledge, if 
she has any, concerning the present 
whereabouts of a cash estate of about 
$7,000, which belonged to the late 
Harriet Wilde Butters. It is in many 


respects a most uuusal and interesting 
case. 


Mrs. Cox has persistently refused to 
obey an ordinary legal snmmons and on 
top of this refusal emphatically declined 
to accept a registered letter from the 
United States mail, giving her further 
command, by grace, over the formal 
summons, to appear before the court. 

The petition for the capias was pre- 
sented Friday afternoon at 2 0’clock at 
the Brockton court house at an ad- 
journed session of the Probate court, 
Judge Freeman W. Lothrop of Barn- 
stable onthe bench, The court took 
the petition under advisement. If a 
capias is to issue it may come tbis 
Saturday afternoon, or possibly not 
until the first of next week. 

With the capias a proper officer will 
have due authority to secure Mrs. Cox 
at all hazards as a violator of the law 
which commands obedience to a 
summons to appear before any duly 
constituted tribunal of the common- 
wealth. 

A capias from the Probate court 
bench is declared to be unusual though 
not altogether a new proceeding, but in 
this case the petition, as presented by 
Mr. Barker, adds what may develope 
into a new and even more startling 
chapter than all the other strange epi- 
sodes that have occurred in this long- 
fought legal battle and before the case 
got into full swing as a court subject.

Much Damage Is Reported Frem 
the Maritime Provinces

SWEP!' BY FJERCE 
Numerous Disasters to Shipping | 
Reported--Restoration ot the 


Wire Service Will Probably 
Show Stlll Greater Loss 


Ilalifax, Nov. 6.—Dispatches have 
been pouring into this city, bringing 
news of vessels wrecked or in dis- 


tress, of wires prostrated and of dam- 
age done by gale and sea all along the 
coasts of Nova Scotia, Cape Breton, 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island. 

Four vessels were driven ashore yes- 
terday, another, after having every- 
thing movable on deck washed away, 
was forced to put back to the port from 
which she had sailed, and the steamer 
Turret Bell, which went aground on 
the north side of Prince Edward Island 
last week, was driven further in shore. 

The storm was most violent in North- 
umberland, strait, which separates the 
southern shore of Prince Edward Isl- 
apd from the northern Nova Scotia 
coast and from the northeastern coast 
of New Brunswick. ‘Two schooners | 
and one bark were swept aground in | 
this strait, and a third schooner was | 
wrecked near the eastern entrance to | 
the strait. 

The Norwegian bark Adeona tried to 
weather the gale off Rexton, N. B.. oppo- 
site the western end of Prince Edward | 
Island. but dragged her anchors and H 
xrounded on North reef. She sprang | 
aleak and her crew were helpless in the | 
severe cold and heavy gale, and in immi- 
nent danger of being swept overboard 
or dying from exposure. The tre- 
mendous seas had made it ee

for any vessel to go to her assistance. 

In the same vicinity, schooner Alex- 
ander, laden with lumber and outward 
bound, also dragged her anchors and ; 
went ashore. It was thought, however, 
that after part of her cargo had been | 
removed she could be floated. 

Schooner Omega lost her sails when 
off Charlottetown, and the seas wash- 
ing over her carried away her cabins 
and deckload. Driven before the gale, 
she drifted swiftly for 30 miles across 
Northumberland strait, until she tinal- 
ly brought up on the rocks at Fox point, 
near Pugwash, on the northern coast 
of Nova Scotia. Her crew of four men 
had been obliged to man the pumps 
with practically no rest since Wed- 
nesday, and during all that time they 
had had neither food nor drink, all 
their supplies having been swept over- ! 
board. They were rescued, almost 
overcome by exhaustion and exposure, | 
soon after the. vessel grounded. The 
schooner probably will be a total loss. | 

Schooner Orpheus, with a cargo of 
lish, Was totally wrecked off Campbell's 
cove in the gale. The crew were saved 
after a thrilling experience. 

Schooner Torridon, coal-laden, was 
totally wrecked on Menier’s island, 
Anticosti, and four of the crew _per- 
ished. The schooner went to pieces 
and the ship’s boat being too small te 
hold all, a raft was constructed. Cap- 
tain Landon and the mate took posses- 
sion of the boat, which was made fast 
to the raft, but after being out a short 
time the two small crafts became sep- 
urated. The boat finally landed at an- 
other point on the island, but the other 
wen are missing. 

The 1376-ton steamer Turret Bell, 
which is valued at $100,000, probably 
will prove a total wreck. off Cable 
Head, P. E. I., on the north coast, where 
she went ashore last week. For sey- 
eral days she held in the position where 
she struck, a hundred yards from 
shore, but the terrific pounding she re- 
ceived in the gales of Sunday-and yes- 
terday dislodged her and drove the ves- 
sel so far inshore that when the under- 
tow leaves her her bow is aground. 
The crew have stuck to the steamer. 

Numerous small fishing boats on the 
north side of Prince Edward Island 
were broken up during the gale Sun- 
day night. 

On land, telegraph and _ telephone 
poles and wires throughout the mari- 
lime provinces were blown down. 
From many remote points no word has 
yet been received, and it is feared that 
When all fs learned still further disas- 
ters may be recorded. 


Five Sailors Drowned 

Richibucto, N. B., Nov. 6.—Wive 
members of the crew of the Norwegian 
bark Adeona, which was wrecked on a 
reef off Richibucto bar during a heavy 
northeast gale, were drowned while at- 
tempting to make a landing on the 
beach. The drowned men were all 
Norwegians.

Rey. E. N. Hardy, the pastor, con- 
ducted the devotional exercises which 
included songs of praise and prayer. 

Mr. A. D. Dimick of Wakefield was 
then introduced and spoke on the to- 
bacco problem. For twelve years, he 
said, he had studied the problem, and 
it was a perplexing one, because so 
many men of stauding were devotees of 
the habit. It was bard to convince 
young men of the injury with so many 
examples about them, 

But the physiological effects of tubac- 
co were bad. Smoking enfeebles diges- 
tion, causes the heart to beat much 
more rapidly and operates through the 
nervous system. If a smoker counted 
his pulse before smoking he would find 
the normal about 74, but after smoking 
it would be 112. 

He told of the evolution of the smok- 
er from the candy cigarette to the com- 
mon cigarette, the cigar, the briar pipe 
and the clay pipe. ‘The harm he said 
came through the nicotine which was a 
deadly poisop. Some men can smoke 
without any apparent bad efiect, but 
weak hearts or tobacco hearts were 
very common and blindness occasion- 
ally resulted. 

A great many of the sudden deaths at- 
tributed to heart failure were really 
from a tobacco heart. 

Business men and bond compauies are 
drawing the line at smokers and young 
meno who frequent the pool rooms and 
theatres. The speaker knew of & Cigar 
Union which fined members $5 who 
smoked cigarettes. 

Then smoking was a very expensive 
habit. He had a bank clerk compute 
the cost of a ten cent cigar daily from 
17 to 50 years of age, with interest, and 
it amounted to over $2,400. Boys who 
begin to smoke, .find it hard to break 
off the habit. Parents who think their 
sons don’t smoke should quietly make 
an investigation.

That 
is the affair of a private corporation, 
and President John J. Whipple says the 
next step will be the financing of the 
canal, and hope is expressed that the 
necessary $30,000,000 will be forthcom- 
iug through the efforts of those who for 
so many years have attempted to pro- 
mote the waterway.

COTTON ON TREES | 


An Indian Product ‘Superior to 
That of America 


EFFORTS TO CULTIVATE 


Crops Will Probably Double 
Atter the First Year, Opening 
an Entirely New Field For 
Manufactures In India 


Washington, Nov. 8—The bureau 
of manufacturers, department of con- 
merce and labor, issues a report of J. 
R. Spence, written at Wellas cotton 
plantation, Deese, British India, who 
claims to have discovered a variety of 


cotton tree, indigenous to India, capable 
of revolutionizing the cotton industry 
of that country. He says: 

I have had the good fortune to dis- 
cover that there exists a tree, prac- 
tically indigenous; at present growing 
in various parts of the Bombay and 
Madras presidencies, which produces a 
cotton infinitely superior both in classi- 
fication and staple to American cotton 
and in classification alone cannot be 
equalled in Egypt. 

It is an astonishing fact that the 
value of this tree’s product has not up 
to this time been discovered by anyone 
in the cotton trade, notwithstanding the 
fact that the three has been known to 
exist since the time of the mutiny and 
probably for hundreds of years previ- 
ously. 

The only uses to which the cotton it 
produces has so far been put are the 
manufacture of wicks for lamps iu 
Hindu temples and the stuffing of beds 
and pillows. After carefully examining 
it I unhesitatingly expressed the opin- 
ion that it possibly would ultimately 
revolutionize the cotton cultivation of 
India. 

I sent samples to Bombay and Liver- 
pool, where experts in the former city 
classed it as “fine,” white in color, 
staple 11-4 to 1% inches long, and said 
it would spin up to 60s.; in the latter 
city it was classed “superfine,” color 
white, staple 13-16 to 1-1-4 inches in 
length and valued at 7 to 8d (14 to 16 
cents) per pound—above the price of 
“middling’—American. I then de- 
cided to undertake the cultivation of 
the tree on a large scale, bought up the 
available seed, and made arrange- 
ments to procure all grown in the 
neighborhood in the future. 

There are now considerably over a 
lakh (100,000) of trees on this planta- 
tion in a most flourishing condition, 
growing to a height of from 4 to 5% feet, 
full of buds and bolls, and bearing cot- 
ton daily after being planted only six 
months. The quality of the “new crop,” 
1906 cotton, is superior both in classi- 
fication and staple to that of the parent 
tree. The yield the first year has been 
estimated by experts at a minimum 
amount of 2 to 4 ounces per tree, and, 
as there will be over 3200 trees to the 
acre, this gives a total yield of 400 to 
§00 pounds per acre, which is above the 
average of Egypt and no less than from 
eight to sixteen times greater than the 
average of India. 

The second year’s crop will probably 
be double the first, and the third years 
double the second. Each succeeding 
crop will no doubt increase still fur- 
ther, as it is well known that trees of 
this variety after the third year have 
yielded five to 10 pounds of clean cot- 
ton per tree annually during a known 
life of 20 years and over. It will thus 
be seen that is one-third of the cotton- 
growing area of India were planted 
with this tree the result of the second 
year would be a crop far in excess of 
that of this country and America put 
together. The quality is so excellent 
that it opens an entirely new field for 
Indian manufactures, the importance 
of which, bearing so greatly as it does 
upon the future prosperity of the coun- 
try, cannot be overestimated. 

I was formerly for 20 years a mem- 
ber of the Liverpool Cotton Brokers’ 
association and have had five years’ ex- 
perience of cotton growing in Egypt. 
This cotton has been called “Spence 
cotton,” in recognition of the fact that 
I was the first to discover its important 
value and to bring it to the notice of 
the commercial community. 

Several cotton trees"have been tried 
in this country, notably those from 
Peru and Brazil, but the first will not 
grow in the plains at all, and the latter 
has not been found practically suitable 
to the climate. The great advantage 
and importance of the Spence cotton 
tree is that it is practically indigenous, 
that it has been found all over western 
India, and no doubt exists in the east, 
and that it will grow and flourish prac- 
tically in any soil in this country. 

The zeal of the government of India 
for the improvement of cotton cultiva- 
tion is shown by a rather sharp letter 
which has recently been addressed to 
the government of Burma. This gov- 
ernment published a report at the be- 
ginning of the year to the effect that 
there is little prospect of the extension 
of cotton cultivation in that country. 

The government of India, in reply- 
ing, says that the conclusions arrived 
at as regards the future are unduly 
pessimistic, and goes on, to declare 
that the conditions appear to be suf- 
ficiently favorable in the dry zone of 
Upper Burma to justify experimental 
work.

Her 
father spent money to no avail and 
finally adoped he Romany mode of life, 
believing his daughter stolen by &yp- 
sies. He followed the trail slowly east 
until, from talks among the camps, 
he heard of a little girl with a band 
encamped near Salem. Adam and his 
wife lost no time in transporting their 
tent from the camp in Somerville to 
that near Salem. 

When he found the child with a big 
Mexican named John Cross, aged 54, 
and attempted to take her away, he 
met With opposition from the entire 
band, the Mexican claiming he had 
purchased her from another band. 

Adam at once took the matter to 
Chief Fields of the Salem force, and 
Was sent with an officer to get his child. 
The appearance of the officer threw the 
camp into terror and the girl was given 
up.

yard was inspected Thursday, says the 
Globe, by Truman H. Newberry, assistant 
secretary of the navy. Asst. Sec. New- 
berry arrived at the yard soon after 9 in 
the morning and it was almost 4 in 
the afternoon when he had completed 
the rounds and left the yard, bound for 
the Portsmouth navy yard, Asst. Sec. 
Newberry is accompanied by Capt. 
William P. Potter, assistayt chief of the 
bureau of navigation of the navy. 

All the heads of departments of the 
Boston yard and the commanding offi- 
cers of the receiving ship Wabash, bat- 
tleships New Jersey and Rhode Island, 
(built at Quincy,) Georgia, Illinois and 
Missouri and of the gunboat Newport 
were assembled at the office of Rear Ad- 
miral A. S. Soow, the commandant, to 
receive the inspecting officer. The ma- 
rine battalion and band were paraded 
in frout of the office to pay the official 
naval honors, and the yard battery an- 
nounced Assistant Secretary Newberry’s 
arrival at the yard with the salute for 
his office. 

After a consultation with the beads 
of departments and commanders of the 
ships regarding the needs of each de- 
partment,and of the ships, Assistant 
Secretary Newbury made a tour of the 
yard and ships and had the desired 
improvements pointed out to him, each 
head of a department and each com- 
manding officer of a ship personally 
escorting the party through his domain. 

Asst. Sec. Newberry promised to do 
allio his power to assist in securing 
the desired extension of plants and 
facilities to make the yard the equal of 
any naval station in the country, and 
be believed that it would henceforth be 
amply provided with work, it now be- 
ing the peer of all but the New York 
yard in the matter of facilities.

Rise of Late 
Peter G. Brooks 


The daily lesson in history in the 
ostoo Globe of Thursday was of local 
interest, as Peter C. Brooks, the subject 
of the sketch, was the father of the late 
Mrs. Charles Francis Adams of Quincy. 
It tells of tbe struggles of early days. 
Mr. Brooks was born at North Yar- 
mouth, Me., Jan. 6, 1767, and died in 
Boston, Jan. 1, 1849. 

Peter Chardon Brooks was the son of 
Rev. Edward Brooks, who when the 
boy was 2 years of age, returned from 
Maine to his native town—Medford. 
There the boy grew up vn a small farm. 
His father died when [eter was I4 
years of age and as the farm offered 
slight hope of a possible support of the 
family he was apprenticed to a Boston 
concern to learn a trade. 

The Medford home was seven miles 
from the workshop in which the little 
orphan was employed, and this distance 
had to be covered morning and evening 
on foot. In thisage of transportation 
luxuries a daily walk of 14 miles would 
constitute a day’s work of itself for the 
average boy 14, but Peter plodded along 
over stony roadways day after day, 
through weather fairand foul, winter 
and summer, learning the lesson of in- 
dustry that characterized bis entire life 
of usefuluoess and success. 

It must be remembered that the birth 
of young Brooks closely followed the 
repeal.of the stamp act, that his ap- 
prenticeship began while the country 
was evgaged in the terrible struggle for 
independence and that he reached his 
majority almost simultaneously with 
the union of the states and the adop- 
tion of the national constitution, It 
was not the most propitious and en- 
couraging time fora young man witb- 
out capital to enter upon a_ business 
career, but young Brovks, with the 
sagacity that ever seemed to be his, 
saw afavorable opening in the line of

It appears that all the other candi- 
dates on the Democratic state ticket are 
“elected by small but safe pluralities. 

Chairman Woodruff of the Republi- 
can state committee said that he would 
not concede the election of the Demo- 
cratic state ticket, at least until the offi- 
cial returns are known. “It is very 
ciose,” he said, “but we concede noth- 
ing and will concede nothing until the 
official canvass is known. ‘The inter- 
ests of the Republican party have been 
safeguarded in every county of the 
state. I have been in communication 
with the county chairmen and town 
chairmen and have instructed that 
lawyers be employed to represent the 
Republican state committee when the 
canvass of Tuesday begins. Nothing 


has been left undone which ought to | 


be attended to.” 

Chanler got 57,000 more votes in New 
York city than Hearst. He also car- 
ried his home county, Dutchess, al- 
though Hughes won there. Chanler 
got 30,000 more yotes than Hearst in 
Kings—a result traced by most politl- 
cians to the knife which McCarren 
sharpened for Hearst in that county. 
Chanler’s plurality in this city was 
about 134,000, while Hearst went up 
to the Bronx with less than 77,000. An | 
official count will undoubtedly be need- 
ed to establish the election of others of 
the candidates. 

One thing the election has made cer- 
tain. In the future the Independence 
League, should it be continued, will 
runk as a party in the state with the 
privilege of holding conventions and 
maintainjng all the other regular party 
machinery.

The vote shows a plurality of 2994 
for Floyd, but it lacks 10 votes to give 
him a majority and the election. If 
these returns prove to be correct the leg 
islature will be called upon to decide 
between the two candidates receiving 


the highest vote. Unless the unex- 
| pected happens Charles M. Floyd of 
Manchester will be the choice of the 


legislature, which is Republican by 
majority of 100. 

There is a persistent rumor in this 
city that 50 members of the next legis- 
lature, who are Lincoln Republican 
club men, will join with the Democrats 
to bring about the election of Jameson 
as governor, in return for Democratic 
votes for a Lincoln club man to sue- 
ceed United States Senator Burnham, 
who will come up for re-election next 
January.

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Out of Dartmoor

Convict No. 6800, whose name was 
James Shelburne, was working on the 
fmoor farm with others when the fog 
came up. It came rolling across the 
wide moor like a billow of smoke 
from a cannon’s mouth. One minute 
there was sunshine over all, with the 
horizon five miies away; in another the 
guards were calling out to each other 
and hustling the convicts into line, and 
no man’s eyes could penetrate that fog 
a distance of ten feet. Shelburne drop- 
ped his spade and ran.

He 
had done his best to gain the confi- 
dence of the prison officials, and he 
had accomplished it. If he softly raved 
and cursed at night, tempted to suicide 
a hundred times over, none of the 
warders suspected it. By day he was 
patient, respectful and uncomplaining. 
And so it came to pass that when the 
spring muster roll was made up of the 
men who were to work on the farms 
outside the gates the warden said: 

“Put down 6800. He is one of the 
most trusty of the lot. He wouldn't 
leave us if he could.” 

The convict ran blindly. He fell at 
every few yards, but he arose to speed 
on again. Presently he came to a high- 
way. A wagon was passing and its 
driver shouting warnings to those who 
might be coming from the opposite di- 
rection.

The prison bell sounded, and the driv- 
er uttered a shout, but the fog held. 
A Dartmoor fog may last ten minutes 
or two hours. After an hour of steady 
jogging the team turned off the main 
road, Then Shelburne softly slipped 
to the ground, broke his way through 
the hedge and was running across a 
meadow when he came upon a cot- 
tage. A childish voice called out: 

“You are one of the bad men from 
the prison, but you needn’t be afraid 
of me. I won't hurt you.” 

A girl of seven or eight years was 
seated on the doorstep not ten feet 
away. He had overlooked her. She 
sat humped up like an old woman, and 
there was an old look to her face. She 
had her hands clasped around. her knees 
and was weaving to and fro, and as he 
continued to look at her she asked: 

“Do you know how folks look when 
they are dead?” 

“Yes, little girl,” he replied as he 
advanced and sat down beside her. 
“What is your name? Are there folks 
in the house?’ 

“T am Nancy,” she said. “Father 
went way, way off a year ago, and 
mother is in there on the bed.” 

“And is your mother ill?” 

“Does that mean sick? No, she isn't, 
but she’s been awful quiet this morn- 
ing. I can’t wake her up, and that’s 
the reason I haven’t had any break- 
fast. She ain’t dead, is she?” 

“God forbid! Let us go inside and 
see her.” 

“What is it when folks die?’ she 
asked as she led the way into a bed- 
room, 

“They never speak again,” he an- 
swered as he looked into the face of 
a woman lying dead. 

“Poor little girl!’ he said as he bent

HUGHES’ HOLLOW VICTORY 


Brought to Him by Democrats 
Who He Had Denounced--Sees 
1908, 


Candidacy 


Democratic Victory In 
When 
World Be Hopeless 


Roosevelt’s 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 10—Commenting 
on the results of Tuesday’s election, W. 
J. Bryan last night issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The election of 1906 
trend in favor of the Democratic party. 
It proves: that the Democratic party 
is growing stronger as Republican poli- 
cies are developed. In New York the 
party has won a signal victory in spite 
of the tremendous efforts put forth in 
behalf of the administration. The Re- 
publicans had all the money they 
wanted; they had the support of all the 
great corporations, and at the close they 
had whatever influence the administra- 
tion could lend. 

“The fact that the Democrats elected 
every state officer, excepting the gov- 
ernor, shows that in the Empire state 
the Republican party has been repudi- 
ated. The defeat of Mr. Hearst, while 
a great disappointment to his friends 
and to the party, is explained by facts 
which rob Hughes’ victory of both 
glory and political significance. 

“Mr. McCarren, whom Hearst de- 
mounced as a boss, threw his influence 
to Hughes and cut down Hearst’s vote 
in Brooklyn. Mayor McClellan, the 
legality of whose election Hearst de- 
mounced, used his influence for Hughes 
and cut down the Hearst vote in New 
York. Mr. Jerome, who had also been 
denounced by Hearst, also supported 
the Republican ticket, and his influ- 
ence was felt in Greater New York. 

“Mr. Croker, during the last days of 
the campaign, made an attack upon 
Hearst which doubtless weakened the 
Democratic candidate among the Tam- 
manyites. Murphy, the head of Tam- 
many, While supporting the ticket, 
could not put much enthusiasm into the 
campaign owing to the personal contro- 
versies which he had had with Hearst. 
It is evident, therefore, that Hughes 
owes his victory not to Republican 
yotes, but to Democratic votes brought 
to him by the very men who he and the 


indicates a 


Republican leaders have been de- 
mouncing for years. 
“President Roosevelt cannot find 


much cause for rejoicing in the New 
York returns. To have his own state 
go Democratic cannot be gratifying te 
him, and to find that his personal at- 
tack upon Hearst had little influence 
on the result compared with the influ- 
ence exerted by McCarren, Murphy 
ard Croker will not gladden his Thanks- 
giving day. The president’s personal 
attack on Hearst was in bad taste, to 
say the least, and the failure of that 
attack to favorably impress the public 
ought to be a warning for the future. 

“Mr. Hearst is, of course, disap- 
pointed, and yet, when all the facts are 
known, he has much to congratulate 
himself upon. He made a tremendous 
fight against great odds and, while he 
himself failed of election, his heroic 
struggle brought victory to the rest of 
the ticket. As the rest of the ticket 
stood for the same principles for which 
he contended, it is evident that he had 
been vindicated on the position taken, 
and this must be more gratifying to 
him than any victory could be. 

“If the trend toward Democracy con- 
tinues as strong for the next two years 
as it has been for the last two years, 
New York can be counted among the 
Democratic states in 1908, and Hearst 
is in a position to do valiant work in 
securing a nationa! triumph for pro- 
gressive, democratic ideas, 

“The Democratic gains in congress 
have not been as great as the party ex- 
pected, but they have been sufficient 
to make it probable that the Democrats 
will contro! the congress to be elected 


in 1908. In nearly all the legslatures 
in the middle states the Democrats 
have wade decided gains, and thes: 
promise trnch for the senatorial con- 


tests which will take place two years 
hence. 

“In lowa, Kansas and California the 
Democrats made a splendid fight for 
their gubernatorial ticket. The reduc- 
tion of Governor Cummins’ majority 
from more than 70,000 to about 20,000 
puts Iowa in the doubtful column for 
two years hence. Kansas and Cali- 
fornia can no longer be claimed as cer- 
tainly Republican. 

“The victory in Missouri will bring 
joy to every Democrat heart. A wail 
went up when Missouri dropped out of 
the Democratic column two years ago. 
Her return greeted with wide- 
spread rejoicing. Oklahoma, the new 
state, comes in with a rousing Demo- 
cratic majority. The constitution will 
be written by Democrats and she will 
send two senators to fight in the inter- 
est of the wealth-producers. 

“In Nebraska the Democrats hoped 
to elect their state ticket and their can- 
didate for United States senaor. In 
this they failed, but they have made 
6ubstantial gains throughout the state. 
They have gained one congressman 
and came within less than 200 votes of 
gaining another. 

“The Republicans have had an effec- 
tive campaign cry in ‘standing by the 
president.’ While the record showed 
that the Democrats in the senate and 
house stood by the president better 
than the Republicans, the admirers of 
the president very naturally gave 
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' weight to his appeal-for a Republican 
congress, although in making the ap- 
peal the president put a personal vic- 
tory above the reforms which he has 
been advocating. Two years from now 
that appeal will be of no avail, for the 
president will not be in office after 
March 4, 1908. Even if he were a can- 
gidate, which no friend of his can as- 
sume after his repeated declarations, 


|} he would bave to confront the third 
term issue, and who would say that 
that issue alone would not lose the 


president enough votes to make his race 
| hopeless? 

“The popular vote, as indicated by 
the congressional elections, shows that 
the Republicans even now have a nar- 
row margin to go on, and that margin 
will be quickly wiped out if the presi- 
dent allows himself to be drawn into a 
race for a third term.” 


Two Thousand Fraudu'ent Votes 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 10.—During 
the progress of the official count of the 
ballots cast at Tuesday’s election, sen- 
sational testimony was given, showing 
that more than 2000 fraudutent votes 
were returned in Foster and Hazel 
townships. The five men who com- 
prised the election board of the Ninth 
district of Hazel township were ar- 
rested, charged with fraud, forgery and 
misdemeanor as election officers. 


Alleged Smuggling of Liquor 

St. John, Nov. 10.—As the resuit of an 
investigation of a series of alleged 
smuggling operations carried on by 
eaptains of sailing vessels plying be 
tween American and Nova Scotian 
ports the Canadian customs authori- 
ties have arrested James McCarthy, a 
wholesale spirit merchant of this city. 
Aleokol and other liquors have been 
purchased in Boston and at other 
American points for $2 a gallon and 
sold in this country at nearly $4 a 


gallon. Thousands of barrels of the 
contraband are supposed to have 
been landed in the night time by 


sehooners without paying the revenue 
dues. 


Alleged Conspirators Indicted 
Pittsburg, Nov. 10.—Indictments 
were returned by the federal grand jury 
in this city against J. J. Dunn, C. L. 
Close and F. T. Emmett, officials and 


employes of the Shelby Steel Tube 
company, charging them with con- 


spiracy to defraud the government in 
connection with the boiler tubes fur- 
nished for a number of battleships. 
There are 30 specific counts against the 
men and it is alleged that the defective 
tubes were placed in boilers that were 
used on 12 war vessels. Judge Ewing 
issued bench warrants for the three 
men and they will be arrested. 


Jury Rebuked by Judge 
Dothan, Ala., Nov. 10—When the 
trial of William Crockett, white, charged 
with the murder of Lum Henderson, a 
negro, ended, Judge Pearce, in dismiss- 
ing the jury, declared that it had ac- 


quitted Crockett because he was a 
white man and had killed a negro. In 
conclusion, the judge said: “If the 


dead man had been a white citizen it 
would not have taken you two hours to 
have returned a verdict of guilty, and I 
don’t see how any member of the jury 
can go from this courthouse and face 
his fellow-citizens in the street.” 


To Correct Railroad Abuse 

Chicago, Nov. 10.—Railroad officials 
representing all the principal trunk 
lines throughout the country agreed to 
increase the per diem charge made for 
cars delivered to connecting roads 
from 25 to 50 cents after Dec. 1. This 
action was taken in order to correct the 
j}abuses which have resulted in unwar- 
jranted detention and diversion of roll- 
ing and the consequent short- 
jage of equipment, which has become a 
serious problem.

Almost simultaneously the big ship 
snapped in two, throwing the men into 
a panic, and then followed a_ wild 
| scramble for anything that would keep 
| them afloat. Some reached the forward 
| part of the ship, and others the efter 
section, where they spent, the night 
with great seas breaking over them and 
threatening to sweep them to death. 
Not only was the danger great from the 
| sea. but huge pieces of deal were being 
| hurled about like match-wood by the 
| waters. 

Hoping that when daylight came that 
some means of rescue would be at 
| hand, the stronger of the men shouted 
| words of encournzgement to their weak- 
ler mates to hold fast, at times 
through the mist of the sea they could 
| dimly make out land in the distance. 
Daylight brought no relief, for the 
| storm seemed to rage more furiously 
i than ever, and though their perilous 
| position was observed by people 
shore, it was impossible to render aid, 
there being no lifeboat or life saving 
j apparatus on that wild section of the 
northern coast. 
| The men forward, seeing no help 
| coming from any quarter, awaited a fa- 
| vorable opportunity and succeeded in 
| Jaunching a lifeboat, into which 18 of 
| them scrambled. Though the distance 
| between ship and shore was less than 
200 yards, the boat was struck by the 
| combers and swamped, all aboard being 
ithrown into the raging surf, some 
swimming and others clinging to pieces 
lof deal.

| The Protestant 
Pastors of City 
Get Together 

Will Meet Monthly 


A long-felt want has been supplied in 
the recent organization of the Quincy 
Ministerial Association... There bas 
been a lack of cooperation and fellow- 
ship where there should have been 
the heartiest accord aod the most 
earnest endeavor; it bas been easier for 
the pastors of the various denomina- 
tions to attend their several preacbers’ 
meetings in Boston than to meet one 
another here. Now, however, this dif- 
ficulty has been surmounted. A pre- 
liminary meeting was held some weeks 
ago, and on Monday evening last in the 
chapel of the First church, the organi- 
zation was completed. 

This body does not expect to work 
revolutions in Quincy. It is to be 
hoped none are needed. But it is ex- 
pected that the ministers will be better 
acquainted with one another and the 
needs of the city as a whole, and thus 
be ready to cooperate in all good works. 

The constitution is as follows: 

Article 1,—This association shall be 
known as the Quincy Ministerial Asso- 
ciation. 

Article 2,—The object of this asgoci- 
ation is the promotion of a more inti- 
mate, belpful and fraternal relationship 
among the ministers of the city.” 

Article 3,—The officers of this Asso- 
ciation shall be president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary-treasurer and an exedu- 
tive committee of two with the officers 
above-named. The election of officers 
shall be by ballot at the regular meeting 
in May. 

Article 4,—All protestant ministers 
of the city are eligible to membership 
and shall become members on the rec- 
ommendation of the executive commit- 
tee and by vote of the assuciation. 

Article 5,—There shall be three regu- 
lar meetings—in February, May, and 
October, and such special meetings as 
the executive committee may determine. 

Article 6,—A quorum shall consist of 
seven members. 

Article 7,—This constitution may be 
amended by two-thirds vote of the 
members present and voting at any reg- 
ular meeting.

NOVEL TRIP TO WIN WAGER. 


Philadelphian Wheels Wife In Bar- 
row Into Towns on World Tour. 

Trundling a medium sized woman in 
a light, red painted wheelbarrow 
through the main streets of Detroit, 
bustling with commercial activity, a 
man conspicuously attired in cap, 
sweater and knickerbockers attracted 
unusual attention the other afternoon, 
says a Detroit dispatch to the New 
York American. 

First thought ascribed the unconven- 
tional practice to the penalty of a pri- 
mary election bet, but close observa- 
tion revealed the following placard on 
the side of the vehicle: 

“R. C. Worth and Wife, Traveling

The novel tour, started by the cou-

All we carry is a few 
necessary changes of clothing in those 
grips, but I suppose we will be oblig- 
ed to stock up with provisions in the 
sparsely settled countries. I expect 
the trip to be a great education for 
both of us. So far our journey has 
been devoid of adventure, and the out- 
door life is better than any tonic the 
doctors could prescribe. It’s simply 
great! Mrs. Worth stands the fatigue 
well, and she takes the cross country 
stride like a professional pedestrian.” 

Worth refused to disclose the origin 
or the object of the wager.

Golf Enthusiasm 
At Wollaston 


In its review of Massachusetts golf 
the Boston Transcript says of the Wol- 


laston club which plays at Montclair: | 


Wollaston never had a more deep- 
rooted golf enthusiasm than has been 
shown this season. The membership of 
250 is full and the leading members of 
the club are bent upon putting through 
aseries of changes and improvements 
which eventually will make the Wollas- 
ton course one of the best in the 
country, 

Among the improvements already ac- 
complished is the cutting away of the 
billat the thirteenth bole, eliminating 
this blind hole, while the play at this 
point has been lengthened by setting 
back the tee. A trap bunker extends 
across the hillside approach to the 
seventeenth green, necessitating a clear- 
cut second shot on the approach, in- 
stead of anything good enough to reach 
the top of the bill and run down to the 
green. By this charge the medium 
driver hesitates between the use of his 
mid iron or cleek for his approach, 
whereas before he could confidently 
take the latter and be sure of reaching 
the green on the roll if not on the 
carry. 

Experiments are being tried on new 
locations for teeing grounds, greens and 
hazards, and suggestions are accepted 
in the spirit in which they are given 
from professionals or leading amateurs 
visiting the links, as tothe possibilities 
of improvements. Nothing radical will 
be attempted, but the contemplated 
changes will come along slowly but 
surely. It is boped, among other 
things, that the clubhouse will be re- 
located, which would give a grand hole 
for the third, with the tee just beyond 
the west end of the clubhouse as it now 
stands, and the green way back in the 
holigw behind the fourth tee, where 
there are swamp land and reeds now. 
The tee to the fourth could be set back 
too, far enough to necessitate a carry of 
130 to 140 yards across the pond, witha 
Shorter tee fur those players pot confi- 
dent in their abilities to get across. 

The club tournaments at the Wollas- 
ton Clubs were well patronized all the 
season. About 150 of the 250 members 
used the links more or less regalarly, 
while any Saturday or holiday found 
from forty to fifty players out. Finan- 
cially the club never was stronger.

Secret Trials of 
The Submarines 


Residsnts along the shores of Quincy 
bay have watched with interest the 
work of the submarines Cuttle Fish and 
Octopus which are being held off Ped- 
dock island near Houghs Neck. These 
are two of the vessels of this type deing 
built by the Electric Boat Co. at the 
Fore River works for the United States 
goverment. 

The submarines are accompanied on 
their trial trips by the steam yacht 
Starling. A measured course has been 
laid out off Peddocks island, and the 
movements of the cigar shaped engines 
of war are being watched through 
glasses by many from Hougbs Neck. 

The vessels are being put tbrough a 
number of evolutions, such as diving 
and sailing under water and the great- 
est secrecy is maintained as to what 
they are doing, no vessels or persons 
being permitted to come near where 
they are. 

The government now has twelve of 
this class of vessels, eight of which are 
already in commission.

Department In Case ot War 


Washington, Noy. 12.—The report 
upon the work of the medical depart- 
ment of the army by Surgeon General 
O'Reilly, which has just been made 
public at the war department, goes 
with great detail into that service dur- 
ing the calendar year 1905 and also com- 
pares the health of the different armies 
of the world, as far as possible, in 
view of the different conditions in each 
army. 

The United States and Great Britain 
are the only countries whose statistics 
include that part of the army serving 
outside of the home country. Many 
of the countries have a low death rate 
because their sick are promptly dis- 
charged or retired and die out of the 
service instead of on the sick report. 

The highest rate of admission to the 
sick report is held by the Dutch army, 
whose average is 13.31 per 1000 men, 
with the American army ranking sec- 
ond with 12.95, and the Russian army 
holding the lowest rate of 8.48 per 1000 
men. 

The British army ranks first in the 
death rate, with 7.13 deaths per 1000 
men, the American army having the 
next highest, 6.28. The Prussian army 
has the lowest rate, 2 per 1000 men. 

An important factor in judging the 
relative healthfulness of the different 
armies is the average duration of each 
ease of sickness, the American army, 
according to their standard, excelling 
all others except the Dutch and Bava- 
rian. With regard to special disease 
the admission rates in the American 
army were better than in most other 
armies in the following instances: 
Bronchitis, pleurisy, pneumonia, tu- 
berculosis, erysipelas, sunstroke, re- 
lapsing fever, scarlatina and trachoma. 
The American army, however, ex- 
ceeded all other armies in alcobolism 
and dysentery. 

The surgeon general states that the 
death rate was much better than for 
the previous year, there being 358 
deaths from all causes, equivalent to 
6.28 per 1000, as compared with 0.75 for 
the previous year, and 7.16 for the six- 
year period. 

There was an increase in the dis- 
charges for disability, which numbered 
1484, or at the rate of 25 per 1000 men, 
as compared with 22.9 for the preceding 
year. This increase is accounted for by 
the new system of recruiting, many 
men now being discharged after enlist- 
ment who would formerly have been 
rejected before enlistment. 

As a cause of death tuberculosis ied 
with a rate of 1.68, a slight increase as 
compared with the previous year; pneu- 
monia was second. 

In a chapter devoted to recruiting, the 
report shows that the proportion of 
foreign born white recruits was 
slightly larger than last year, 146.12 per 
1000, as against 140.32 for 1904. As the 
result of the reduction of the minimum 
age for enlistment from 21 years to 18, 
there resulted an enlistment of 1270 
men under 20 years of age. 

A comparison of the health of the 
negro troops with that of the white 
troops is given in the report and, with 
the exception of the death rate, all the 
other rates were lower for the negro 
than for the white troops. 

In speaking of the health of the 
troops in the Philippines, the report 
says that all the rates except the death 
rate for disease were lower than in 
1904. Tuberculosis alone caused near- 
ly 50 percent of the discharges and 
more than 20 percent of the deaths 
from The death rate total 
from disease was much higher among 
the Filipinos. Undue prevalence 
among the Filipinos of tuberculosis 
and beri-beri is given as the explana- 
tion for this. 

Surgeon General O'Reilly states that 
the medical department is very badly 
in need of officers and that unless con- 
gress comes to its assistance it will be 
impossible for the department to reach 
a high degree of efficiency or to escape 
a lamentable breakdown on the occur- 
rence of war. He says that it should 
not be postponed until war is imminent, 
as it requires years of time for the se- 
lection and training of medical offi- 
cers.

Premier Giolitti ex- 
plained that the government was desir- 
ous of protecting and favoring national 
production, but not against the inter- 
est of the state, and that national pro- 
duction must put itself in condition to 

withstand foreign competition. 


Shafter Has Pneumonia 

Bakersfield, Cal.,, Nov. 12.—With the 
doctors having given up hope, Major 
General Shafter, U. S. A., retired, is 
making a heroic struggle against death 
at the ranch of his son-in-law, 20 miles 
from Bakersfield. For six days the 
veteran has been confined to bed, but 
hot until Friday was it known to the 
attending physicians that acute pneu- 
monia was sapping the life of the pa- 
tient.

In west Africa the belief in a new

He and another 
man took it on equal shares and began 
putting down wells, doing most of their 
own drilling. The wells were mostly 
small, and the production was scarcely 
able to keep the wolf from the door. 
They were both badly in debt, and five 
years ago Rapp’s partner got disgusted 
and sold out to him for a trifle. Rapp 
was compelled to borrow the purchase 
money. 

More than fifteen years ago Rapp ob- 
served that even the small producing 
wells flowed at times, indicating a 
heavy pressure of gas, and with every 
well that he put down he had the hope 
that he would encounter the source, for 
it meant a good well. 

A reporter found Rapp hard at work 
at his well. When the suggestion was 
made that he would probably take him- 
self and family to Franklin or some 
other town he answered: 

“No, sir. These old hills shall see me 
in my wealth just as they have seen me 
in my poverty. My lot so far has been 
a hard one, and I believe that I am 
entitled to ease and comfort the rest of 

| my days, and I intend to spend them 
right here.”

City Caucuses 

Being Held Today 
By Republicans 
Democrats, Socialists 


A smaller vote is anticipated at the 
caucuses today than for the past two 
years, because the Municipal campaign 
bas been unusually quiet. The Demo- 
crats and Socialist have no contest for 
majoralty candidate, and there is no in- 
centive to get out the vote. The Re- 
publicans bave a contest but it has been 
conducted quietly. 

In 1904, there were 2,561 votes cast at 
the Republican caucuses and on elec- 
tion day Mayor ‘Thompson received 
2,582 votes. In 1905 there were cast 
2,692 Republican votes at the caucuses, 
and on election day Mayor Thompson 
received 2,822. It is generally admitted, 
however, that about 1,000 Democrat 
take part in the Republican caucuses. 

If the Republican vote is about the 
same as last year, Mr. Gray must 
change over 5000 to win. This he is 
confident of doing from assurances he 
has reeeived from all parts of the city, 
but especially from Wards One, Two, 
Four and Five. On the other hand 
friends of Mayor Thompson do not see 
where he is going to get 1400 or even 
1000 votes. 

Tbe election officers of the second 
precinct in the several wards are serv- 
ing as caucus officers. 

While there are but five names on the 
official Republican ballot for Council- 
men at large there is a rumor that other 
names will appear on the ballot for the 
election. Itis well known that it was 
the intention of others to have filed 
papers for this office, but they were 
not filed owing to a misunderstanding. 

There is lively interest in the election 
of Republican Ward Committee in Ward 
One. There are practically three lists. 
The first has but one name, that of Al- 
bert G, Dolliver. The second list isa 
complete list and is known as the list 
that is running against the machine, 
(none of the nine names being on the 
present committee. The tbird list 
which has been designated as the ma- 
chine list, has but seven names, several 
of which are on the present committee, 
as is also A. G. Dolliver. It is charged 
that Mr. Dolliver was not loyal to Gov. 
Guild. 

The polls opened at 12 M. and will 
close at 9 P. M. The counting cannot 
begin until the polls close, so that the 
result will not be known very early. 
Upto the hour of going to press the 
vote was light, but several voted during 
the noon hour. The voting is in wards, 
not by precincts. 

The Daily Ledger tomorrow will have 
the best report of the caucuses. 


VOTE LAST YEAR. 


At the caucus last year there were 
cast 2,692 Republican votes and 268 
Demucratic votes, there being no cau- 
cuses by the Socialists. Mayor Thomp- 
son received a majority of 1,067, to 
which all wards contributed. Ward 
Two was the only one which was close.

IT WEIGHS ABOUT 5,000 POUNDS 


The Huge Stone Plinced Between 
Sterling and Lyons, Kan., Was 
Brought From Western Oklahoma 


Freight Vree by the Santa Fe Rail- 
road—Traces of Old Road Are Fast 
Disappearing. 


The first bowlder to mark the Santa 
Fe trail has been placed in position on 
the main road between Sterling, Kan., 
and Lyons, Kan., a mile from Lyons, 
says a Sterling correspondent of the 
Kansas City Star. It,is a bowlder 
weighing about 5,000 pounds. It was 
found in western Oklahoma and was 
brought to Sterling freight free by the 
Santa Fe railway. While other mark- 
ers are being purchased with money 
contributed by the school children of 
the state of Kansas, this one is paid 
for by the people of Rice county. The 
legislature has appropriated $1,000 to 
mark the trail, but no application was 
made for a part of it. 

The Daughters of the Revolution, 
seventeen women, started the move- 
ment, and Mrs. W. C. Smyser, secre-

funds. The clubs of Rice county, the 
county commissioners and the schools 
united in the contributions. The man 
who drove the stake for putting in the 
cement foundation for the bowlder, 
Daniel Bell, was the first man married 
in Rice county. That ceremony took 
place on the trail itself, 

The work of marking the trail is be- 
ing taken up with interest by the com- 
munities through which the almost ob- 
literated roadway passes, but counties 
removed from the course are indiffer- 
ent. The legislative appropriation is 
far too small to place markers that 
will not be moved or destroyed. In 
Rice county the location of the first 
marker may become the center of a 
small park. In Herington, Dickinson 
county, the trail course is directly 
through the yard of the principal pub- 
lic school, It is planned there to place 
a bowlder in the schoolyard, that it 
may be a lesson to the children on the 
pioneer history of the state. 

For many years the trail was clearly 
identified wherever it led through the 
southwest, but with the coming of the 
steam plows and the planting of the 
prairies to grain this is fast passing 
away, and the same disputes that are 
known in the eastern part of the state 
will make the exact location indefinite 
soon. ‘The settlers have found many 
reminders of the trail’s palmy days in 
relics and curios along its broad high- 
way. Old wagon irons of various sorts, 
kettles, pieces of guns and here and 
there a mound telling of the tragedies 
of the overland journey have made 
the trail notable in local tradition. 
These are fast passing away. 


ONE WAY TO KEEP COOK. 


Some One Must Invent a Pot Scrub- 
ber, Says Economist. 

“The average schoolteacher is not as 
well paid as the average servant girl,” 
says Professor I. M. Rubinow in the 
Journal of Political Economy issued 
from the University of Chicago Press. 

He explains, according to a Chicago 
dispatch, that servants are at a pre- 
mium because women dislike to be 
domestics. 

Experienced servants, the professor 
finds, object more to the long hours 
than to the social inequality, and he 
Suggests that domestic help be paid 
£0 that they may live at home. 

The population has increased twice 
as fast as the number of servants. The 
total number of women employed in 
gainful occupations has increased 200 
per cent, but the number of women 
Servants and waiters has grown less 
than 50 per cent. 

He thinks invention might solve the 
problem. “The genius who shall in- 
vent an automatic dishwasher and pot 
scrubber will be a true benefactor of 
mankind,” he asserts. 


Calls Prodigies Idiots. 

“Infant prodigies are no better than 
idiots,” declared Professor F. Ely of 
the chair of nervous diseases at Drake 
university before the Iowa Mothers’ 
Congress the other day, says a Des 
Moines dispatch. A chorus of “Oh’s!” 
and “Ah’s!” from the lips of half a 
hundred deting mothers whose chil- 
dren were prodigies and who didn’t 
believe a word the doctor said greeted 
the remarks. “It is better to be the 
sluggish, plodding man with the hoe 
than the long haired, sensuous man 
with the bow,” continued the doctor. 
“Music and art are fine things when 
diluted with a little football and a 
little wholesome reading and sleep, but 
the man whose faculties are developed 
in one direction only cannot fail to be 
unstable and a crank.”

The president will make two 
speeches, one at the fiesta; then he will 
respond to an address of welcome by 
President Amador and later at a re- 
ception on pier 11 at Cristobal. 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


President and Mrs. Amador, Cnair- 
man Shonts of the canal commission 
and Mrs. Shonts, who will leave for} 
Panama so as to be there when Mr. 
Roosevelt arrives, and Chief Engineer 
and Mrs. Stevens will go aboard the 
battleship before President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt go ashore. 

Immediately after landing the party 
will be taken aboard a train and run 
slowly across the isthmus to La Boca, 
giving the president a casual view of 
the towns, the canal and a parade of | 
the native school children. At La 
Boca there will be an inspection of the 
terminus of the old French canal and 
of the Panama railroad. The entire 
plan of the canal will be explained to 
President Roosevelt, and he will be 
given information regarding sites and 
plans for the proposed dam, lock and 
lake at La Boca. There will be a trip 
in a launch to the islands of Perice, 
Naos and Flamenco, thus giving Pres- 
ident Roosevelt a view of the actual 
deep water southern end of the canal, 
the approaches, the harbors of La Boca 
and Panama and the surrounding coun- 
try. 

Luncheon will be served at Ancon, 
followed by a trip around Ancon hill 
and a visit to the hospital. The re- 
mainder of the day will be given by 
President Roosevelt to the government 
of Panama, and, while the programme 
has not been finally arranged, enough 
of it has been prepared to show that 
it will be a busy day for the president. 
It will be a gala day, and the dirt is 
not expected to fiy on this occasion. 
The city of Ancon will be decorated 
elaborately and illuminated brilliantly 
in honor of President Roosevelt. 

Some time during the afternoon the 
executive party will be met by officials 
of the republic of Panama, and, con- 
ducted by them and escorted by a hun- 
dred young Panamans mounted, the 
president will drive about the city. 
The drive will end at a stand to be 
erected in one of the plazas, from 
which President Amador will deliver 
an address of welcome, to which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will respond. If there 
is time the presidential party will re- 
view a parade. 

At night President Roosevelt will be 
entertained by President Amador in 
the palace at dinner. After the dinner 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt and the 
other members of the American party 
will attend a reception and ball to be 
given by President Amador to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. They will remain a 
few minutes at the ball, which will 
follow the reception, and will then re- 
turn to their hotel, the Tivoli. 

16, President 
Roosevelt, accompanied by Chairman 
Shonts and Chief Engineer Stevens, 
will leave Ancon by special train for 
Culebra cut. Here he will be attired 
in rubber boots and a mackintosh, such 
garments being necessary in making 
an inspection of the cut.

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lnteresting 
Lecture by 
An Expert 
At Wollaston 


The full capacity of the vestry of the 
Wollaston Unitarian church was reached 
Tuesday evening when the Wollaston 
club held its monthly dinner, being the 
largest attendance of the season. A 
roast beef dinner was served. 

President F. E. Parlin presided at the 
post prandial exercises. 

C. J. H. Woodbury of the engineer- 
ing depariment of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company of Bos- 
ton, gave a very interesting illustrated 
lecture upon ‘‘The development of the 
telephone system.” 

He called attention to the extraordin- 
ary tasks for the establishment of the 
business which involved methods as far 
out of the ordinary in commercial affairs 
as the telephone instrument was unpre- 
cedented as an invention. The expen- 
sive lessons of experience required mil- 
lions of money to develope the system 
on the larger scale which was demanded 
by the people, who found in the tele- 
phone a utility of such value that it bas 
required every effort on the part of 
capital, engineering skill and adminis- 
trative ability to extend the system to 
meet this commercial demand. 

The methods of construction of tele- 
phone lines especially among the Rocky 
Mountains were illustsated on the screen 
and also the underground work in cities, 
as wellas the equipment of the tele- 
phone offices. 

While these were questions which in 
| their details and to a certain extent in 
their general methods pertained to the, 


ENS | specialists in electricity, yet the speaker 


| adv anced that the great relation of the 
| telephone system with the public was 
| that of the results by which this rapid 
| communication of intelligence is modi- 
fying business relations to an extent 
commercial 
importance as an essential part of the 
|great business prosperity which pre- 
vails, not only throughout this country 
from ocean to ocean, but also among the 
European countries on the opposite side 
of the North Atlantic. This business 
| prosperity is fundamentally based upon 
the growth of the indivual increment 
of effort. 

The distance traversed by telephone 
communications in the United States 
amounts in the aggregate to thirty 
million miles locally and fifteen million 
miles more on long distance and toll 
transmissions, so that in these com- 
munications of forty-five million miles 
a day a vast amount of travel is dis- 
|placed. That part which replaces the 
| relatively servile occupations of messen- 
| gers has relieved them’ from such non- 
productive work, and permitted them 
to engage in Ainecti productive occupa- 
tions, thus in a two-fold measnre add- 
ing to prosperity by changing their con- 
dition from one side of the economic 
balance to the other. 

Another influence of the telephone is 
shown in the high sky-scrapers of our 
cities which would not be possible if it 
were not for the telephone service tak- 
ing the place of messengers who would 
otherwise more than fill the greatest 
elevator capacity which could be put in- 
to such buildings. 

The diminution of the messenger ser- 
vice in cities is indicated by the rela- 
tively diminished foot travel in the 
congested business portions of cities 
during the day. 

The number of telephone communica- 
tions is counted hour by hour in the 
large operating rooms in cities and the 
results may be shown by curved lines 
which indicate the mountains of talk 
which are conducted through the tele- 
phone service. The character of these 
curves is peculiar to eagh city and 
afford to the student in sociology curi- 
ous revelations of the customs and 
habits of a community which do not 
appear to be indicated by any other 
form of statistics, such as the hours of 
labor of office occupants, which are 
longer in western cities than in the 
east; the hours of lunch, which reach 
the minimum in New York and the 
maximum in Philadelphia; the arraage- 
ments for evening entertainments, 


which are more noticeable in New York 
where they are also at a later hour than 
in other American cities. 


be in cities yet as a relative matter its 
greatest beneficence is in the rural dis- 
tricts, and even in the forest, in which 
places it is cumpletely changing metb- 
ods of life and business, “Farm districts 
have been made profitable by the estab- 
lishment of close relations with the 
markets by means of the telephone. 
Tbe lumbering districts of the United 
States from Maine to Washington are 
conducted by means of the telephones 
extending into forests instead of by 
couriers plodding their way through the 


However important the telephone may 


the forests amid extreme conditions of 
hardship and exposure. 

The isolation of the population of ru- 
ral districts is being modified by the 
personal relations which are available 
through the extensive telephone service 
which is available throughout nearly 
the whole agricultural distriets of the 
country. 

The people of this country are paying 
over one hundred million dollars for 
telephone service because it is cheaper 
than the time and travel required for 
other means of communication, and the 
problem of telephone rates has been the 
live issue from the beginning until the 
present day. The policy in fixing rates 
from the tirst bas been to establish a 
price which would balauce the expendi- 
tures for continuous operation for day 
and night witbout cessation, the main- 
tenance of the plant in its complete 
condition, including nut only the wear 
and tear and break down from storms 
butalso the greater cost of improve- 
ments which inventors have produced 
from time to time,and to this should be 
added the cost be engineering work and 
other expenses, especially directories in 
which the New England company issue 
each year editions exceeding the num- 
ber of volumes in any library in the 
country excepting the Congressional 
Library which contains copyright dup- 
licates in great numbers, and finally the 
payment of the interest on the invest- 
ment and these directories would fill 
fifty freight cars. 

In many details tbe differences in 
telephonic conditions of each district 
produce variations in the cost of opera- 
tion, and therefore of the rates for tele- 
phones, but as a whole these elements 
have been so nearly balanced in the 
New England Company that last year 
there was a balance of only 97 cents per 
telephone to be applied to a reserve 
which can be called upon for extra- 
ordinary expenditures necessary in case 
of severe storms or other catastrophes 
causing extensive destruction of tele- 
phone plant. 

The suburban district around Boston 
is one of the areas of great telephonic 
activity of the world. This population, 
residing in 38 municipalities, contains 
80,000 subscribers stations joined to- 
gether by nearly a quarter of a million 
miles of wire of which over 175,000 
miles are underground.

Attorney General Moody Watch- 
ing the Eight-Hour Law 


HE WANTS IT OBEYED 


Instructs United States Attor- 
neys to Diligently Investigate 
Complaints--Cases ot ‘‘Extra- 
ordinary Emergency” Defined 


Washington, Noy. 14.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody has issued a circular letter 
of instruction to United States attor- 
neys regarding prosecutions of viola- 
tions of the eight-hour law in which he 
says the government is determined up- 


on a strict enforcement of this statute 
as relating to public works of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The text of the attorney general's let- 
ter is as follows: 

“By order of the president. your at- 
tention is directed to the provisions of 
‘an act relating to the limitation of the 
hours of daily service of laborers and 
mechanics employed upon the public 
works of the United States and of the 
District of Columbia,’ approved Aug. 
1, 1892, commonly known as the eight- 
hour law. 

“The government is determined upon 
a strict enforcement of this statute and 
you are directed diligently to investi- 
gate all complaints which may come to 
you from any source of violations of 
the law and upon your own initiative 
to make investigation if there appears 
to you to be any reasonable ground for 
suspecting violation of this law. In 
every case in which you can secure suf- 
ficient evidence, you will submit that 
evidence to the grand jury with a view 
to securing an indictnient. 

“Your attention is particularly di- 
rected to the exception in the first sec- 
tion of the statute under which labor- 
ers and mechanics may be worked 
more than eight hours in a calendar day 
‘in case of extraordinary emergency.’ 
In a recent case in the district of Mas- 
sachusetts, Judge Dodge defined that 
phrase as follows: 

“*An extraordinary emergency, such 
as is contemplated by the act, is the 
sudden, unexpected happening of some- 
thing not of the usual, customary or 
regular kind, demanding prompt action 
to avert imminent danger to life, limb, 
health or property. The possibility of 
danger is not enough. The peril must 
be certain, unusual, imminent and 
actual in order to constitute an extraor- 
dinary case such as the statute contem- 
plates.’ Judge Dodge also ruled that 
probable pecuniary loss to the contrac- 
tor, unless due to an _ extraordinary 
emergency, as defined above, is only an 
ordinary business risk. 

“T desire to impress upon you the im- 
portance of using every effort to execute 
these directions, of being vigilant and 
active in this matter. You will make 
prompt and full report to me of all 
eases and of your action thereon, with 
your reasons therefor. You will report 
immediately the action of the grand 
jury and the results of all trials, with a 
specific statement of the penalty im- 
posed.” 

O. J. Carlton of Haverhill, Mass., has 
been appointed by the attorney general 
to have special charge of these cases 
in the department of justice. 

It is stated that while up to two or 
three months ago comparatively few 
instances of alleged violations of the 
eight-hour law were brought to the at- 
tention of the department, during the 
last 10 weeks as many as 300 such have 
been reported. Carlton will act in con- 
junction with Commissioner Neill of 
the bureau of labor, who has furnished 
much of the evidence upon which the 
department is now acting. 


Tripie Murder by Desperado 

Asheville, N. C., Nov. 14.—Fighting 
bravely in defense of their police cap- 
tain, Patrolmen Blackstock and Bailey 
were shot to death last night by a ne- 
gro named Will Harris of Charlotte, N. 
C., a desperado for whom a large re- 
ward has been standing for some time. 
Prior to the death of the two officers, a 
negro restaurant keeper, Ben Nelson, 
was shot and killed by Harris without 
provocation. Another negro named 
Tom Neil is mortally wounded, he, too, 
being shot before the officers took a 
hand in the melee. 


Must Pay Their Own Fares 

Washington, Noy. 14.—As the result 
of the passage of the railroad rate bill, 
the cadets of both the military and 
naval academies, who have heretofore 
been transported by the railroad com- 
panies to the annual football! game be- 
tween these two schools without 
charge, will in the future have to pay 
their own fares. The war department 
decided that it was illegal for the of- 
fer to be tendered or accepted. 


Trying to Escape Prison 

St. Paul, Nov. 14.—Attorneys for 
Thomas B. Clement, former president 
of the failed First National bank of 
Fairibault, announce that they will ap- 
peal to the United States supreme court 
from the decision of the United States 
circuit court of appeals, which de 
eided that Clement would have to serve 
eight years in prison. Clement was 
eonvicted of responsibility for failure 
of the bank. 


Marines’ Services Needed In Cuba 

Havana, Nov. 14.—It is probable that 
a force of about 1000 marines will be 
retained for duty in Cuba. General 
Bell believes that it.is now possible to 
remove the prohibition upon officers of 
the marine corps from bringing their 
Jwives and families to Cuba.

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THE HUNT FOR FRANCIS 


Desperado Manages to Keep 
Ahead ot His Pursuers 
Thomaston, Me., Nov. 14.—Minot St. 
Clair Francis, the negro desperado, 
who broke jail here Monday, is still 
leading his pursuers, officers from the 


state prison, local officials and Knox 
county authorities, by several miles, 
having covered in the first 24 hours of 
his freedom nearly 20 miles along the 
west bank of Penobscot bay. 

When the hunt was temporarily 
abandoned last night, Francis was 
thought to be in the vicinity of Centre 
Lincolnville, five miles north of Cam- 
den. The search for the negro began 
in earnest yesterday morning, and fora 
few hours good progress was made in 
picking up the trail. An abandoned 
team which Francis stole Monday 
night was found, and about noon it was 
thought that the negro had been lo- 
cated on Ragged mountain, one of the 
Camden hills. 

Before the mountain could be sur- 
rounded word was received that Fran- 
cis had been seen near the pest house 
just outside Camden, and again the 
force of searchers concentrated on the 
new trail. Every effort was made to 
catch up with the fugitive before dark- 
ness shut in, but he succeeded in keep- 
ing ahead of his pursuers. 

The postal authorities at Washington 
have offered an additional $100 for 
Francis’ capture, which places the 
amount of reward at $200. 

The officers seem very confident that 
the negro will be in custody again in- 
side of 24 hours. The chase was re 
newed this morning.

New York State Republicans Made 
No Campaign 


“MOST ASININE POLICY” 


Odell Indulges In Criticism and 
Says That Roosevelt Did Harm 
to the Party--Looks Like a 
Democratic Victory 


New York, Novy. 14.—Benjamin B. 
Odell, former governor and ex-chair- 
man of the state Republican commit- 
tee, was asked what he thought of the 
result of the election. 

“I would hardly call it satisfactory 
from a Republican standpoint,” he re- 
plied. “It seems to me it leaves our 
party in bad shape, with an important 


national campaign coming on. I'm 
greatly concerned over the future. The 
Republican party is not united as it 
ought to be.” 

“What do you think of the manage- 
ment of the Republican campaign?” 

“It was most asinine. There was the 
most asinine policy I everknew. Asa 
result we h@ve only elected the head of 
our ticket. There was no reason for 
this. We might just as well have 
elected our entire ticket. As things 
stand, it looks very much like a Demo 
cratic victory.” 

“In what particular was the cam, 
paign mismanaged?” 

“Why, the Republicans made uo 
campaign at all, and n@ canvass. The 
bulk of the work was put on Hughes’ 
shoulders. I heard absolutely nothing 
about any state campaign up my way. 
We didn’t know there was a headquar- 
ters down here. I wasn’t notified of 
anything that was going on. My ad- 
vice Was never asked once. Many of 
my friends all over the state had the 
experience.” 

Continuing, Odell said: “The people 
of, this state have always resented the 
interference of a President of the Unit- 
ed States in their local elections They 
have done so since the days of Dewitt 
Clinton. I think that the interference 
of President Roosevelt did more harm 
than good. 

“I do not wish to appear in the role 
of general critic of the conduct of the 
campaign, but, so faras I can make 
out, there was no real campaign. No 
use was made of the record of the Re- 
publican party. It was all a case of per- 
sonalities between the candidates for 
governor. We should have stood for 


same 


many of the things that Hearst advo- 
cated, like the eight-hour law and the 


three-platoon system for the police and 
firemen.” 

Mr. Odell went on to say that he had 
been informed that deputies in the in- 
surance department and in the depart- 
ment of public works were to be pro- 
moted by Governor-elect Hughes as a 


reward to Francis Hendricks and 
George W. Aldridge. 
Mr. Odell said that Hearst was 


greatly strengthened as a poiitical fac- 
tor by his campaign and that, while he 
might not be elected president, he was 
now # man to be reckoned with in the 
future. He said that a combination 
of Bryan and Hearst would be one 
hard for the Republicans to beat. 

“T believe,” said Odell, “that with in- 
telligent management the entire Repub- 
lican state ticket could have been 
elected. I am not knocking, but I am 
very much concerned for the future of 
the Republican party. I believe that by 
the exercise of mutual forbearance and 
consideration, the Republican part? 
can be put in shape to make a success- 
ful campaign in 1908.” 

Asked what he thought of the efforts 
j to save the Republican state ticket by 
having the void ballots counted, Odell 
said: “I don’t believe that any of the 
candidates want anything unfair done. 
No attempt to count in the Republican 
candidates will be tolerated. Attempts 
to count in candidates always react on 
the party that seeks to profit by them.” 

Mr. Odell said that he was confident 
that Hughes would make an excellent 
governor. “He will have opportunities 
to do great things, and I believe he will 
rise to them,” the former governor said. 


Massachusetts Law the Best 

New York, Noy. 14.—Louis F. Payn, 
a member of the Republican state com- 
mittee, in an interview last night at the 
Republican headquarters, declared that 
“a change of some kind is necessary in 
the Republican organization in the 
state if there is any desire to keep the 
party together. Payn added: “I am 
thoroughly in favor of ballot reform of 
the best kind. The Massachusetts bal- 
lot law is far superior to ours and that 
would be a great benefit. We ought to 
' get that law.” 


Canvassing New York Vote 
New York, Nov. 14.—The officia: 
canvass of votes cast in the recent 
election has begun in all of the 61 
counties of the state. The final fig- 
ures from all the counties probably 
will not be available for several days 


‘and it is impossible even to estimate 


how far the corrections will affect the 
vote for these state offices about which 
there is still some slight doubt. 


Congratulations to Hearst 

New York, Nov. 14—Ata meeting 
last night of the executive committee 
of the Independence League, resolu- 
tions were adopted congratulating Mr.

Boston, Nov. 14.—The various eandi- |

Governor Guild’s account shows con- 
tributions of $1850, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Draper of $10,000 for his election 


nomination. Last year Draper’s cam- 
paign for nomination and election cost 
him $33,120. 

District Attorney Moran, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, who received over 
190,000 votes for governor, filed his 
statement, which showed no contribu- 
tions or expenditures. 

Among the other returns were A. J. 
Peters of Boston, candidate for con- 
gress, $3491; C. G. Washburn of Wor- 
cester, candidate for congress, $350; G. 
P. Lawrence of North Adams, candi- 
date for congress, $250. 

Riot In a Boston Hotel 

Boston, Noy. 14.—The police were 
called on late last night to quell a dis- 
turbance in the cafe of the Hotel Lex- 
ington in which a score of young men 
said to have been Harvard students 
broke two large windows, tables, 
chairs, mirrors and glassware, resisted 
the officers and made things decidedly 
lively for a quarter of an hour. Six 
men were arrested by a squad of 10 pa- 
trolmen on charges of disorderly con- 
duct, larceny, resisting police officers 
and drunkenness. The police also took 
the names of 14 others. It is said that 
the disturbance was due to the refusal 
of waiters to serve liquid refreshments 
after 11 o'clock. 


Andover Seminary’s Decline 

Boston, Nov. 14.—The trustees of 
Andover Theological seminary (Con- 
gregational) have received a letter from 
President James of the University of 
Illinois, offering to transfer the sem- 
inary to Illinois. The offer comes at 
the most critical stage in the life of the 
theological seminary, its attendance 
having declined to only 14 students at 
the beginning of the present year, with 
an entering class of only three. The 
seminary was founded in 1807 and for 
many years was the most widely known 
institution of the kind in America. No 
action has yet been taken on James’ 
offer. 


Youth Probably Perished 

Lancaster, N. H., Nov. 14.—The 
search for Philip Conroy, 16 years old, 
who strayed away from a hunting camp 
on Kilkenny mountain Sunday noon, 
was abandoned last night, the belief 
being that the boy perished in the storm 
Sunday night. A posse of 200 men, 
aided by two bloodhounds, scoured the 
country for a radius of 15 miles from 
the camp, but the snow was still deep 
in the woods and the hounds could not 
pick up the trail. 


Capital Punishment Stands 

Montpelier, Vt., Nov. 14.—Notwith- 
standing the agitation a year ago in op- 
position to the hanging of Mary Rog- 
ers, the lower branch of the legislature, 
by a vote of 79 to 140, refused to pass 
to a third reading a bill abolishing cap- 
ital punishment. An effort was made 
to substitute a provision in the bill mak- 
ing imprisonment for life the punish 
ment for a woman convicted of murdet 
in the first degree, but this was also 
voted down. 


Loot Recovered From Pawnshops 

Boston, Nov. 14.—Two Philadelphia 
officers visited this city with Marshall 
W. Parker, a negro, charged with the 
robbery of $10,000 worth of jewels at 
Philadelphia, and the prisoner led them 
to several pawnshops, where jewels 
valued at $2000 were recovered. Be- 
fore leaving for Philadelphia last night 
the officers stated that practically all 
the stolen property had now been re- 
covered. 


The Immigrant Train Wreck 

Laporte, Ind., Nov. 14.—Coroner 
Carson has received no complete list 
of the dead and missing in the Balti- 
more and Ohio wreck. The list he is 
compiling contains 30 names and it is 
believed nearly 20 are yet to be obtain- 
ed. The work of clearing away the 
debris is proceeding, but nothing fur- 
ther than a mass of twisted iron and 
piles of bones are revealed. 


Peru Wants to Keep Siiver 

Lima, Nov. 14—Although there ex- 
ists no law to the contrary, the goy- 
ernment refused to allow a local firm 
of bankers to ship 12,000 silver sols 
(about $12,000) to London. Further- 
more, the authorities are searching the 
baggage of passengers leaving the 
country and all silver coin in excess of 
10 sols is being seized. The price of 
silver in Peru is rising. 


Prince Snubbed by Socialists 
Brussels, Noy. 14.—Prince Albert of 
Flanders, the heir apparent to the Bel- 
gian throne and nephew of King Leo- 
pold, was sworn in yesterday as a mem- 
ber of the Belgian senate. The cere 
mony was imposing and brilliant. The 
socialist members of parliament ab- 

stained from attending the ceremony. 


Strike Danger Disappearing 

New York, Nov. 14—There no longer 
appears to be any danger of a strike of 
railroad employes in the east, as the 
situation with reference to the demand 
of the members of certain organiza- 
tions has considerably cleared. Confer- 
ences are still in progress. 


Lives Lost In Village Fire 

Martins Ferry, 0., Nov. 14.—The vil- 
lage of Richland was practically wiped 
out by a fire caused by an explosion 
of gas. Two children of a foreign 
miner were burned to death in the 
flames. The village has no fire depart- 
ment.

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Think Sealing Ships Unlawfully 
Seized by Russians 


THE SI'UATION SERIOUS 


Would Become Critical Should 
Japanese Warship Meet Rus- 
sian Cruiser With -Prize--Re- 
port That Two Russian Pat- 
rol Ships Have Been Sunk 


Washington, Nov. 14.—No confirma- 
tion of the Victoria report that two 
Russian converted cruisers had been 
sunk by a Japanese destroyer in the 
neighborhood of the seal islands can be 
had at the state department or the Rus- 
sian and Japanese embassies here. 

Unofficial reports are to the effect 
that there has been much friction be- 
tween the Russian guards patrolling the 
seal rookeries in the neighborhood of 
Copper islands and Japanese seal 
poachers, similar to the friction which 
has arisen in the case of our own seal 
islands, and the officials would not be 
surprised if bloodshed resulted off Cop- 
per island, as in the case of the Pribilof 
islands. 

One report was that the crew of a 
Japanese sealing vessel had attacked 
the Russian shore patrol, firing re- 
peatedly at the blockhouse in which the 
latter sought refuge. In return the 
Russian cruisers haye captured sev- 
eral Japanese sealing vessels and hard 
feelings have resulted because the 
Japanese claim that they were unlaw- 
fully seized outside of the three-mile 
limit, and the fishermen have called 
upon their own government for pro- 
tection. 

The situation is regarded here as one 
that might readily become critical in 
case a Japanese warship should fall in 
with a Russian cruiser carrying off a 
prize of this kind. 


Converted Cruisers Reported Sunk 

Victoria, B. C., Nov. 14.—Two con- 
verted cruisers, Sitka and Kelima, ac- 
cording to advices received from the 
Empress of China, have been sunk by a 
Japanese destroyer at the seal rookeries 
off Copper island. 

A Japanese newspaper prints a dis- 
patch from Vladivostok telling of the 
act, and it has created great excitement 
in Japanese cities where the news has 
been received. The dispatch adds that 
excitement runs high in Vladivostok, 
also. 

The two vessels reported sunk had 
been doing patrol duty in the seal wa- 
ters. The cause of the clash between 
the Japanese destroyer and the patrol 
boats has not been learned. 

Copper island lies east of Southern 
Kamchatka and is in Russian terri- 
tory. It is believed that the vessels that 
were sunk were Russian boats. 


Tunnel! Promoters Sustained 

New York, Noy. 14.—That the New 
York and Long Island Tunnel com- 
pany has the right to build its tunnel 
under the East river, and that Fire Cam- 
missioner O’Brien was not justified in 
revoking the blasting permits of the 
contractors, is the pith of a decision 
handed down in the supreme court. 
Since work on this tunnel was begun 
claims have been made that the com- 
pany had no franchise and that it was 
a “tunnel grab.” 


Lone Robber Loots Bank 

Newton, Kan., Nov. 14.—The Mid- 
land bank of Newton was held up by 
one man and robbed of $1000 in cur- 
rency. ‘The robber advised the clerks 
and bystanders that they would all die 
together should any effort be made to 
detain him. Seven persons were in 
the bank and ali were ordered into the 
yault and locke in. The robber then 
secured what curvency was in sight and 
escaped. 


Customs Examiner Loses Position 

New York, Noy. 14.—Following an 
investigation of the alleged under- 
valuation of precious stones in the cus- 
toms service at the port of New York, 
General Mindil, for many years chief 
examiner, has been dismissed from the 
service by order of Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw. Mindil is an ex-army 
officer and a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and the Loyal 
Legion. 


Six Causes For Absolute Divorce 

Philadelphia, Nov. 14.—The national 
congress on uniform divorce laws 
adopted about one-third of the proposed 
uniform bill as drafted by the commit- 
tee appointed at 2 meeting in Washing- 
ton nine months ago. The portion 
adopted includes six causes for abso- 
lute divorce, as follows: Infidelity, 
felony, bigamy, desertion, habitual 
drunkenness and intolerable cruelty. 


Did Not Denounce Negro Troops 

Havana, Nov. 14.—Lieutenant Col- 
onel Pitcher’s attention was called toa 
report that President Roosevelt had di- 
rected that a report be requested from 
him as to whether Le had been cor- 
rectly quoted as denouncing negro 
troops. In reply Pitcher said that he 
had never entertained and never ex- 
pressed such sentiments.

GETS HER DIVORCE 


Anna Gould Legally Separated 
From Count de Castellane 


PROOF OF HIS INFIDELITY 


Not Even Given Money Allow- 
ance and Must Pay Costs-- 
Woman Has Custody ot Chil- 
dren, With Certain Restrictions 


Paris, Noy. 15.—The tribunal of first 
instance of the Seine, Judge Ditte pre- 
siding, granted a divorce to Countess 
de Castellane (formerly Anna Gould of 
New York), and gave her the custody 


of her children, who, however, will not 
be allowed to be taken from France 
without the consent of their father, 
Count Boni de Castellane. 

The judgment is a sweeping victory 
for the countess. In granting her peti- 
tion for divorce, the court gave the 
countess the custody of her children, 
the count being allowed only the usual 
rights to see them and share in the 
control of their education, which is not 
contested. 

The only point decided in the count’s 
favor was the imposition of an inhibl- 
tion on the countess to take the chil- 
dren out of France without their 
father’s consent. The court appointed 
the president of the chamber of notaries 
to liquidate the affairs of the husband 
and wife. 

The judgment was given with costs 
against the count. The text of the de- 
cree does not go into the details of the 
countess’ bill of particulars, “inas- 
much as Mme. de Castellane submitted 
letters and documents, several of which 
were from the count himself, establish- 
ing sufficiently that since their mar- 
riage he had relations and correspond- 
ence with various women of easy virtue 
which was most offensive to a wife, 
thus rendering himself guilty of acts 
justifying a diverce, and as he had 
failed to establish a reconciliation, the 
petition.of Mme. de Castellane is 
granted.” 

The count’s demand for an “alimony 
allowance of $50,000 annually” was de- 
nied on the ground that the guilty party 
in a divorce loses all the advantages 
accorded either by a marriage contract 
or the course of married life, and con- 
sequently the court refused to allow 
not only the count’s priginal claim for 
$50,000 per annum, but the $30,000 
which the countess offered and which 
it now seems the count claimed to have 
accepted Oct. 25. 

The court also took a_ precaution 
against any unreasonable attitude on 
the part of the count toward allowing 
his wife to take her children out of 
France by providing that in case of his 
refusal judicial authorization could be 
granted. The decree orders the count- 
ess to send the children on Thursdays 
and Sundays to their grandmother, 
Marquise de Castellane, and their sur- 
render to their father fo> a week at 
New Year’s and Easter and for a month 
in the summer. 

Mme. Gould, as the former Countess 
de Castellane will hereafter be known, 
her title having ceased with the grant- 
ing of the divorce, expressed the great- 
est satisfaction when she received the 
news at her residence. Helen Gould 
was with her at the time. 

Although the court denied the count’s 
application for an annuity, there is the 
best ground for stating that Mme. 
Gould will make a liberal allowance to 
the father of her children. 

Anna Gould, the youngest daughter 
of the late Jay Gould, was married to 
Count Ernest Boniface de Castellane, 
the eldest son of Marquis de Castellane, 
at the New York home of her brother, 
George J. Gould, March 4, 1895, the 
late Archbishop Corrigan officiating. 
Miss Gould’s dowry was understood 
to have been $18,000,000, and it was 
further stated that her income was 
$600,000 a year. Immediately after the 
marriage, the couple left the United 
States for France, where the extrava- 
gant manner in which they lived at- 
tracted attention. About five years af- 
ter the marriage the count and countess 
were reported to be financially em- 
barrassed, it being alleged that the 
count had already spent about $7,000,- 
000 of his wife’s money. An adjust- 
ment of their affairs became necessary 
and considerable litigation followed, 
with the result that the Gould family 
intervened and the income of the count- 
ess was cut down to $200,000. On Feb. 
5 of the present year the countess en- 
tered a plea for divorce before Judge 
Ditte and he, in conformity with the 
French law, endeavored to arrange a 


suit to proceed. 

The efforts to reconcile the couple 
were unsuccessful and sensational re- 
ports were circulated regarding the 
count’s conduct. The three children of 
the Castellanes are George, Boni and 
Jay, the last being the youngest and 
named after the late Jay Gould. 


Terrorists Sentenced to Death 

Odessa, Nov. 15.—F lve terrorists, in- 
cluding a girl, were tried by court mar- 
tial here for having thrown a bomb in 
a cafe and thereby injuring two per- 
sons. Two of the men and the girl 
were sentenced to death. The other 
two men were given 17 years’ penal 
servitude.

ROCKEFELLER INDICTED 
Three Others Accused of Visiat« 
ing the Anti-Trust Law 

Findlay. O., Nov. 15.—The grand jury 
has found indictments against John D. 
Rockefeller and three other persons in 
connection with the Standard Oi! in- 
quiry, which was reopened upon the re- 


convening of that body in adjourned 
session. The bench warrants  is- 
sued upon the indictments were placed 
in the hands of Sheriff Groves, who 
went to Cleveland, where it is supposed 
they are to be served. 

It is understood the indictments 
charge the defendants with having 
continued to contract the oil produc- 
tions and to fix prices on and after 
July 7, 1906, in violation of the Valen- 
tine anti-trust act, a state law under 
which the recent prosecution of the 
Standard Oil company in this county 
was conducted and in which a fine of 
$5000 was imposed by the probate court. 

Prosecutor Dayid states that no at- 
tempt will be made at this time to com- 
pel Rockefeller to come here, as his ap- 
pearance has already been entered by 
his attorneys in the matter of the infor- 
mation now pending in the probate 
court. 


Cleyeland, Noy. 15.—Deputy Sheriff 
Johns of Hancock county arrived here 
last night and made public the names 
of the three other persons indicted at 
Windlay, in addition to the indictment 
against Rockefeller. Johns has war- 
rants for the arrest of M.G. Vilas, 
treasurer of the Standard Oil company 
of Ohio; J. M. Robertson, secretary, 
and H. P. McIntosh, a director of the 
same company. Johns was unable to 
locate any of them and at their respec- 
tive homes he was told they were not 
in the city. 


Truth Hurts Russian Authorities 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 15.—The Russ, 
which appeared yesterday under Its 
own name after nearly a year of shift- 
ing titles, again has been suppressed. 
This measure was taken by the pre- 
fect because of the publication of an ar- 
ticle by a noted jurist, in which he de- 
plores the debasement of all moral con- 
sciousness in Russia. The writer in- 
stances the executions of women and 
children and lays particular stress upon 
the case of Anna Benedictova, the girl 
student who was executed at Cronstadt 
for complicity in the plot to blow upa 
building. The girl was about to be 
come a mother and the writer quotes 
from a Russian statute which post- 
pones the infliction of the death sen- 
tence upon a woman until 40 days af- 
ter the birth of her child. 


Bryan Taiks to Presbyterians 

Indianapolis, Nov. 15.—William J. 
Bryan, an elder in the Presbyterian 
chureh at Lincoln, Neb., last night ad- 
dressed the convention of the new 
church organization to be called the 
Presbyterian Brotherhood. The speak- 
er said he began church life as a mem- 
ber of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church when he was 14 years old. 
Comparing the time he had been in the 
Cumberland church with that he had 
been in politics, he said, the “ratio ap- 
peared to be all right.” He declared 
there could be no real morality without 
religion as the foundation of morality. 
“Tolstoi defined religion,” said Bryan, 
“as the relation between man and his 
God, and this is one of the best defini- 
tions I have been able to find.” 


No Political Liberty 

Moscow, Novy. 15.—The governor of 
Moscow has issued a circular which ex- 
tends to a vast number of zemstvo and 
municipal employes the prohibition 
that no state employe shall belong to 
an unlegalized political party. The goy- 
ernor threatens any employe, if dis 
covered, with instant dismissal. 


Seattle Isolated by Fioods 

Portland, Or., Noy. 15.—The Ore 
gonian bas received a telephone mes. 
sage from Seattle that that city is cut 
off from the surrounding country by 
flood waters. The message says that 
three lives have been lost and that the 
damage will run into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 


Rockefeller’s Daughter Dead 

Cannes, Nov. 15.—Mrs, Charles A. 
Strong, daughter of John D. Rockefel- 
ler, died at the Hotel du Pare in this 
city. Mrs. Strong had been ill for some 
time and suffered a paralytic stroke on 
Noy. 12, after which she sank slowly 
until the end. The body will be sent 
to America. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Matthew Cummings of Boston, the 
new national president of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, was tendered a 
banquet at Boston by many of the New 
England members of the order. Goy- 
ernor Guild and others made speeches, 

Dr. William M. Barrett, one of the 
oldest medical practitioners in Massa- 
chusetts, died of apoplexy at Westboro, 
He was born in West Townsend, Mass., 
in 1822 and served for three years in 
the Civil war as surgeon. 

Mrs. Margaret Bottome, president of 
the international board of King’s 
Daughters and Sons and of the woman's 
branch of the international medical mis- 
sion, died at her home at New York, 
aged 79.

New England Democratic Pro. 


gressive League Formed 


NO FAVORED CANDIDATES 


President ot New Organization 
Going to Nebraska to Call on 
Bryan--Consideration ot Poli- 
cies Postponed For a Year 


Boston, Nov. 15.—To foster, disgem}- 
nate, and give effect to Democratic 
principles, without favoring any presi- 
dential candidate or any nationa! is 
sues for at least a year, are the pur- 
poses of the New England Democratic 
Progressive League, formed here by 
representatives from five New England 
states, Vermont being absent. Tem- 
porary organization was perfected by 
the election of officers and the adoption 
of a set of bylaws. 

A committee to consider the plan 
and scope of the league was appointed 
and, in submitting the set of bylaws, 
reported shat it was not desirable at 
this time to adopt a platform of prin- 
ciples, although there was no agree- 
ment among the members of the neces- 
sity for an attack on entrenched privi- 
lege and the assertion of the rights 
of the individual. 

The officers chosen were as follows: 
President, Alexander Troup of New Ha- 
ven; vice presidents, G. L. Crockett of 
Maine, A. C. Drinkwater of Massachu- 
setts, N. J. Dyer of New Hampshire, 
L. F. C. Garvin of Rhode Island and 
Michael Donovan of Connecticut; secre- 
tary, R. J. Crowley of Lowell; treas- 
urer, P. H. Quinn of Providence; execu- 
tive committee, G. F. Williams of Led- 
ham, Mass., (chairman), C. E. Paul of 
Rockport, Me., G. M. Wallace of New 
Haven, H. C. Ledoux of Nashua, N. H., 
and G. W. Greene of Woonsocket, R. I. 

The report of the committee on plan 
and scope and a resolution favoring 
constitutional referendum was referred 
to the executive committee. 

The meeting was beld behind closed 
doors, but during the session ‘Troup, 
who joined with Williams in calling the 
meeting, denied to the reporters that 
the object of the meeting was the en- 
dorsement of William J. Bryan for 
president. One of the purposes of the 
gathering, he said, was the organiza- 
tion of clubs throughout New England, 
“not especialfy for Bryan, but for any 
candidate the party nominates.” Troup 
said that he should be iu Lincoln, Neb., 
next Sunday and would probably tell 
Bryan something about the meeting 

At the opening of the meeting Garvin 
offered a resolution which was unani- 
mously adopted, that the consideration 
of national candidates and policies 
should be postponed for one year. With 
candidates and national issues elimi- 
nated from the meeting, the gathering 
proceeded to discuss the objects of the 
league, and later in the day came the 
submission of the new bylaws and the 
election of officers. 

One of the sections of the bylaws 
provided that the members of the 
league shall meet annually, but that 
not more than three Democrats from 
each congressional district shall attend 
and that the delegates shall be elected 
by clubs affiliated with the league. An- 
other section provides for a general 
committee to organize clubs and dis- 
tribute literature. 


May Be Murderer After Ali 

Steubenville, O., Nov. 15,—Charles 
Buccini, arrested by the Pittsburg po- 
lice on suspicion of murdering Henry 
F. Smith, and who was released yes- 
terday, has been recognized here from 
newspaper pictures as the murderer of 
Peter Ventreasce on May 6 last. The 
two men had a quarrel and Buccini 
shot him and escaped. It is said that 
Buccini is also wanted in Montreal on 
a charge of murder. 


Crooked Count In Custody 

Copenhagen, Nov. 15.—Count Fritz 
Von Rosen, a captain in the Swedish 
horse guards, has been arrested, 
charged with defrauding the Swedish 
military authorities out of $40,000. He 
is also accused of endorsing fraudulent 
checks in the names of members of the 
royal family. He has been taken t& 
Stockholm. The arrest of the count 
has caused a sensation. 


Rumor Started Run on Bank 

New Brunswick, N. J., ‘Nov. 13.— 
From some unknown source a rumor 
was started here that the local savings 
bank was in some kind of trouble, and 
so quickly did this rumor spread 
throughout the city that a run was 
started. The run appeared to be par- 
tially checked before the close of bank- 
ing hours. The bank has deposits of 
34,000,000.

Roosevelt. They left Panama at 4:30 
o'clock in a special train for Colon and 
at 8:20 last night boarded the Lonisiana 
and extended a cordial greeting to 
America’s chief executive. In Presi- 
dent Amador's party, beside Shonts. 
were Chief Engineer Stevens and Ex- 
ecutive Secretary Reed of the commis- 
sion and Mr. Squiers, the American 
minister at Panama. 

During the afternoon President 
Roosevelt received the local newspaper 
correspondents on board the Louisiana. 
He said that his voyage had been pleas- 
ant and uneventful, and expressed bim- 
self as gratified with the welcome 
which the citizens of the isthmus are 
preparing for him when he lands. He 
stated that he proposed to look into the 
Jamaican labor question, and a!so in- 
tended to see everything possible con- 
cerning the canal. 

Extensive precautions have been 
taken to protect President Roosevelt 
during his three days’ visit on the 
isthmus, and it is reported that a num- 
ber of well known anarchists have 
been arrested here or at Panama. All 
steamers arriving at the isthmus are 
inspected and suspicious characters are 
being held until the day President 
Roosevelt departs. He will begin his 
tour of Inspection today and an exten- 
sive program of official entertainments 
bas been prepared. 


Church Services In Theatres 
New York, Nov. 15.—Dr. Madison C. 

Peters announces that he will soon ie 
augurate 2 movement to reach the un- 
churched masses, regardless of race or 
creed. For this purpose he has leased 
the Majestic theatre for morning ser- 
vices, beginning the first Sunday in 
January. Dr. Peters is also in negotia- 
tion for a down-town theatre on Broad- 
way for evening services. His purpose 
is to become the “people’s preacher” 
and, while the services will be dignified, 
it is intended to make them popular 
and attractive and absoiutely unsec- 
tarian. 

Attempted Kiiling Not “Fersonai’’ 

Moscow, Noy. 15—The man who 
threw a bomb at General Rheinbot, the 
local prefect of police, and who was 
in return shot by the general, was tried 
by court martial and sentenced to death 
by hanging. Rheinbot visited the pris- 
oner and asked him why he wanted 
to kill him. The man replied: “It was 
not you personally that 1 wanted to 
kill, but the representative of arbitrary 
government.” 


Currency Expansion Asked 

Washington, Nov. 15.—Currency ex- 
pansion legislation in some form will 
be recommended for the action of con- 
gTess at its coming session, as the re- 
sult of the resolutions of the resoiutions 
of the currency committee of the 
American Banking association and the 
New York Chamber of Commerce. 
What that legislation will be none of 
the members is willing to say at this 
time.

Chadwick, and that as it has been ac- 
cepted by the bank after its maturity, 
the defendant was was liable.

Lawrence, Mass., Nov.” 15.—Rev. 
Charles H. Cullinane, pastor of the 
Chureh of the Immaculate Conception 
of this city, had been in poor health, 
but he had been about all day yester- 
day.

Religious Crisis In Spain 

Madrid, Nov. 15.—During a debate 
in the chamber of deputies on the law 
of associations, Minister of Justice Ro- 
manones admitted that the papal nuncio 
to Madrid had formally demanded the 
prosecution of all municipal judges 
who celebrated civil marriages, but 
that this demand had been flatly re- 
fused. Clericals and conservatives o1 
all complexions denounce the separa- 
tion of church and state and religious 
liberty in Spain as madness. King Al- 
fonso is being subjected to very strong 
influences to get his consent for a policy 
of reaction. The Liberals declare that 
reaction will precipitate a revolution. 


Bennings Bookmaker Convicted 

Washington, Noy. 15.—Bookmaking, 
as it has been carried on at the Ben- 
nings race track, was declared illegal 
and William Davis, who volunteered 
himself a defendant to test the law, 
was declared guilty and sentenced in 
criminal court to imprisonment for 
two hours. An appeal was at once 
taken to the court of appeals. Pending 
the appeal sentence will not be executed 
on Davis. 


Reign of Crime Continues 

Pittsburg, Nov. 15.—The reign of 
lawlessness in this vicinity continues 
and the hundreds of police, city detec- 
tives, county detectives and private 
agencies are apparently still unable to 
stop the depredations which are al- 
most hourly reported to them. Within 
the past 24 hours the list shows a great- 
er number than any like period since 
the “epidemic” began. 


Growth of Our Country’s Wealth 

Washington, Nov. 15—The United 
States census bureau has’ estimated 
the total wealth of the country in 
1904 to be $106,881,415,009. This 
shows an increase in wealth over the 
estimates for 1900 of nearly 21 percent 
and is 64 percent over the estimate for 
1890, when the total wealth was $65,- 
037,091,197.

Was on School Board 


Which Elected First 


Superintendent 


Charles Lewis Badger, one of Quincy’s 
pioneer business men passed away at his 
home on Crescent street this morning, 
aged 86 years. His death was due toa 


», | Stomach trouble and general breaking 


up. 

Although Mr. Badger had reached i) 
ripe old age, be was particularly smart 

and active, and no matter what the 

weather was he could always be found 

at his machine shop on Willard street 

early and late, 

He continued his active businesss life 
until last spring when he gave it up. 

Mr. Badger was born in New Hamp- 
shire apd came to Quincy with his 
parents in 1827, his father being in- 
terested in the Bunker Hill monument. 

In 1855, with his brother Leone C. 
Badger, he opened a machine shop on 
Crescent street. Later they added 
granite polishing to their business. 
The firm was known as Badger Bros., 
and has never been changed. 

They continued business at the old 
stand on Crescent street until 1880, 
when they moved into the stone build- 
ing on Willard street at present occu- 
pied by the firm. 

In 1868 they purchased what is known 
as the Wigwam quarry, and added 
granite quarrying and cutting to their 
business. 

It was from this quarry that the 
granite for the New York Exchange 
building, New Orleans custom house, 
and other public buildings was taken, 
as well as the Worth monument at New 
York city, Hale monument in Connecti- 
cut, the pedestal of the Washington 
statue at Wasbington, D. C., the Gen. 
Cook monument at Arlington cemetery, 
Washington, 
memorials, 

Later the sons were taken into the 
business, and it is carried on today by 
them. 

He leaves a widow and two sons, 
William E. and Russell W. Badger. 

Mr. Badger was a member of the 
School Committee which elected the 
first Superintendent of Schools in 
Quincy. In fact at that time superin- 
tendents were an exception and it was 
a radical step. Mr. Badger was first 
elected to the board in 1858 with Wil- 
liam S. Morton, Luther Rice, George 
White, Dr. William B. Duggan and 
William W. Baxter, but he resigned 
during the year. 

In 1872 Mr. Badger was again elected 
and served continuously for seven years 
—1872 to 1878 inclusive. During these 
years his colleagues were John Quincy 
Adams, Charles F, Adams, Jr., Asa 
Wellington, Henry Lunt, H. yar 
Smith, James H. Slade, William B. 
Duggan, Edwin W. Marsh and Jason 
G. Witham. 

It was in 1875 when Messrs. J. Q. 
and C. F. Adams, Badger, Marsh, Dug- 
gan and Slade were members of the 
board, that Col. Francis W. Parker was 
elected Superintendent, and the schools 
of the town soon became famous because 
of the so-called Quincy system which 
was inaugurated.

President Roosevelt Starts on His 
Sight-Seeing Trip 


IS WARMLY WELCOMED 


Assured of Love and Respect of 
Panama People--President Ex- 
presses Affection For Young 
Republic and Voices Warning 
Against Revolutions. 


Colon, Nov. 16.—President Roosevelt 
spent a busy day on the Isthmus of 
Panama and settled for the night at the 
Tivoli hotel, on the line of the canal, 
He crossed from Colon to Panama, see- 
ing much of the canal and the famous 
Culebra cut on the way, he took a trip 
around Panama bay, and was wel- 
comed in Panama City, which lies out- 
side of the canal zone, by President 
Amador and other officials of the Pana- 
ma republic. The day passed accord- 
ing to schedule and it was in every re- 
spect successful. 

Wednesday night President Amador 
and his party came over to Colon from 
Panama and called upon President 
Roosevelt on board the Louisiana. 
This was the first weleome by local offi- 
cials. President Roosevelt left the 
Louisiana at 7:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning and came to the Colon dock. 
Here he was welcomed by Commission- 
er Shonts, Chief Engineer Stevens and 
other officials, and the schoolchildren 
of Colon sung “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” and “America” for his benefit. A 
few moments later President Roosevelt 
was greeted by President Aimador and 
the bishop of Panama and then the 
president and those who had come to 
welcome him left Colon for Panama by 
train. 

The trip across the isthmus was made 
slowly in order to permit the presiden- 
tial party to have a good look at all the 
points of interest along the route. Sev- 
eral stops were made on the way over 
and, at each station, schoolchildren 
sang patriotic airs. The president 
thanked all the welcoming delega- 
tions warmly. 

The presidential train arrived in 
front of the Tivoli hotel at 10:30. Here 
Amador left Mr. Roosevelt and went 
on to Panama, while Mr. Roosevelt con- 
tinued to La Boca, the Pacific entrance 
to the canal. Here President Roose- 
velt boarded the steamer Bolivar, 
made a trip around Panama bay and 
came back to La Boca for lunch. 

In the afternoon the president came 
from La Boca to Panama City. He 
drove from the railroad station to the 
Cathedral plaza, welcomed all the way 
by the cheering of the crowads. At the 
plaza President Amador delivered an 
address of welcome and President 
Roosevelt replied. 

President Amador expressed his ap- 
preciation of President Roosevelt’s 
visit, which he described as an addi- 
tional cause for the love and respect 
of the Panaman people. He called 
President Roosevelt the commander-in- 
chief of the Panama-American forces, 
allied to perform the greatest engineer- 
ing feat in the world, and said that in 
the hearts of his people there dwelt the 
indelible memory that in President 
Roosevelt they had found a generous 
defender. In conclusion the president 
of Panama extended the welcome of 
the republic to the President of the 
United States, assuring Mr. Roosevelt 
that he could consider himself in the 
midst of his best friends and admirers. 

In reply, President Roosevelt said 
that the present was the first time in 
the history of the United States that an 
American president had placed his foot 
upon territory over which the flag of 
the country did not fly. He said he was 
glad this foreign territory was the 
Panama republic, and referred to his 
affection for the young country. He 
said the work on the canal was being 
performed worthily and that his only 
desire was to see the republic increase 
in wealth and prosperity until it be 
came a republic whose history was re- 
flected upon the entire world asa land 
of liberty and order. He voiced a warn- 
ing against revolutions, and ended by 
saying that he was immensely im- 
pressed by the tremendous undertaking 
of the canal and the beauty and fertil- 
ity of Panama, for which he prophesied 
a great future. 

President Roosevelt was welcomed 
with unbounded enthusiasm by the peo- 
ple of Panama, and there is no question 
that they are his firm and sincere ad- 
mirers. While passing over the line 
the presidential train was cheered by 
the crowds of laborers removing dirt 
from the ditch, and in Panama bay 
American and other steamers whistled 
him a welcome.

THE ELUSIVE FRANCIS 


Many Supposed Clues Prove to 
Be ot No Value 
Thomaston, Me., Noy. 16.—Many re- 
ports of the appearance in various lo- 
calities of the negro desperado, Minot 
St. Clair Francis, who escaped from 


the Maine state prison here last Mon- 
day, continue to be received by War- 
den Norton, but most of them prove to 
be groundless. 

At the same time that Bath militia- 
men were patrolling both shores of the 
Kennebec river yesterday, in the be 
lief that the fugitive was endeavoring 
to reach that seaport, men were search- 
ing Camden, on the shore of the Penob- 
scot, in response to a report that the 
negro was concealed in an abandoned 
cottage there. In both cases the clues 
proved to be unimportant. The Bath 
militiamen learned that the negro 
seen in the vicinity of the Kennebec 
was not Francis, while the searching 
party in Camden discovered that the 
report that the negro was hiding there 
was baseless. 

Late last night word was received 
that a man answering the description 
of Francis had been seen just before 
dark in the edge of the town of Rock- 
port, and officers were sent from Rock- 
land to take up the chase of the sus- 
pect. Snow began to fall about 6 
o’clock and for a time there was @ hope 
that its fall might be sufficient to help 
the officers in getting on the trail of the 
missing prisoner, but the snow Was suc- 
ceeded by rain after half an hour. 


Curley Gets Renomination 
Boston, Noy. 16.—Joint primaries 


for the selection of candidates for the- 


municipal election next month were 
held in this city yesterday. Among 
the aldermen renominated by the 
Democrats was J. M. Curley, who had 
served a two months’ sentence in jail 
for impersomiting a friend at a civil 
service examination. The labor men 
defeated Senator Gartland, who, it was 
claimed, dodged a vote on the overtime 
bill in the senate last sprring.

No Decision Regarding Shiloh 

Augusta, Me., Nov. 16.—After a long 
hearing before the governor and coun- 
cil, regarding the conditions existing in 
the Holy Ghost and Us colony at Shi- 
loh, it was decided to postpone a de- 
cision as to possible executive interfer- 
ence by Governor Cobb until the next 
meeting of the governor and council on 
Dec. 18. The hearing was held in re- 
sponse to written appeals from vari- 
ous citizens who alleged that suffering 
existed at Shiloh to an alarming de- 
gree and asked that action be taken to 
alleviate it. +

Providence, Noy. 16.—Indictments 
alleging the aiding and abetting of the 
landing of 22 Chinese laborers con- 
trary to law were returned last night 
by the grand jury of the United States 
district court against E. A. Junkins, 
mate of the schooner Frolic; W. A. 
Duncan and Alfred Ames, members of 
the crew of the Frolic, and J. C. Lehne- 
man of Boston, who is said to have 
been the agent of the syndicate which 
looked after the landing of the smug- 
gled Chinamen. 


Vermont Diseased Meat Case 

Burlington, Vt., Nov. 16.—The bill of 
exceptions filed in the contempt case 
against the Consolidated Rendering 
company has been signed by Judge 
Rowell, sitting in Montpelier, so that 
the case will now go to the Vermont 
supreme court. The rendering com- 
pany has been adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt on account of its failure to pro- 
duce certain books of account asked 
for by the grand jury which was in- 
vestigating the diseased meat charges. 


Transit Men Piead Not Gulity 
Boston, Noy. 16.—George G. Crocker, 
George F’. Swain and Horace G. Allen, 
three members of the Boston transit 
commission, were arraigned in the su- 
perior criminal court as a result of a 
secret indictment returned against 
them, alleging a violation of the eight- 
hour law. The three commissioners 
pleaded not guilty and were released 
on their own recognizance. The date 

for the trial has not as yet been set. 


Storm Came Unannounced 

Nantucket, Mass., Nov. 16.—A north- 
easter came up So suddenly yesterday 
that the local fishing fleet was caught 
some distance off shore. Two men 
who started for Tuckernuck island, 12 
miles distant, were tossed up on the 
island more dead than alive. The fish- 
ing fleet scurried back to port under 
bare poles and all were safely anchored 
in the harbor last night. 


An Unusuaily Cold Day 
Hyde Park, Vt., Nov. 16—A _ tem- 
perature of 5 degrees below zero was 
recorded here yesterday. This is an 
unusually low record for the season of 
the year, even in this mountainous dis- 
trict. 


Irish-Americans to Leave Us 

Philadelphia, Nov. 16—‘*When Ire- 
land gets home rule, as she surely wil] 
soon, a small army of Irish-Americans 
will leave this country and go back 
home,” said Richard Hazleton, mem- 
ber of the English parliament, in this 
city. Hazleton {is touring the United 
States in the interest of the home rule 
movement under the auspices of the 
United Irish league. 


Money For 'Frisco Relief Work 

Washington, Nov. 16—The Amer- 
ican National Red Cross sent $25,000 to 
San Francisco for use in relief work 
during November.

Petition Filed at St Louis 

St. Louis, Nov. 16—The United 
States government made the _ initial 
move to dissolve the Standard Oi] com- 
pany’s alleged monopoly by filing in 
the United States circuit court a peti- 
tion in equity against the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey and its 70 con- 
stituent corporations and partnerships, 
and seven defendants, including John 
D. Rockefeller and William Rockefel- 
ler, asking that the combination be de- 
clared unlawful and in the future en- 
joined from entering into any contract 
or combination in restraint of trade. 

The suit is brought under the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, which the Stand- 
ard Oil company and its constituent 
companies and the seven individual de- 
fendants are charged with violating. In 
Moody says that criminal prosecution 
is reserved for future consideration. 

The government’s petition in the suit 
contains 194 printed pages, or about 
100,000 words, and an additional S84 
pages of exhibits, consisting of bylaws 


and minutes of Standard Oil meetings | 


and organizations and a map showing 
the retail prices of oil in every state 
and territory of the Union. 

The investigation into methods pur- 
sued by the Standard Oil company be- 
gan early in 1905 and the results were 
laid before congress last May by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who accompanied the 
report by a special message denounc- 
ing the apparent methods pursued. 
The president asserted that suits would 
be instituted in the United States courts 
to abolish the combination and the fil- 
ing of the suit marks the initial step. 

The defendants are entitled to one 
month in which to enter their appear- 
ance and 60 days in which to file an- 
swer to the allegations in the petition. 
They also have the option of filing a de- 
murrer to the bill.

Additional Patching 


SPEEDY ACTION NEED

plicated by Injection of au 
Anti-American Spirit 
Washington, Nov. 16.—Evidence is 


accumulating in Washington of the in- 
creasingly. unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs in Cuba. When the president 
returns from Panama the Cuban situa- 
tion will demand his first 
What Secretary Taft and Secretary Ba- 
con foresaw is gradually coming true. 
The rebel leaders are out for office. 
The race question has been fanned into 
flame. : 

Governor Magoon is besieged with 
petitions which are really veiled threats 
that unless the negroes on the island 
are recognized by the appointment of 
several of their leaders to important po- 
sitions under the provisional govern- 


attention. 


ment, the blacks will “defend their 
honor” by taking to the field. The 
patchwork peace arranged by Secre- 


tary Taft under orders from Washing- 
ton must receive additional patching. 
Military government in name as well 
as form is the inevitable resuit in Cuba. 

Many feel that it will be better to 
quiet the elements of unrest by holding 
the elections in December instead of 
waiting until] next June. Doubtless an 
uudesirable man would be elected, for 
the Liberal party, representing the 
“outs,” is practically the only organ- 
ized party in Cuba. Its president, Al- 
fredo Zayas, appears to: be losing his 
grip with the negro faction, and Jose 
Miguel Gomez, whom Palma defeated 
for the presidency, will certainly be a 
candidate for this office against Zayas. 

If elections are held next month it 
will be necessary to announce as soon 
as the president returns from his Pana- 
ma trip that a complete evacuation of 
Cuba is necessarily a question for the 
indefinite future, and that regardless 
of the elections the Cuban government 
must be nursed along under some form 


of American protection yet to be de 
vised. 
The danger of continuing a_ provi- 


sional government in Its present form 
is to be found in the injection of the 
development of an _ anti-American 
spirit, which, if allowed to grow, wil! 
greatly complicate the Cuban _prob- 


lem. The rural guard is not yet in con- 
dition to put down a revolution, and 


the American troops would be neces- 
sary in such am emergency. Loss of 
life and great destruction of property 
are certain to follow. 

It was the kindly feeling toward 
Americans throughout the island which 
alone made possible the peaceful inter- 
vention accomplished by Secretary 
Taft. The secretary hoped for the best 
when he ieft Cuba, but the great dif- 
ficulty encountered by him throughout 
the negotiations was the failure of 
Washington to apprehend the gravity 
of the situation and the hopeless con- 
dition of affairs into which the country 
had sunk under the Palma_ govern- 
ment. Financially the country was 
prosperous, but it was apparent that 
the government of Cuba had been rid- 
ing to a fall. The tactfu! policy of Sec- 
retary Taft broke the force of the fall, 
but the bruises remain unhealed. 

That the Washington government is 
considering the expediency of holding 
elections next month is evident from 
the cable dispatches announctng the 
arrival in Cuba of William I. Buchanan 
on a mission of inquiry from the state 
department into this phase of the situa- 
tion. The Cuban question is far from 
settled. Its solution is yet to be found.

from Semlin, there is talk of changing 
the succession to the throne of Servia 
fm favor of Prince Alexander, the sec- 
ond son of King Peter. 

Prince George, the heir apparent to 
the throne of Servia, was born Aug. 27, 

37. Many reports of an unfavorable 
nature have been circulated concerning 
the young prince since the accession 
of his father, Peter I., to the throne in 
1903. It has been said that, compared 
with Prince George, the late Kings 
Milan and Alexander may be regarded 
as having been the perfection of west- 
em civilization. In fact, one writer 
classed Prince George as a “semi-in- 
sane young savage, regardless of every 
restraining influence of law, conven- 
tionality, decency and civilization,” and 
said it was “frightful to contemplate 
his being placed in the possession of a 
European throne and in charge of the 
destinies of one million of Servians.” 

In November last the prince was re- 
ported to have been confined in a fort- 
ress for three days, the result of gross-

In December, 1904, Prince George, 
aecording to a dispatch from Belgrade, 
eloped with an actress of the National 
theatre and went to Vienna, where they 
were found drinking in a cafe, in the 
midst of a band of gypsies. The prince 
was taken back to Belgrade and the 
actress forbidden to return to Servia. 

Prince George was regarded as prac- 
tically under the direction of the Rus- 
sian court and a report printed shortly 
after the assassination of King Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga said that he 
was to eventually occupy the throne of

Mode of Life of the Famous Bald 
Headed Eagle. 

Eagles are popularly supposed to be 
| quite different from hawks; but, in a 
word, they are nothing more than large 
| hawks. They reach sometimes the age 
of nearly 100 years. They live singly 
or in pairs and dwell in the wilder 
places in all kinds of country, from 
tropical deserts to the arctie regions. 
| In their search for food, however, they 
often wander far and, emboldened by 
hunger, even approach the abodes of 
man. In story books and newspapers 
eagles have many times been accused 
of carrying off young children, but 
such tales are unreliable. 

The bald eagle, white headed eagle, 
white headed sea eagle or bird of 
Washington is of particular interest 
to Americans as the national emblem 
of the United States, to which dignity 
it was elevated on June 20, 1782. The 
name “ball” eagle originated from the 
white head and the erroneous impres- 
sion of baldness it gives at a distance. 

This bird measures about three or 
three and a half feet in length, from 
six to eight feet in extent of wings 
and weigks from six to twelve pounds. 
Under most circumstances wary and 
difficult of approach, this eagle never- 
theless is often surprisingly tame and 
unsuspicious. Unprovoked it rarely 
attacks man, although such instances 
have been reported. It prefers trees 
for watching and roosting, but in 
spring sometimes descends to ride the 
eakes of ice in the river, apparently 
looking for fish. 

This species breeds throughout its 
range wherever suitable places exist, 
and it has been known to lay and hatch 
eggs in confinement. In the southern 
part of the United States, from Florida 
to Texas, it breeds very early, deposit- 
ing its eggs usually during the first 
half of December; in the middle states 
and in California it lays in February or 
March, about the middle of April in 
southern Alaska, sometimes in May or 
even June in the arctic regions. 

The nest is located nearly always in 
the vicinity of a stream or body of wa- 
ter. The favorite site is the top of a 
tall tree. Where there are no trees a 
rock or a niche in a cliff serves the 
purpose. 

The same nest is occupied year after 
year and annually repaired or aug- 
mented until it becomes an immense 
structure five, six or even eight feet 
high and as much in diameter, contain- 
ing fully a carload or two of material. 
It usually forms a strong platform 
with only a slight depression in the 
center and easily sustains the weight 
of a man. 

Ducks of various kinds fall regularly 
a prey to the bald eagle, and they are 
stolen from unwary sportsmen just as 
readily as larger birds. Wounded 
ducks, with those purloined from hunt- 
ers, form at some seasons a good 
share of its food. At favorable oppor- 
tunities this eagle preys upon fawns 
and, pressed by hunger, will sometimes 
attack a full grown deer, particularly 
if the latter be wounded. 

In most of the states of the Union 
and in many of the Canadian provinces 
the bald eagle is protected by law, ei- 
ther specifically or by general enact- 
meat, but in a few it is still specially 
exempted from the provisions of the 
general nongame protection acts.—Bul- 
letin by the United States Biological 
Survey.

Origin of a French Dish. 

The names bestowed upon certain 
dishes have often an origin entirely 
distinct from technical consideration. 
This is true of the well known epi- 
grammes d’agneau a la Michelet or a 
la Toulouse, as it is more frequently 
called. Michelet was the cook of a 
young French marquise of the century 
who was noted for her lack of educa- 
tion. On a certain occasion she gave 
a dinner to the officers of the regiment 
Choiseul-Cavalerie. During the fune- 
tion her guests spoke of a banquet that 
they had attended on the previous 
evening, at which the host had enter- 
tained them with many new and bDril- 
| liant epigrams. The marquise suppos- 
ed that “epigrams” referred to culi- 
nary surprises. Consequently she sum- 
moned Michelet, her cook, and ordered 
him to prepare some epigrams for din- 
ner on the following day. Michelet 
was greatly troubled as to how he was 
| to obey the order. He recollected, 
| however, that he had the larder

} meat into pieces and bread crumbed 
and fried them. He then cooked the 
cutlets, arranged them on a dish al- 
| ternately with the braised breast and

a la Toulouse, the concoction has ever 
| since been known.

President Roos-velt Makes a Per- 


sonal Examination 


MOUNTS A STEAM SHOVEL 


Hears Complaint That Engineers 
Are Not Paid For Overtime-- 
He Hands With All 


theS Americans He Meets 


Shakes 


Panama, Noy. 17.—President Roose- 
velt, who stopped at the Tivoli hotel 
Thursday night, started at 7 o'clock yes- 
terday morning with the members of his 
party to make an examination of the 
Culebra cut. weather was over- 
east, threatening rain. At 8:50 the 
presidential train arrived at Pedro 
Miguel, where some steam shovels were 
at work. The president had his train 
stopped for the purpose of making a 
personal examination. 

At this point in the cut the peculiar 
soil conditions have resulted in more 
or less frequent landslides, and this 
facet was brought to the resident’s at- 
tention. President Roosevelt descend- 
ed from hy train and climbed up on 
one of the steam shovels, taking a seat 
alongside Engineer Gray, whom he 
subjected to a searching fire of ques- 
tions regarding the work. During his 
conversation Gray took the oppor- 
tpnity, on behalf of himself and the 
other engineers, to declare that, unlike

the railroad engineers, they were hot 
paid for overtime. The president 
promised to look into this matter. He 


stayed on the steam shovel about. 20 
wainutes. 
By this time it was raining hard. 


President Roosevelt told Chief Engi- 
meer Stevens that he wanted to see al? 
the works in connection with the ex- 
eavation, even to the temporary laying 
of tracks. With this in view, he 
boarded a work train near Pedro 
Miguel and went on to the next point 
where steam shovels were at work. 
Here there was no danger of land- 
slides. 

The work of the second steam shovel 
was observed and the president made a 
detour to examine the site of the Pedro 
Miguel lock. He shook hands with all 
the Americans he met while walking 
over the ground. The president next 
entered a deep portion of Culebra cut, 


his tr going slowly in order that he 
might observe the workings of the 
drill machines and _ shovels. One 


shovel was decorated with a sign read- 
ing: “We will do our best to help you 
Build it.” 

The president spent some time in the 
deepest portion of the cut, where last 
Sunday nearly two tons of explosive 
was used to throw down 35,000 cubic 
yards of materiai.

IN ARMOR TIMES. 


Strength of English War Horses In 
the Days of Henry VIII. 

The size of the English war horse 

| reached its maximum in the reign of 
Henry VILL, when the relations of 
body armor to “hand guns” were anal- 
ogous to those of the early ship armor 
and cannon. There was good reason to 
believe, the London Spectator, 
| that by adding a little to the thickness 
of the coat of steel the soft, low ve- 

locity bullet of the day could be 

kept out. So it was for a time. But 

the additional weight required a still 

larger horse to carry it. The charger 

had to be armored as well as his rider, 

and the collection in the Tower of Lon-

don shows thé actual weight which it 
The panoply of Charles Bran- 
don, Duke of Suffolk, the brother-in- 
law of Henry VIIL., still exists, That 
of the horse covers the whole of the 
hind quarters, the back of the neck, 
forehead, muzzle, ears, shoulders and 
chest. It is exactly like a piece of 
boiler plating and fastened by rivets. 

The rider sat in a saddle, the front 
of which was a steel shield ten inches 
high, covering the stomach and thighs 
as the “breastwork” on an ironclad’s 
deck covers the base of the turret. The 
total weight is eighty pounds fifteen 
ounces, To this add the weight of the 
rider’s armor, ninety-nine pounds nine 
ounces, and of the rider himself, say 
sixteen stone (224 pounds), and the to- 
tal is twenty-eight stone twelve pounds 
eight ounces, or 404 pounds 8 ounces. 
This bears out Hollinshead’s statement 
that in the days of Henry VIIL., “who 
erected a noble studderie for breeding 
horses, especially the greatest sort,” 
such as were kept for burden, those ani- 
mals would bear four hundredweight 
commonly.

The manufacture of “old” oak is one; 
of the easiest of their processes. The 
boards, moldings, panels or whatever 
pieces are required are made of oak 
which has just had time to dry suffi- 
ciently to prevent excessive warping. 

They are theu placed in a dark room, 
on the floor of which and quite close to 
the furniture to be “aged,” are placed 
several bowls, plates and so forth, of 
liquid ammonia. The room is then her- 
metically closed up, and the wood is 
left for a month or so, according to the 
age which is required. The coloration 
will extend to a depth of nearly a 
quarter of an inch if the room is kept 
closed for a few months. 

That is why there is so much old oak 
furniture about. Of course, a little re- 
flection would show that it could not 
be genuine—the forests of the middle 
ages would not have furnished one-half 
of it—but people do not always reflect. 
—London Graphic.

THE RISE OF LLOYD'S 


STORY OF THE FAMOUS ENGLISH IN- 
SURANCE CONCERN. 


| 


Started Originally In a London Coffee 
House For Marine Insurance, It Will 
Now Accept Risks Against Almost 
Anything Under the Sun. 


Llody’s is a name known in every / 
corner of the globe. 3ut there are 
probably few outside the shipping trade 
who if asked “What is Lloyd’s?” could 
give an intelligent answer to the ques- 
tion. 

Lloyd’s was originally a coffee house 
in Tower street, London, kept by a 
very enterprising and wide awake man, 
whose establishment was much fre- 
quented by merchants engaged in the 
shipping and underwriting trade. Ma- 
rine insurance tad been first introduc- 
ed into England by the Hanse mer- 
chants and by the Lombards, who en- 
joyed for a considerable time a prac- 
tical monopoly thereof. Queen Eliza- 
beth put a stop to this, however. At 
the time of her war with Spain she or- 
dered all foreign traders to quit her 
dominions and not long afterward 
caused Sir Thomas Gresham to devise 
an act, sanctioned by parliament, es- 
tablishing marine insurance on a legal 
basis, this being the first mention there- 
of in the statute book of England. The 
merchants and brokers engaged in this 
branch of commerce used to meet in 
the various coffee houses of the city, 
and by the end of the seventeenth cen- 


tury Edward Lloyd’s establishment 
had become their favorite trysting 
place. In 1688 his name appears in the 


“London Gazette in connection with an 
advertisement offering a reward for 
any one giving information to “Mr. Ed- 
ward Lloyd at his coffee house in Tow- 
er.street” as to the whereabouts of a 
man who was “wanted” on a charge of 
theft. 

By 1692 his business had prospered 
to such’ an extent that he moved to 
the corner of Lombard street and Ab- 
ehurch lane, all his customers follow- 
ing him, while in 1696 he went so far 
as to produce a called 
Lloyd’s News, containing all sorts of 
information, particularly relating to 
shipping, calculated to be of interest 
to the people who gathered each day 


news sheet, 


at noon at his coffee house. Unfor- 
tunately the seventy-seventh number 
of his paper (which he issued three 


times a week) contained a paragraph 
condemning certain proceedings in the 
house of lords relating to shipping, and | 
the result was that he was. arrested, | 
summoned to the bar of the house, | 
fined and compelled to abandon the | 
publication for a time. In 1721, how- | 
ever, it was resumed under the title of | 
Lloyd’s List and has appeared uninter- 
runtedly from that time until the pres- 
ent day, being with the exception of 
the official London Gazette the oldest | 
English newspaper in existence. 

The next half century saw the grad- 
ual crystallization of the Society of | 
Underwriters and Merchants, which | 
had its headquarters in Lloyd's coffee 
house, into a clearly defined corpora- | 
tion. Lombard left for |

haus was built in 1644, and the beer 
was brewed on the spot until 1878, 
when the brewery was moved into the 
country to less expensive quarters. 

There are seats for 1,500 customers, 
plain wooden benches without backs 
beside plain wooden tables without 
covers, In the garden or court are 100 
empty beer barrels set on end, which 
are used for tables. The steins, which 
are very heavy and hold a quart of 
beer, are piled up in stacks before the 
bar on the floor in the morning, where 
they remain until they are used. 

When a customer wants beer he 
picks out a stein, takes it to one of the 
basins of running water which line the 
walls and washes it himself. Then he 
earries it to the counter and hands it 
over to the bartender, who fills it with 
beer from the #arrel. The price is 6 
cents a stein, and the profits support 
the hospitals of the city, although the 
king could claim them !f he desired to 
do so, as the brewery and the Hofbrau- 
haus belong to him by inheritance.— 
Chicago Record-Herald.

50 Quincy 
Board of Trade 
Enjoyed Visit 
To State Prison 


Members of the Board of Trade on 
invitation of Representative Sandberg 
to the number of about thirty visited 
the State Prison at Charlestown on Sat- 
urday afternoon and learned a great 
deal concerning the labor problem, as 
well as the corrective influence which 
the Commonwealth brings to bear upon 
those who transgress her laws. 

The party were met by the warden, 
Gen, B, F. Bridges, who personally 
conducted them through the institution 
explaining to them everything of in- 
terest pertaining to it. Many interest- 
ing facts were observed and learned. 
The absolute cleanliness of the place 
and the abundance of sunlight in all 
parts of the building were noticeable 
features of the institution. 

There are at present 850 inmates in 
the prison. Of these 250 are employed 
solely in doing the work of the insti- 
tution. The rest are performing other 
useful labor and the product of their 
toil is placed on the market or sold to 
other public institutions. A great 
many shoes are made; also band-woven 
blankets, harnesses, personal clothing, 
mattresses and many other articles of 
merchandise. 

Last year it required $95,000 to run the 
prison, this in addition to tbe substan- 
tial income which it receives from the 
articles which it manufactures, if the 
warden were allowed to install machin- 
ery and manufacture goods in the 
ordinary way, the institution would 
more than support itself. Public senti- 
ment however, is opposed 
allowing this and the warden considers 
it best to defer to the public desire. He 
has no personal interests at stake; he 
simply strives to serve the common- 
wealth within the limits of his author- 
ity. 

There is no doubt that his views on 
prison labor in its relation to organized 
labor would be interesting, but he was 
not disposed to speculate on the matter 
or to express his private opinion. He 
stated a significant fact, however, in 
this connection. The shoe department 
is the only one in which any machinery 
is used. From the output of this de- 
partment last year there was realized 
the sum of $23,000. 

The library, consists of 8,000 volumes, 
and is used extensively by the prisoners. 
Their cells are lighted until nine 
o'clock, thus giving them opportunity 
to read. A correspondence school has 
been in operation for several years, 
conducted by prisoners only. The 
visitors were given a chance to observe 
some surprising incideuts of what this 
school is doing. One colored prisoner 
who was entirely illiterate ten years 
ago is today possessed of a well rounded 
education. In proof of this the 
visitors were shown a story which he 
contributed last winter to ‘‘Our Dumb 
Animals’’ concerning a stray bird 
whith bad flown into his cell and re- 
mained with him. By the way, the 
percentage of colored prisoners is five. 

The cells for incorrigibles, concern- 
ing which a certain physician in Boston 
has agitated so much, were visited. 
They differ from tbe ordinary cells in 
that they are twice as large and even 
better lighted in order that the prisoner 
may carry on his work while in the cell. 
These cells are seldom used. ‘There is 
only one ‘‘incorrigible’’ at the present 
time. They average three or four a 
year, 

Reverting for a moment to the cor- 
respondence school. Warden Bridges 
informed us that of all the illiterates 
whom they had taught since the school 
was begun, only one had come back af- 
ter gaining his freedom. Another sig- 
nificant statement which he made was 
that a man with a trade seldom landed 
in the State prison, and a good mechan- 
ic hardly ever came there. It is the 
man who has no particular occupation 
that preys on society and must be sent 
to the Stata prison. 

While the Warden was not disposed 
to discuss prison labor as an economic 
factor he was quite positive in express- 
ing the opinion that for the good of the 
prisoners labor was absolutely nec- 
essary. ‘‘They must be employod,” 
said he; the only alternative would be

to shoot them immediately after con- 
viction.’’ 

We were conducted to the death 
chamber, the place where many have 
paid to society the extreme penalty of 
wrongdoing. The electric chair is very 
simple in its construction. The electric 
appliances are also simple, The death 
cells differ but little from the ordinary 
ones. The room is in an isolated portion 
of the building and quite ordinary in 
its appearance. In fact, there is hardly 
anything about the death chamber that 
would suggest to a casual visitor that 
it was a theatre wherein is played every 
now and then the last sceae of a grim 
and fearfully realdrama. The Warden 
stated a fact not generally known. The 
first application of electricity to the 
doomed man _ extinguishes life com- 
pletely and ina fraction of a second of 
time. Subsequent currents serve only 
to cause a cessation of the vital func- 
tions; life itself, and with it all con- 
sciousness, goes out immediately with 
the first shock. 

After watching the prisoners playing 
football inthe yard and other games 
after their day’s work, the visitors 
were conducted _by the warden to his 
office where he showed some exhibits 
to illustrate the ingenuity of those who 
try to smuggle morphine and other 
articles of contraband to the prisoners, 
The drug is found in the binding of 
Magazines, in innocent-looking base 
balls, and even under the flaps of envel- 
Opes containing letters addressed to the 
prisoners. Three small saws were found 
in a groove hallowed out of the frame of 
a lookingglass sent throngh the mail 
addressed to a convict. Great vigilance 
is observed by the warden and his 95 
officers, and escapes are of rare occur- 
rence, 

In the warden’s office remarks were 
made by Representative Sandberg and 
T. L. Williams, president of the Quincy 
Board of Trade, both thanking Gen. 
Bridges for tbe courtesy and attention 
be had shown and congratulating him 
on the manner in which he was dis- 
charging his responsibilities and the 
results that were being obtained. ‘Tbe 
General responded by assuring them 
that anybody who desired to know avy- 
thing voncerning the work done at the 
institution and the manner in which it 
was conducted, was at liberty to come 
and see for himself. He was always 
pleased to give information to the pub- 
lic or their representatives, to the end 
that there might be no misconceptions 
regarding the place. 

Each visitor was given a copy of the 
‘*Monitor,’’ a monthly paper gotten up 
and published by the  prisioners. 
Nothing but original matter is used in 
if, and all the articles must be written 
by the prisoners. Some of the con- 
tributions are well written and indicate 
that there are men of culture and liberal 
education among those who are re- 
strained of their liberty at Charlestown. 

After a thorough inspection lasting 
over two hours, the gentlemen from 
Quiney were agreed that the State 
prison was being conducted in a 
manoer creditable alike to the common- 
wealth and to the administrative 
ability of Gen. Bridges. The prisoners 
are treated with firmness, fairness and 
kindness in proper proportions. 

lf there was one thing that deserves 
especial commendation it is the corre- 
spondence school. Its results are 
pothing short of wonderful. And if 
there was avything observed that was 
particularly pathetic, it was the 
intellectuality displayed in the faces of 
some of the prisoners, showing that 
men possessing talents and training had 
abused their privileges as members of 
society, and thereby forfeited their 
right to freedom; and _ incidentally 
showing that the law is no respecter of 
persons, and that the way of the tranrs- 
gressor is indeed hard.

The explosion produced no alarm 
outside the basilica, the sound being 
taken by everybody for the noonday 
gun, but by afternoon the news was 
known all over the city and a stream 
of people went through the church to 
view the result of the explosion. 

The rumor having spread that the 
pope intended to visit St. Peter’s yes- 
terday to pray before the tomb where 
the outrage was committed drew an ex- 
ceptionally large crowd to the basilica. 
This rumor was unfounded, for only 
Cardinal Rampolla entered with the 
procession. A three days’ service of 
prayer will be held in all the churches 
in expiation of this offense to religion. 

Yesterday’s bomb explosion made 
the third anarchist outrage in Italy in 


four days, the others having been the | 


murder of Professor Rossi in Naples 
Saturday and the explosion of a bomb 
in front of the Cafe Aragno in this city 
on Noy. 14. The attempt of yesterday 
has caused deep-seated and universal 
horror and indignation. 

St. Peter's is the greatest basilica in 
Christendom. Three hundred and fifty 
years were occupied in constructing 
the edifice, which stands today a result 
of the efforts of 48 popes and the genius 
of Michael Angelo, Bramante and Ra- 
fael. 

The theory is held that this attempt 
was not directed against the papacy, 
but rather a challenge to society in gen- 
eral by attacking religion, the most 
sacred institution of the people.

HAS FOUR WIVES 


What Police Expect to Prove 
Against Daniel Harkins 

Boston, Nov. 19.—Technically 
charged with being a fugitive from jus- 
tice, but really wanted on a charge of 
bigamy preferred against him by the 
New London, Conn., authorities, Dan- 
iel G. Harkins, 55, reclaimer of the fal- 
len, seer, palmist, phrenologist, a man 
with many homes and aliases, was ar- 


rested by Inspectors Patterson and 
Norton of police headquarters last 
hight. 

Harkins, the police claim, has four 


known wives, while they believe that 
the publicity givew his arrest will dis- 
close the existence of many more. 

Not the least of many accusations 
that the police lay at his door is that in 
1903 he was a “white slave” dealer, who 
made a business of securing young 
girls for disreputable houses. 

Some time ago he was arrested on 
the charge of obtaining money from a 
75-year-old South End woman, whom 
he promised to marry less than two 
months after he had married a pretty 
Roxbury girl. 

Harkins, has, the police say, had a 
remarkable career. In many respects a 
man of mystery, the police have but 
little knowledge of his past. They do 
not feel even sure that his right name 
is Harkins, although at police head- 
quarters he solemnly averred that while 
in the past he had given a number of 
false names to the police, he had at 
last given them the only name he had 
any legal right to. Just what sort of a 
career Harkins had up to 10 years ago 
is at present unknown. 


To Prapare Sunday Schoo! Teachers 

Boston, Noy. 19.—The first conven- 
tion of Sabbath colleges was held in 
this city with the object of forming a 
national society. C. D. Pugsley of 
New York was elected president.

Upton, Mass., Nov. 19.—A muskrat 
burrowed into the dam of the million- 
gallon reservoir of William Knowlton 
& Sons and caused a leak that not even 
the powerful pump of the West Upton 
pumping station could overcome. When 
the water had been drained off, work- 
men found that the hole led into a blind 
drain. While the work was going on 
the employes of the concern who live 
on Rockdale hill had to go without wa- 
ter. 


Searchers Overlooked Body 

Peabody, Mass., Nov. 19.—The body 
of Mrs. Annie C. Smith, aged 76, who 
wandered from her home on Nov. 8 and 
for whom an extended search was 
made by the local authorities, was 
found yesterday in an open field about 
three-quarters of a mile from her 
home. Death was due to exhaustion. 
The body was in plain view from the 
railroad tracks, although the distance 
gave it an appearance as that of a log. 


Attempt to Wreck Street Car 

Groton, Conn., Nov. 19.—An attempt 
to wreck a trolley car came near being 
a success last night as it was coming 
into Groton from Westerly.

Where Objection 
Comes to 
Reelection of 


Mayor Thompson 


There are numerous rumors about the 
Street that the Citizens’ Association is 
backing a certain candidate for Mayor. 
President Kincaide of the association, 
when seen this morning, was very 
emphatic in his denial of the rumor, 
He desired the Daily Ledger to deny 
the rumor and say that the association 
was not backing any of the candidates 
for Mayor. 

The municipal campaign has not 
warmed up muchas yet, but a great 
deal of quiet work is being done, and 
the smouldering kindlings of the politi- 
cal fire are likely to burst into flames 
at any minute. 

The absence of over 750 Republicans 
from the caucuses this year, and a drop 
of 626 in the total vote of Mayor 
Thompson, shows something. Had 
these citizens voted for Mr, Gray, his 
total of 1,290 would have been in excess 
of the 1,237 received by Mr. Thompson, 
which probably includes some Demo- 
crats who will not support him on 
election day. Most of the vote cast for 
Mr. Gray was because of a desire for a 
change. 

‘There would be practically no objec- 
tion to the reelection of Mayor Thomp- 
son were it pot for his appointments. 
Three or four of these are criticised, 
but one ip particular, that of Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. The present 
Commissioner has demonstrated very 
conclusively, they say, that he is in- 
competent. It is shown very plainly in 
the situation at the new High School 
building, which some people say will 
never be completed unless there is a 
change. It is shown in construction

It is a serious matter 
which only the parents of the pupils 
and the teachers realize, 

If the voters were assured by Mayor 
Thompson that there would be a change 
in the office of Commissioner of Public 
Works, it is probable that there would 
be no independent candidate for Mayor 
this year.

Compromise Offer ot Fall River 
Manufacturers to Employes 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 20.—The 
manufacturers of this city sent word 
to the Textile Council that they will 


grant an advance of 5 percent in the 
wages of the mill operators, beginning 
next Monday. This is in reply to the 
demand of the council for an increase 
of 10 percent. 

The executive committee of the Tex- 
tile Council voted to call a special meet- 
ing of the council tonight to consider 
the offer of a 5 percent advance. It is 
possible the council wil! submit the 
question to the individual unions. 


Ten Percent Increase Asked 

New Bedford, Mass., Noy. 20.—Presi- 
dent Pierce of the New Bedford Cotton 
Manufacturers’ association has re- 
ceived a communication from the Tex 
tile council requesting that an advance 
in wages of 10 percent be granted. The 
ceuncil gives the manufacturers a 
month to consider the demand. The 
Manufacturers’ association will act up- 
on the demand in a few days. ‘The 
local manufacturers maintain that they 
pay higher prices than the Fall River 
mills, and when a 10 percent advance 
was made in that city last spring an 
the mills of New Bedford and Rhode 
Island. The local mills employ about 
17,000 hands, 


Awaiting Action of Fall River 
Taunton, Mass., Nov. 20.—The Cort 
cotton mills of East Taunton wili ad- 
vance wages to the Fall River rate as 
soon as the percentage of the advance 
is decided upon in that city. Tbe Corr 
plant employs 450 bands. 


A Carnegie Peace Fund 

St. Louis, Nov. 20.—The Post Dis- 
patch says that Congressman Bartholdt 
has left for New York, at the invitation 
of Andrew Carnegie, who has promised 
to turn over to him $1,000,000 to be used 
in furthering the propaganda for inter- 
national peace. Only the income of the 
fund will be utilized. This income will 
amount to $40,000 or $50,000 a year. It 
will be expended in an effort to direct 
public opinion in favor of arbitration 
4s a means of settling disputes be- 
tween nations. 


Anarchist Is Unrepentant 

Naples, Nov. 20.—Anarchist Lagana, 
who stabbed and killed Professor Gio- 
vanni Rossi in this city last Saturday 
night, has been arrested. He had dis- 
gxuised himself and had shaved off his 
moustache, his eyebrows, and even his 
hair. Lagana showed no signs of re 
pentence, declaring: “I am not guilty, 
for it was my arm that committed this 
crime.”

Death of Popular Actress 

New York, Nov. 20.—Miss Georgia 
Cayvan, for years one of the most popu- 
lar actresses in this city, died in a sani- 
tarium at Flushing, L. L, where she 
had been a patient about seven years. 
Miss Cayvan was 45 years old. Seven 
years ago she was taken ill and was 
compelled to leave the stage. A bene 
fit was had and sufficient money was 
raised to pay her expenses the re 
mainder of her life. 


Preparing For Thaw Trial 

New York, Nov. 20.—District Attor- 
ney Jerome has served notice upon 
counsel for Harry K. Thaw that the 
prosecutor will appear in court today 
and ask for a special jury before Re- 
corder Goff on Dec. 5 to try Thaw for 
the murder of Stanford White. A 
panel of 150 names will be requested. 
Thaw is charged with murder in the 
tirst degree. 


Case of Jewelry Stolen 

Philadelphia, Nov. 20.—C. F. Wille- 
min, a salesman for a New York jew- 
elry firm, was robbed of a case con- 
taining 34000 worth of samples.

shan. Orestes, too, was eleven and a 
half feet high, according to the Grecian 
legends, and he, together with Ajax 
the Greater, had they not been gifted 
with strength in proportion to their 
bulk would have been only ordinary 
soldiers of the Grecian army before 
Troy. 

When history begins, however—that 
is, when Rome began to reach its high- 
est point of civilization in the time of 
Augustus and learned men began to 
write about the times they lived in in- 
stead of the times that had gone by 
long before they were born—we get 
authentic records of giants. In Au- 
gustus’ time, for instance, there were, 
according to the authority of Valerius, 
two giants in Rome who were over ten 
feet high. Their names were Idusis 
and Secundilla, and they were keepers 
of the rates of the gardens of Sallust. 

Then again we have a record in 
Pliny of one Polydamus, the son of 
Nicas, who was over nine feet high 
and whose strength rivaled that of 
Hercules himself.’ Polydamus used, in 
fact, to boast his superiority to that 
Roman deity and perform his special 
tricks. For example, he once siew a 


' Hon with a blow of his fist and scat- 


tered. its brains about the arena. He 
could with his hand stop the swiftest 
chariot dead and on one- occasion 
seized a bull by the hoof in order to 
carry it away, but the animal strug- 
gled so violently that the hoof was left 
in his hand. In the end he was killed 
by the falling in of a cave. When his 
companions noticed that the roof was 
falling they left, but Polydamus was 
so vain about his strength that he 
thought he could not be killed. So he 
stayed and was finally crushed to 
death. 

The Emperor Vitellius sent to Darius 
by way of a present a Jew named 
Eleazer, who was seven cubits high— 
that is, reckoning the cubits at eight- 
een inches, ten feet six inches—and a 
giant who is mentioned by the his- 
torian Tacitus was over nine feet. His 
hame was Corbulo, and he lived in 
Nero’s time and was a more than usu- 
ally skillful general and soldier, be- 
sides being an enormously strong man. 
An account of the ancient giants 
would be incomplete without meution- 
ing Maximinus, the imperial giant of 
the third century. The most extraor- 
dinary stories are told of this empero: 
of Rome. His height was eight feet 
ten inches, he could draw unaided a 
loaded wagon which six oxen could 
not move, while his appetite was so 
great that his usual rations for the 
day consisted of forty pounds of meat 
and a whole amphora of wine, besides 
bread and dried and fresh fruits. 

Mediaeval giants are plentiful, but, 
strange to say, the records of them are 
not so authentic as those of the times 
of the emperors. Funnian, a Scottish 
giant who flourished in 1827, seems to 
be the most authentic of these, but as 
he is put down as belng over eleven 
feet high the statement should not be 
criticised too closely. Still more star- 
tling, however, is the following, which 
is vouched for by a monastery full o1 
monks: In 1509 some workmen, dig- 
ging near Rouen, came across a cave 
in which were some human bones and 
a copper plate, bearing the words, 
“Here lie the remains of the great and 
mighty Chevalier Ricon de Vallemont.” 
The skull was large enough to have 
held a bushel of wheat and the shin 
bone was over four feet long. It (the 
bone) was preserved by the above men 
tioned monks, and it was estimated 
that the height of the defunct knight 
must have exceeded eighteen feet. A 
stranger though somewhat similar 
legend comes from Ireland, but in this 
case the discoverers thought that they 
would, to use an expression popular 
some years ago, go “the whole hog ot 
none.” It happened in 1608. Some men 
were digging in Ireland when they 
came across a brick tomb which con 


tained a human skeleton no less than: 


120 feet long. But there is a “raison 
d@’etre” for all these legends. Accord. 
ing to a German professor, these bones. 
which were supposed by ignorant per 
sons to be those of human beings, were 
probably those of mastodons or some 
other fossilized remains which to the 
uninitiated would look exactly like 
those of a man.—London Standard.

Building 
Ordinance 
Prohibits 

Stores of Wood 


The new ordinance dividing the city 
into fire districts, and establishing rules 
for buildings to be erected in Quincy in 
the future, as reported to the City Coun- 
ci] Monday night, by the joint Commi- 
tee on Ordinances and Public Buildings 
is one of most important measures 
brought before the City this year. 

The subject of a building ordinance 
and building regulations is not a new 
one. As long ago as in Mayor Hall’s 
reign, it was taken up. An ordinance 
was passed that year, but met with a 
veto. The subject has been before 
every City Council since that time, but 
it was not until this year tbat it was 
got into such shape that it could be re- 
ported again, 

The ordinance as reported, divides 
the city into three fire districts and 
establishes an Inspector of Buildings 
and defines his «iuties. District No. 1 
includes Hancock street, Washington 

street, Quincy avenue north from Scam- 
mell stréet, School street, Franklin 
street, north from Water street, Water 
street west from Franklin street, Cope- 
land street, Newport ay.from South Cen- 
tral avenue to Elmwood avenue, Beale 
Street, from Hancock street, to Safford 
street, Brook street from Newport ave- 
nue to Farrington street, Sagamore 
street from Hancock street to Newbury 
street, and extends one hundred feet in 
all directions from any street or part 
of street mentioned above. 

District No. 2 ineludes all remaining 
parts of the city except such as are 
mentioned in District No. 3. 

District No. 3 includes Squantum to 
the New York and New Haven railroad 
on the west, Atlantic street and the 
Boulevard on the south, also that part 
of Quincy known as Houghs Neck east 
of a live drawn from Quincy bay five 
hundred feet west of Sbelton road to 
the Town river. Buildings in this dis- 
trict, except brick uildings and build- 
ings used wholly or in part for mercan- 
tile, mechanical and manufacturing 
purposes, are exempt from the rules 
of the ordinance. 

No wooden or frame buildings, except 
dwelling houses and private stables are 
to be allowed in District No. 1. The 
removal or repair of a building partly 
destroyed by fire in said district cannot 
be done without a written permit from 
the inspector. Persons intending to 
erect or make additions to any building 
already erected must obtain a permit, 
and submit plans. 

The Inspector has the authority to 
enter all buildings under the process of 
erection, to see that the ordinance is 
being lived up to at all times. He is 
required to examine all buildings re- 
ported dangerous or unsafe from any 
cause. He is required to examine and 
inspect all buildings where shavings or 
other combustible material may be 
deposited, and be vigilant in having the 
same removed, whenever in his opinion 
there seems to be any danger from fire. 

The rules for building provide bow 
certain kinds of buildings shall be built, 


Bjand it would be impossible ina short 


review to summarize the regulations. 
The ordinance comes up next Monday 
evening for its second reading.

Mr. Marshall A. Hudson of Syracuse, 
N. Y., gave the address of the morning 
on ‘Senior and_adult classes.’’

Secretary Root 
For Ship Subsidy 


Secretary of War Root was the princi- 
pal speaker on Tuesday at the Trans 
Mississippi Commercial congress at 
Kansas City, and he declared for ship 
subsidy. 

Mention of our lack of facilities for 
direct communication with the great 
South American ports suggested, 
naturally, a consideration of the causes 
of the decline in our shipping. Mr. 
Root ascribed the decline to our pro- 
tective tariff on the one hand and 
foreign government subsidies to foreign 
lines on tbe other. The tariff raised 
the standard of living and of wages, so 
that American seamen demanded more 
than those of other countries. Sub- 
sidies from their governments gave 
foreign competitors an additional advan- 
tage. 

Discussing the remedy Secretary Root 
said in part: ‘‘There remains the third 
and obvious method: to neutralize the 
artificial disadvantages imposed upon 
American shipping through the action 
of our own government and foreign 
governments by an equivalent advantage 
in the form of a subsidy or subvention. 
In my opinion this is what should be 
done; it is the sensible and fair thing}° 
todo. Itis what must be done if we 
would have a revival of our shipping 
and the desired development of our 
foreign trade. 

‘*We cannot repeal the protective 
tariff; no political party dreams of re- 
pealing it; we do not wish to lower the 
standard of American living or Ameri- 
can wages. We should give back to the 
ship owner what we take away from him 
for the purpose of maintaining that 
standard ; and unless we do give it back 
we shall continue to go without ships. 
How can the expenditure of public 
money for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors to promote trade be justi- 
fied upon any grounds which do not also 
sustain this proposal? 

‘“‘Would any one reverse the policy 
that granted aid to the Pacific railroads, 
the pioneers of our enormous internal 
commerce, the agencies that built up 
the great traffic, which has enabled half 
a dozen other roads to be built in later 
years without assistance ? 

“Such subventions would not de gifts. 
They would be at once compensation

That Crane Will

There was a presistent rumor about 
City Square this_morning that Emery 
L. Crane would not file bis papers as an 
Independent candidate for Mayor. 

Today is the last day under the law 
to file nomination papers for the City 
election, and they must be in the hands

The law requires that papers shall be 
signed by at least fifty voters in regular 
form for all candidates at large, as 
Mayor, Councilmen at large, and School 
Committee at large. For Ward nomi- 
nations a smaller numberof signatures 
is required. 

If Mr. Crane's papers are not filed, it 
will not be because there has been any 
difficulty in getting signatures, because 
it is a well-known fact that the papers 
are already to file. 

Perbaps there has been an understand- 
ing along the lines of the article in yes- 
terday’s Daily Ledger, so that the 
friends of Mr. Crane do not find it 
necessary to nominate an Independent 
candidate. 

The political article in the Daily 
Ledger of yesterday has caused mach 
comment, but most of that which 
reaches the writer is in commendation, 
and seems to voice the opinions of the 
majority of Republicans. 

Up to 1 o’clock fonr nomination 
papers had been filed with the City 
Clerk of candidates to be voted for at 
the City election. Two of these were 
filed by James F. Edwards as Citizens 
Nomination Labor candidate for Coun- 
cilman at large. 

The other two papers were filed by 
Councilman Otto Gellotte as Republican 
Independent candidate for Councilman 
from Ward One, and by William C. 
Cunniff as Independent candidate for 
Ward Councilman from Ward Three, 


James Edwards of West Quincy has 
taken out nomination papers as an 
independent citizens’ labor candidate 
for Councilman-at-large.

BURNED INFANTS 


Charge Against a’CGerman Mid- 


wife at New York 


A DOZEN DISPOSED OF 


Woman’s Daughters, at Instance 
ot Police, Entered into Busi- 
ness Arrangements With Her 
In Order to Obtain Evidence 


New York, Nov. 21.—Mrs. Wilhel- 
mina Eckhardt, a German midwife, 60 
years of age, was arrested at her home 
on the East Side and, after arraign- 
ment, locked up without bail on a 
charge of malpractice. Of two other 
women occupants of the Eckhardt 
house, one was sent to a hospital and 
the other was taken to the district at- 
torney’s office, where she was interro- 
gated. 

In asking that the prisoner be re- 
fused bail, a representative of the dis- 
trict attorney’s office said that the 
charge against her would probably be 
changed to infanticide when she was 
given a hearing. He said that affidavits 
made by Mrs. Eckhardt’s own daugh- 
ters formed the basis of the charges 
preferred. A representative of the New 
York County Medical society, which is 
also interested in the case, told the 
court that his office had evidence that 
the bodies of 12 infants had been 
burned in a cookstove at the Eckhardt 
home. 

The investigation leading up to the 
arrest was instituted after certain re- 
ports had been made to the board of 
health, the medical society and the dis- 
trict attorney by Mrs. Marie Schoch, 
who is said to be the wife of a mer- 
chant of Worcester, Mass., and Mrs. 
Wilhelmina Ihbrig of this city. Both 
are daughters of Mrs. Eckhardt, the 
former having been the guest of her sis- 
ter here for the past two weeks. 

According to the authorities, these 
women had protested against their 
mother’s occupation when she had 
asked them to join herin business. The 
sisters reported the matter to the au- 
thorities and later, at the instance of 
the police, entered into a business ar- 
rangement with the mother. 

Mrs. Eckhardt was held in the tech- 
nical charge of performing an operation 
in the case described by Mrs. Schoch. 
A little boy known as Tommy Eck- 
hardt, and said to be an adopted son of 
the prisoner, was questioned at the dis- 
trict attorney’s office and later sent to 
the rooms of the Gerry society. 

The Eckhardt home was guarded by 
police last night and will be searched. 
Counsel for Mrs. Eckhardt alleges that 
ber arrest is the result of a conspiracy 
to injure an innocent woman. 


Won't Taik About Negro Troops 

Washington, Nov. 21.—Secretary 
Taft refuses to make any statement 
concerning the negro troops which have 
been ordered discharged at Fort Reno. 
He refused to say whether he had been 
in communication with the president 
by wireless. Immediately after his ar- 
rival in Washington Taft went to the 
war department for a conference which 
lasted more than an hour. Itis as 
sumed that Taft has decided to let the 
ease of the negro troops stand just 
where it is until after he gets in touch 
with President Roosevelt. 


Tobacco Magnate Sued For Divorce 

Louisville, Nov. 21.—Mrs. Amanthis 
Jungbluth filed suit here for divorce 
from her husband, Car! Jungbluth, sec- 
retary of the Continental Tobacco com- 
pany. She asks for $200,000 alimony. 
Mrs. Jungbluth was granted a tempo- 
rary injunction and writs of attach- 
ment by Judge Kirby. In her petition 
she claims-that her husband has hired 
secret agents to spy upon her and has 
turned the servants against her and in- 
duced them to tell false stories. 


Negroes Don’t Like Tiliman 

Chicago, Nov. 21.—Protest against 
the delivery of an address by Senator 
Tillman was made to Mayor Dunne by 
a delegation of negro citizens. The 
spokesman of the party declared that 
Tillman’s speech would destroy the 
harmony now existing in this city 
among the negro citizens. Mayor 
Dunne would not discuss the matter. 
“I will only say,” he said, “that a man 
who justifies lynching cannot be a be- 
liever in law.” 


Insurance Receiver Asked For 

Chicago, Noy. 21—A _ receiver was 
asked in the circuit court for the Ger- 
man National Insurance company, a 
subsidary company of the German In- 
surance company of Freeport, Ills., for 
which a receiver was appointed several 
months ago. The concern, according to 
the bill, has liabilities of $1,100,000 and 
assets of less than $600,000. The 
trouble of the two companies was due 
to the San Francisco disaster, according 
to the bill. 


Wife of “Prophet” a Suicide 

Seattle, Nov. 21—Mrs. Maude Cref- 
field committed suicide in the county 
jail by poisoning. Mrs. Cretfield was 
the widow of the so-called prophet of 
the Holy Rollers and was awaiting 
trial for complicity with Esther Mitch- 
eli in the murder of Esther’s brother, 
George Mitchell, the slayer of “Prophet”

A TEN PERCENT RAISE 
Yextile Workers at Fall River 
May Insist That It Be Granted 

Fall River, Mass., Nov. 21.—The Tex- 
tile Council last night voted to refer the 
offer of the manufacturers to advance 
wages 5 percent next Monday to the 
individual unions. The council issued 
a call for special meetings of the five 
unions affiliated with it for Thursday 
night. A two-thirds yote of three of 
the five unions is necessary before a 
strike can be ordered, although if the 
majority of the members of three un- 
ions is in favor of accepting the offer 
the 5 percent advance will go into ef- 
fect on Monday. 

The unions will first vote on the ques- 
tion of accepting or rejecting the manu- 
facturers’ offer, and if the offer is Tre- 
jected they will vote on the question 
of striking or remaining at work after 
this week.

Washington, Nov. 21.—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama, in a remarkable inter- 
view printed here, proposes the inser- 
tion in the next Democratic platform 
of an anti-negro plank to this effect: 
“Resolved, That the Democratic party 
of the United States is, and has always 
been, a white man’s party.” 

Although preferring that this remark- 
able proposition emanate from a dele- 
gation representing a northern state, he 
advocates its presentation by a south- 
ern state, if such shall be necessary to 


its insertion. Senator Morgan jis 
quoted as saying: “Should the dele 


gates of any one state submit this plank 
with the declaration of withdrawal! in 


ease it is rejected, it would carry 
through. Moreover, it would carry the 
presidency, it would overtop every 


other issue. In the southern states the 
question is acute today. Such a decla 
ration by the Democratic national con- 
vention would bring the negro question 
immediately home to the people of the 
north, who sooner or later must meet 
it face to face as we of the south are do 
ing today. 

“I believe the spirit of the Most High 
was the controlling force that directed 
the work of the convention that framed 
the Constitution of the United States 
and submitted it to the states and the 
people for ratification. I believe that 
‘The people of the United States’ were 
then set apart to establish and execute 
that plan of government which had 
no precedent or mode! in the wisdom 
of nations. I do not believe the Indian 
tribes or the African race were chosen 
for that trust in the birth hour of this 
republic. I find no place for either of 
them in that new political creation— 
‘The people of the United States 

“The people entrusted with that vast 
and precious duty were named in the 
preamble of the constitution, and they 
and their delegates were all white peo- 
ple assembled from many countries and 
of many languages. They came here by 
common impulse. This was the inau- 
guration of the sovereignty of the gov- 
erning people of the United States, asa 
racial nation, @ dynasty of white peo- 
ple. Negroes were here in every state 
and territory, but they were 
not even recognized in 
as constituting a-people or a tribe that 
cid not belong alike to all human be- 
ings. 

“Except the Indians there were no 
other people in the country and the In- 
dians and the negroes were not repre- 
sented in that convention. We estab- 
lished ‘the people’ whose racial distine- 
tion was won from the 
and so it will be while the preamble of 
the constitution shall stand and bear 
witness to an established fact 
white people have always recognized 
these truths and have never denied 
or abandoned them. 

“In one cardinal principle I am now 
as I have always been, true to the cor 
viction that as a government I would 
search into the foundations of our 
creeds for the true stuff for the making 
of a plank in our national platform 
such as that proposed above. If any 
candidate for the presidency should de- 
cline to mount this platform, I would 
not help him to do so by yielding my po- 
sition, nor would I refuse to 
him. I would say to him: ‘When you 
are better acquainted with the fo . 
tions of our government you will wel 
come this saving truth to which we will 
turn at last in order to purify it and 
make it perpetual.’ ” 

Discussion of these remarkable sentl- 
ments attributed to the venerable Ala- 
bama senator overshadows other 
topics in official circles here.

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SITUATION PERILOUS 
Warships Said to Be Prepared 
to Land Men In Morocco 

Madrid, Noy. 21.—As a consequence 
of the receipt by the cabinet of dis- 
patches setting forth that the situation 
of Europeans in Morocco is growing 
worse, Minister of Marine Alvarado de- 
cided, after consultation with the pre- 
trier and his colleagues, to order the 
battleship Pelayo* to the Moroccan 
coast. The Pelayo will proceed today 
for Tangier, where she will join the 
French warships. She will take 500 
marines. It is reported here, though 
the rumor lacks confirmation, that the 
British squadron now on the coast of 
Spain has also been ordered to Mo- 
rocco. 

In official circles the opinion is held 
that the Moroccan situation is imme- 
diately perilous. The present precau- 
tions are intended to forestall the serl- 
ous developments rendered possible by 
the giving of increased powers to Rai- 
suli, the bandit. The attitude of all the 
powers concerned is declared to be per- 
fectly harmonious, and the first act of 
hostility on the part of the Moors will 
be the signal for the disembarkation 
of landing parties from all the foreign 
warships. 


Cubans Cannot Govern Themselves 

Havana, Noy. 21.—The sentiment in 
Cuban industrial and financial circles 
in favor of the establishment of a 
strong American protectorate over the 
island is crystalizing. There are two 
independent movements for this pur- 
pose, the instigators of which are gath- 
ering signatures to petition the presi- 
dent, opposing the idea of annexation, 
and pointing out the inability of the Cu- 


bans to direct their own affairs un- 
aided. 
Terrorism In Full Sway 
Odessa, Noy. 21—A _ desperate at-

AS BINDING AS EVER 


Root Speaks For the President 
Regarding Monroe Doctrine 
Kansas City, Nov. 21.—Using Secre- 

tary of State Root’s speech before the 

trans-Mississippi Commercial congress 
as a medium, President Roosevelt last 
night warned Europe and the world 


that the famous Monroe doctrine is as 
binding and effective today as it ever 
was. Mr. Root said: 

“The famous declaration of Monroe 
arrayed the organized and ‘rapidly in- 
creasing power of the United States as 
an obstacle to European interference 
and made it forever plain that the cost 
of European aggression would be great- 
er than any advantage which could be 
won even by successful aggression. 

“That great declaration was not the 
chance expression of the opinion or the 
feeling of the moment; it crystalized 
the sentiment for human liberty and 
human rights which has saved Amer- 
ican idealism from the demoralization 
of narrow selfishness, and has given to 
American democracy its true world 
power in the virile potency of a great 
example. 

“The particular circumstances which 
led to the declaration no longer exist. 
But those conditions were merely the 
occasion for the declaration of a prin- 
ciple of action. Other occasions for the 
application of the principle have arisen 
since; it needs no prophetic vision to 
see that other occasions for its applica- 
tion may arise hereafter. 

-“The principle declared by Monroe 
is as wise an expression of sound politi- 
cal judgment today, as truthful a repre- 
sentation of the sentiments and _ in- 
stinects of the American people today, 
as living in its force as an effective rule 
of conduct whenever occasion shall 
arise, as it was on Dec. 2, 1823.” 


The Rocseveit Short of Coal 

Sydney, N. S., Nov. 21—A dispatch 
from St. George’s bay, N. F., says that 
Commander Peary’s Arctic steamer 
Roosevelt, which arrived there short of 
coal Saturday, is still anchored in St. 
George's bay, but ready to sail for Port 
au Basque at the first favorable change 
in the weather. The Roosevelt sought 
to renew her coal supply there suf- 
ficiently to carry her across the Guif 
of St. Lawrence to Sydney, a distance 
of 230 miles. The expedition party, 
however, was able to secure only eight 
tons of coal there and will be compelled 
to put into Port au Basque for addi- 
tional fuel before attempting the pas- 
sage of the gulf. 


Dresden Group Brings Small Fortune 

London, Nov. 21.—A Desden China 
figure, 11 inches high, representing a 
lady wearing a huge crinoline and 
carrying a pug dog, with another pug 
dog at her feet, brought $5250 at Chris- 
tie’s auction rooms here. This group 
was made during a famous period in 
the history of the Dresden factory,|* 
from 1735 to 1756. The figure repre- 
sents Countess de Kosel, one of the 
beauties of Augustus II, then elector 
of Saxony. The group was brought to 
Christie’s by a man who offered to sell 
it for a small sum, but instead of buy- 
ing it Christie auctioned it for his bene 
fit. 


Escaped Prisoner Drowned 

New York, Noy. 21.—Ina Williams, 
15 years old, was drowned last night 
in the Harlem river, which she at- 
tempted to swim in an effort to escape 
from Randall’s Island reformatory. A 
companion, Rose Traub, of the same 
age, who had participated in the Will- 
jams girl’s plan to escape, succeeded in 
swimming across the stream and, land- 
ing in the Bronx, eluded the authorities. 


Labor Will Continue In Politics 

Minneapolis, Nov. 21—The Amer. 
fean Federation of Labor last night en- 
dorsed the political policy of President 
Gompers during the last campaign and 
urged a continuance of activity “to or- 
ganize as an independent political 
force.” The idea of affiliating with 
any party was condemned on the floor, 
as was the suggestion of forming a na- 
tional labor party. 


Comparatively Quiet Proceedings 

Paris, Nov. 21—The net result ot 
the inventory operations conducted 
throughout the country yesterday and 
last night show that a total of over 5000 
inventories were made. Four gend- 
armes and several peasants were 
wounded and about a dozen demon- 
strants were arrested. They were at 
once tried and sentenced to short terms 
in jail. 


Finnish Concession to Russia 

Helsingfors, Nov. 21.—The Finnish 
senate has decided to yield to the de- 
mand of M. Stolypin, the Russian pre- 
mier, for co-operation with the Rus- 
sian police in arresting Russian refu- 
gees. The various Finnish governors 
have been instructed accordingly and 
Finland will be thus compelled to re- 
nounce the right of asylum.

Prison Officials Expect to Soon 
Have Convict in Custody 

Rockland, Me.,, Nov. 22.—With the 
three only exits from the little town 
of Liberty carefully guarded by -leter- 
mined deputies, Minot St. Clair Fran 
cis, the Thomaston jail-breaker, keeps 
to the cover of the dense woods here. 

Warden Norton, Postoftice Inspector 
Robinson and others who are heading 
the scouting parties are certain that 
there can be no escape. Hampered as 
he now is by the horse and wason 
which he stole at East Searsmont Mon- 
day night, and in which he made his 
sensational flight through three towns 
in order to throw his pursuers off the 
track, the officers believe that his cap- 
ture is already an assured fact. If the 
prisoner does not surrender peaceably, 
there is little doubt that the Liberty 
woods will be the scene of a bloody 
battle. 

One of the prisoner's legs is known 
to be in bad condition. In prison he 
wore a leg strap, and since his escape 
the irritation engendered by his con- 
tinuous flight has made his condition 
so bad that the officers are confident 
that he can no longer get away from 
them on foot. 


Result: of Celluloid Explosion 

New York, Nov. 22.—By an explo- 
sion of celluloid in the plant of the 
Bouffard Comb factory, the owner of 
the business, his wife and a boy em- 
ploye were blown through a window to 
the street below. The woman was in- 
stantly killed. Bouffard is dying and 
the boy is seriously injured. The build- 
ing in which the accident occurred is 
honeycombed with small manufactur 


ing plants and the 300 persons there 
employed were thrown into a panic. 


The cause of the accident was not estab- 
lished. The monetary loss was $10,000. 


Instant Remedy Needed 

New York, Nov. 22.—Recommenda- 
tions made by the state railroad com- 
mission, designed to relieve somewhat 
the Brooklyn bridge crush, found a 
startling echo when Vice President 
Calderwood of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit company declared that the 
bridge was being worked to its limit 
and that his company lived in expect:- 
tion of a great calamity there.

Gifts to Battleship Connecticut 

New York, Nov. 22.—With much 
ceremony Governor Roberts of Con- 
necticut presented to the commander of 
the battleship Connecticut a handsome 
silver service composed of 36 pieces, a 
gift of the state of Connecticut. A 
stand of colors, consisting of four flags, 
a gift of the schoolchildren of Norwalk, 
Conn., was also presented to the bat- 
tleship. A delegation of 250 officials 
from Connecticut participated in the 
ceremonies of presentation at the navy 
yard. 


Peary Ship Again Starts 

St. George’s Bay, N. F., Nov. 22.— 
The Peary Arctic steamer Roosevelt 
sailed last night for Port au Basque, 
whence she will coal and proceed to 
Sydney, N. S. The Roosevelt took on 
eight tons of coal, all she could obtain 
here, but not sufficient to carry her 
across the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The 
steamer will touch at Port au Basque 
only to renew her coal supply. 


Expensive Empire State Campaign 

Albany, Nov. 22.—The Republican 
and Democratic state committees haye 
filed statements of their receipts and 
expenditures during the recent cam- 
paign and election. The Republican 
state committee certified that it re- 
ceived $333,923. The expenses were 
$332,011. The Democratic state com- 
mittee’s receipts were $80,170 and ex- 
penditures $79,297.53. 


Held on Terrib'e Charge 
Chicago, Nov. 22—Henry Papineu 
was held to the grand jury on the 
charge of murdering his wife by pour- 
ing gasoline on her clothing and set- 
ting fire to her. Mrs. Papineu was 
badly burned by a fire in her home and 
at the coroner’s inquest the answers of 
Papineu were so unsatisfactory con- 
cerning the cause of the fire that the 

coroner ordered Papineu’s arrest. 


Bank Teller’s Accounts Short 

Cincinnati, Nov. 22.—B. G. Cava- 
gna, receiving teller of the First Na- 
tional bank, was arrested last night. It 
is alleged that Cavagna is short $31,600 
in his accounts. Cavagna admitted his 
guilt and said that he took the money 
from six large firms doing business 
with the bank.

The claim is made that the Ledger 
bad no authority to report that an agree- 
ment bad been made, and that is right 
the Ledger has not so stated.

To be 
sure it doesn’t make much difference to 
the average stealer from the stores 
whether he or she is fined $50 or $500, 
for there will be inability to pay in the 
mass of cases on either fine, and three 
months’ imprisonment for a $500 fine 
is no longer than three months served 
for a failure to pay $50. Really pros- 
perous people will, however, doubt the 
business sense of trying to economize 
by stealing $10 worth of goods at an 
expense of $50; and people who are not 
prosperous at all and who have no bank 
accounts and no rich friends will real- 
ize that heavy fines means jail fur them 
for inability to pay the sums demanded, 
and the shock of that thought may 
bring about a reform. Anyway, it has 
been brought to the attention of people 
who get part of their living by stealing 
from merchants that they are in danger 
of something more than probation ora 
minimom fine; and the result is likely

full demand for a 10 percent increase 
is granted before that time. 

Mayor Coughlin is endeavoring to ar- 
range a conference between the manu- 
facturers and representatives of the 
Textile Council in order to prevent a 
repetition of the business paralysis 
which occurred in 1904-05, when the 
mills were tdle for nearly six months. 
There is a feeling in business circles 
that even if a strike occurs on Monday 
that it will be of short duration, as it is 
held that the manufacturers are not in 
a position to permit their mills to be 
closed for any great length of time in 
view of the prosperous condition of the 
industry. 

Should a strike go into effect on Mon- 
day about 25,000 operatives would be 
thrown out of work, and more than 30 
corporations, operating 75 cloth mills, 
would be affected. 

There was very little discussion at 
any of the meetings last night. After 
the meetings had been called to order 
the secretaries read the call and the 
correspondence which had passed be- 
tween the Textile Council and the 
Manufacturers’ association. Withina 
few minutes a vote was reached. 

The Weavers’ union, by a vote of 426 
to 32, declared against accepting an ad- 
vance of 5 percent and in favor of a 
strike should the full amount not be 
granted. The slasher tenders took the 
same position by a vote of 70 to 3, the 
carders by 74 to 10, the loom-fixers by 
979 to 12, and the spinners by 127 to 14. 

President Tansey of the Textile 
Council said: “I hope the manufac- 
turers will see the wisdom of changing 
their attitude. There seems to be no 
power on earth to stop these people 
from striking unless .wages are ad- 
vanced 10 percent.” 

Secretary Taylor said: “The opera- 
tives had apparently made up their 
minds before they entered the meetings. 
There was almost no discussion, and 
unless the manufacturers recede from 
their position, the looms will be idle 
next week.” 

The demand fora 10 percent ad- 
vance was made about three weeks 
ago. The Textile Council set forth in 
its request that, in view of the pros- 
perous condition of the textile indus- 
try, wages should be restored to the 
schedule paid previous to the reduc- 
tions which were begun in 1903 and 
which amounted to 22% percent. Last 
spring a partial restoration was made, 
bringing the price of weaving standard 
28-inch, G4x64 print cloths to 19.80 
cents per cut The price paid in 1903 
was 21.78, the amount now asked for. 


New Bedford Manufacturers Hesitate 

New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 23.—The 
New Bedford cotton manufacturers 
have not yet sent an answer toa de- 
mand for a 10 percent advance in 
wages made by the Textile Council last 
week. It is thought that no decision 
will be reached by the mill owners un- 
til the Fall River situation is cleared 
up. 


Worried Over Witte’s Prestige 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 23.—The hostile 
feelings toward Count Witte held by 
almost all the members of the pres- 
ent cabinet, combined with the distrust 
inspired by the supposed intentious un- 
derlying his recent return to Russia, 
has taken the form of an active cam- 
paign to counteract his influence. An 
official has been sent to Berlin to start 
a press campaign against Witte for the 
purpose of undermining the prestige 
still enjoyed by the count in Europe 
and the United States. 


Wilson’s Remains Laid In Tomb 

Philadelphia, Nov. 23.—With im- 
pressive ceremonies, the remains of 
James Wilson of Pennsylvania, a sign- 
er of the Declaration of Independence, 
a leader in the convention which 
framed the federal constitution and one 
of the original justices of the supreme 
court of the United States, were placed 
beside those of his wife in a tomb in 
the graveyard of historic Christ church. 
The body had Jain in a North Carolina 
grave for 108 years. 


Granger Resolutions 
Denver, Nov. 23—The National 
Grange convention adopted resolutions 
condemning free seed distribution by 
the government as being of no benefit; 
opposing a national fertilizer law and 


favoring amendment of the olep- 
margarine law by striking out the

Madrid, Nov. 23.—Admiral Cervera, 
commander of the naval arsenal at 
Elferrol, is preparing a corps of 1200 
infantrymen which will leave shortly 
for Cadiz, where a Spanish squadron 
is under steam for Moroccan waters.

PANIC ON BIG LINERS 


sulted In Thirteen Deaths 

Cherbourg, Nov. 23.—Two big liners; 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse and the 
Orinoco, collided in the English chan- 
nel Wednesday night at 9 o'clock. As 
a result 13 steerage passengers and 
sailors were killed, each vessel was se- 
riously damaged and the two steamers 
have returned to port for repairs. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse be- 
longs to the North German Lloyd 
Steamship company. She carried 258 
first-class passengers, 389 in the second 
cabin and 697 in the steerage. She left 
Southampton and Cherbourg Wednes- 
day for New York. The Orinoco, 
which belongs to the British Royal 
Mail Steamship company, had cleared 
from Southampton for West Indian 
ports and New York. 

The passengers of the German vessel 
will be trans-shipped and leave France 
for New York tomorrow. The Orinoco’s 
passengers will be sent forward from 
Southampton on Novy. 28. 

The shock of the collision was ter- ; 
rifie and there was a panic on board 
each ship. Order, however, was quick- 
ly restored, but not before a smal! boat, |

Copenhagen, Novy. 25.—The Danish 
und Russian police charged with the 
safeguarding of the Dowager Empress 
of Russia are trying to discover the 
whereabouts of an Italian female anar- 
chist who recently crossed Europe, pur- 
sued by foreign police until she reached 
the Danish frontier, where all trace of 
her was lost. Anxiety is felt for the 
safety of the dowager empress, who ar- 
rived here in September to visit the 
Danish royal family. 


Raliroad Allowed Rebates 

New York, Noy. 23.—Judge Holt, in 
the United States circuit court, fined 
the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad company $18,000 for re- 
bating freight charges to the American 
Sugar Refining company. The fine was 
the result of an indictment charging 
the company with rebating in the sum 
of $26,000 to the American Sugar Re 
fining company, on which charge the 
defendant company had been found 
guilty.

There was a gap of 100 miles in the 
survey of Greenland by the English ex- 
pedition on one hand and that of the 
Sverdrup discoveries on the other. 
Peary has closed this up. Probably the 
only section of unknown coast remain- 
ing on the Arctic is the northeast coast 
of Greenland, embracing 150 miles. 


Commander Peary is enthusiastic 
about the performance of the steamer 
Roosevelt. Asked if the very advanced 
point to which he had been able to 
place the Roosevelt in winter quarters 
was due to careful and increased 
knowledge of the movements of the ice, 
dhe said it was due to the Roosevelt her- 
self. He did not believe there was ever 
auother ship afloat which could have 
stood the battle with ice the Roosevelt 
successfully fought. The boilers were 
the one defective feature of the ship. 
More than half the power of the ship 
Was represented by water tube boilers 
and gave out shortly after the 
Roosevelt left Sydney in 1905.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 


First Proclaimed by Washington at 
| Request of Congress. 
The first national! Thanksgiving was 
proclaimed by George Washington on 
| the 8d day of October, 1789, assigning 
Thursday, the 26th day of November, 
} as the date, says a writer in the Satur- 
day Evening Post. He did this by the 
| request of a joint committee of both 
| houses of congress “to recommend to 
| the people of the United States a day 
j of public thanksgiving and prayer to 
ve observed by acknowledging with 
grateful hearts the many signal favors 
of Almighty God, especially by afford- 
ing them an opportunity peaceably to 
establish a form of government for 
| their safety and happiness.” 
Washington bore out admirably the 
pious tone of its sentiments. In his 
first sentence he said, “It is the duty 
of all nations to acknowledge the prov- 
idence of Almighty God, to obey his 
will, to be grateful for his benefits and 
humbly to implore his protection and 
favor.” In his second proclamation for 
the next Thanksgiving, which occurred 
on the 19th of February, 1795, he used 
this phrase: “Sincere and hearty 
thanks to the Great Ruler of nations 
for the manifold and signal mercies 
which distinguish our lot.”

A Railroad President Who Is Considerate and a 


Multimillionaire Who Is Courteous 


Stuyvesant Fish, Former Head of the Illinois Central and Harriman’s Op- 
ponent In a Railroad War, Is Big All Over, Level Headed and 
Democratic In His Tastes — Would Rather Hunt Ducks 
Than Attend a Social Function—Novel Entertain- 
ments Given by Mrs. Fish, Who Aspires 
to Be Society’s Leader

N the ousting of Stuyvesant Fish 
| from the presidency of the Illinois 
Central railroad issues ap- 
pear to be involved than, in the 
language of Abraham Lincoln or some 
body else, you can shake a stick at.

$2,500,000,000 capital, and he punishes 
B&tuyvesant Fish for that gentleman's 
admirable obstinacy in refusing, at 
Harriman’s demand, to serve as a 
dummy in the attempted dummy in- 
vestigation of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company from the inside. Har-

riman aiready was president of a dozen 
railroads and three or four steamship 
companies, with practically absolute 
power over many other companies, and 
it is held by astute Wall street men 
that the Standard Oil company is be- 
hind him in all his operations. Mr. 
Harahan, it is true, was chosen pres- 
ident of the Illinois Central, but the 
name sounds so much like Harriman 
that it fits in tineiy with the fact that 
Harriman and not Harahan is now 
running the Illinois Central. 

Stuyvesant Fish is now very “widely 
and favorably” known. He is an inter- 
national character. The bold stand he 
took in favor of insurance policy hold- 
ers as against the machinations of 
plunderers when he resigned from the 
Mutual Life and took up the fight for 
investigation from the outside made 
him of international size. There are so 
few other big fishes of this sort in the 
financial seas that it is quite worth 
while to tank Stuyvesant Fish in the 
public aquarium for a brief inspection. 

The Fish family is a big family in 
America. It dates back to our founda- 
tion as a republic. Nicholas Fish was 
& corps commander in the Revolution- 
try war. Later he was the firm friend 
and executor of Alexander Hamilton, 
after whom he named his son. This 
Hamilton Fish was President Grant's 
Secretary of war for eight years after 
serving as congressman, governor of 
New York and United States senator. 
His son Nicholas became a distin- 
guished diplomat. His son Hamilton 
made a wide reputation as a politician 
and parliamentarian. One of the first 
American soldiers to fall in Cuba dur- 
ing the war of 1898 was Hamilton 
Fish 8d. 

Big All Over. 

Stuyvesant Fish is the youngest son 
of the great secretary of state. He has 
struck out in new waters. He appears 
never to have had any taste for poli- 
ties. and there was no war during his 
fighting age, so he became a financier. 
Physically he is big enough to stand 
Droxy for his whole historic family. 


| He is six feet four inches long and 
would be that high were it not for a 
perceptible stoop, said to be due to the 
lifelong necessity of getting his ear 
down low enough to hear the talk of 
average sized men. 

Mr. Fish is big all over. His face is 
large, his head is large, his frame is 
large, and his whole aspect and bear- 
ing give one the distinct impression of 
{a thoroughly masculine type. He is 
| not at all the sort of man one might 
| naturally assume to be the husband of 
the woman who aspires to be the ac- 
knowledged and absolute queen of so- 
| clal swelldom in America. Yet that is 
Mrs. Fish’s aspiration. 

While Mr. Fish has been building up 
| the Illinois Central railroad Mrs. Fish 
| has been establishing herself as a so- 
/ cial leader. By common consent Mrs. 
| Astor, now seventy-six years old, Is 
the present leader. In an interview at 

St. Louis three years ago, when Mrs. 

Astor was only seventy-three, Mrs. 

Fish was asked if she were a rival of 


Mrs. Astor. She replied: 
“What? I a rival of Mrs. Astor? 
Why, she’s eighty years old. She’s 


more than that. She’s eighty-four!” 
Nevertheless Mrs. Fish for some 
years has held receptive shoulders for 
the mantle of the aged queen, and 
thereby hangs a part of the present 
tale. John Jacob Astor and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt are Illinois Central direct- 
ors. Young Mrs. Astor and Mrs. Van- 
derbilt would like to lead the Four 
Hundred.

Stuyvesant Fish went to work as a 
clerk in the New York offices of the 
Illinois Central railroad when he was 
twenty years old and just out of Co- 
lumbia college.

ther made him an allowance of $50 a 
month for his living expenses. This 
allowance was small not through neces- 
sity of course, but as a matter of dis- 
cipline. Mrs. lish likes to tell about 
her husband's early “struggles.”

Nice. There was a dinner party, one 
of the guests being a little Saxon 
prince.

New York Story Not Credited 
by Negroes of Boston 

Boston, Nov. 24.—Surprised at the 
statements emanating from New York 
to the effect that friends and repre- 
gentatives of negroes in this city, as 
well as in Chicago, Philadelphia and 
New York were planning to have the 


three discharged companies of the 
Twenty-fifth United States infantry 


tour the country, Boston representa- 
tives of the race claim that if such a 
scheme is on foot they know nothing 
of it. 

While admitting that such a plan 
might really be contemplated, they are 
inclined to take the New York story 
with a big grain of salt. 

Rey. Beverly C. Ransom is outspoken 
in his disbelief of the story. “It seems 
to me,” he said, “that if any such tour 
was intended some of us here in Bos- 
ton would have heard of it. It is bare- 
ly possible that members of the Suf- 
frage league who are now in New York 
might have been the Boston parties re- 
ferred to in the story, but I am inclined 
to doubt it. 

“If the colored soldiers are brought 
here there will be a most cordial wel- 
come awaiting them, but I don’t see that 
there should be any talk of providing 
these soldiers with food, ete. Many 
of these discharged soldiers are young, 
active men, who should be able to earn 
a subsistence outside the army.” 


To Give Warning of Freshets 

Concord, N. H., Nov. 24.—E. C. Vose, 
government observer at the local 
weather bureau, is preparing what will 
be known as a “special warning list,” to 
be made up of persons whose property 
is liable to be damaged by freshets in 
the Merrimac river. Vose has just re- 
turned to this city from a trip to the 
large manufacturing cities of the Mer- 
rimae valley, during which he con- 
ferred with many millowners interested 
in the proposed plan. 


May Restore Stolen Money 

Zoston, Nov. 24.—After having been 
confined in jail for nearly a year, Au- 
brey L. Rice, who pleaded guilty last 
December to a charge of larceny from 
the Puritan Trust company, having 
hypothecated $8000 worth of fraudu- 
lent stock with that institution, was 
yesterday given an opportunity to make 
restitution before sentence is passed 
upon him.

Pittsfield, Mass., Nov. 24—A fast 
freight collided with a local freight 
which was standing in the freight yard 
at Dalton.

Two trolley 
cars belonging to the Berkshire Street 
Railway company were on the local 
train and were totally destroyed. They 
were valued at $10,000 each. The re- 
sponsibility for the accident has not 
been placed.

Providence, Noy. 24.—The board of 
police commissioners passed an order 
closing two vaudeville penny shows 
temporarily, pending a final decision 
on a complaint made by a Roman Cath- 
olic priest, relative to the alleged dis- 
play of indecent pictures.

THE FORGOTTEN DEAD. 


There Are Few English Tombstones 
Over Two Centuries Old. 

Some years ago there was a corre- 
spondence in the papers, the main ar- 
gument being that there were very few 
tombstones in the open—that is, out- 
side of a church—which could show a 
record of over 200 years. Doubtless 
there are many tombstones of a far 
greater age, but most of these are now 
undecipherable from the perishing ma- 
terial used or have sunk deep into the 
earth, in which case there can be small 
doubt as to the inscriptions having be- 
come obliterated. 

The oldest record I have come across 
was at Godshill churchyard, near Vent- 
nor, where the visitor can see legibly 
inscribed, “Annie Garde, 1592,” but 
probably some of your readers may 
know of tombstones bearing an earlier 
date. The most surprising number of 
old tombstones clustered together are 
Possibly those grouped at Bonchurch, 
Isle of Wight, these ranging from 1610 
to 1702. In all there are seven, having 
these dates: 1616, 1619, 1620, 1627, 
1646, 1687, 1702. 

So far—that is, during a three years’ 
search—I have found tombstones of the 
seventeenth century at Godshill, Bon- 
church, Brading and St. Lawrence 
(Ventnor), in the Isle of Wight; at Wa- 
teringbury, in Kent, where there are 
several in excellent order; at Tonbridge, 
Bristol, Ipswich, Harwich, Southwold, 
Colwyn Bay (old parish churchyard), 
and at Millbrook, near Southampton.

Harry Thaw Had Unlimited Funds 
at His Command 


THE SHOOTING OF WHITE 


Involves Principals Who Had 
Long Figured In the Lime- 
light--Slayer Persists In |Re- 
tusing to Teke Retuge In the 


Insanity Plea 


New York, Noy. 26—The trial of 
Harry K. Thaw, slayer of Stanford 
White, the noted architect, which prob- 
ably will take place during December 
or January, is looked forward to as 
ene of the most famous cases in the 
criminal history of New York state. 

The players in this extraordinary 
tragedy of real life are each of them 
interesting. Harry Thaw, the ever 
wayward son of rich and indulgent 
parents, had become widely known 
throughout the country prior to the 
killing of Stanford White by reason of 
the publicity given to many of his esca- 
pades by the newspapers. His father, 


the late William Thaw, was one of 
Pittsburg’s richest men. He had early 
seen that Harry was not to be en- 


trusted with a large income, so when 
he died he provided that Harry should 
have only $2500 a year. The bulk of 
the estate went to Mrs. William Thaw, 
whose indulgent love for her children 
Was soon made apparent in the manner 
in which she lavished money upon 
them. Harry Thaw had but to ask 
whatever sum he chose and the mother 
gave it to him. He abandoned his 
$2500 a year income from the estate to 
his valet. It is said that the young 
man’s expenditures often averaged as 
high as $80,000 and $100,000 a year. 
Four or five years ago the Thaw 
family came into unusual prommence 
through the announcement of the en- 


gagement of Harry Thaw’s sister to 
the Earl of Yarmouth. Since their 
marriage the Earl and Countess of 


Yarmouth have lived abroad. 
Following the wedding of his sister, 
Harry Thaw also went abroad. When 
he returned to this country two years 
ago he remained in New York instead of 
going to his mother’s home in Pitts- 
burg. It was not long before he was 
seen always in company with a beauti- 
ful young girl, Evelyn Nesbit, who had 
graduated from the studio to the stage. 


Young Thaw and Miss Nesbit were 
central figures of many theatre and 


supper parties along Broadway, and 
there appeared in one of the local pa- 
pers a story to the effect that Thaw 
and Miss Nesbit had been secretly 
married while abroad. The fact of the 
wedding had not been disclosed, it was 
declared, because of the fear that a 
displeased mother might cut off the 
support of her favorite son. Their af- 
fairs attracted so much attention that 
they were requested to move from the 
fashionable hotel where they had been 
occupying expensive suites. This 
called forth more notoriety. The af- 
fairs of the young people were kept 
constantly before the public until it 
was finally announced that Mrs. Will- 
fam Thaw had consented to her son's 
marriage to Miss Nesbit. Thereuon 
they were called to Pittsburg and in 
the mother’s home a marriage ceremony 
was performed. 

For a long time following the wed- 
ding the Thaw’s affairs were  prac- 
tically lost sight of. They spent most 
of their time in New York, were often 
seen together at the theatres and the 
eafes and apparently their lives ran 
happily together. 

It was late in the evening of June 25 
last that the entire country was ring- 
ing with the tragic news that Harry 
Thaw had slain Stanford White. The 
setting for the fatal attack had been 
the Madison Square Roof Garden, 
where the first night’s performance of 
a summer musical show known as 
“Mile. Champagne” was being given. 
The place was gay in flowers and multi- 
colored electric lights and was thronged 
with a fashionably dressed audience 
when suddenly above the music the 
pistol shots rang out. The music 
ceased, the chorus girls and actors up- 
on the stage were terror-stricken, men 
and women in the audience dropped 
their glasses upon the tables before 
them. In the stillness a man was 
heard to say: “You ruined my wife, 
d you, and now I’ve got you.” 

Stanford White lay dead at the table 
where he had been sitting; Harry 
Thaw, in evening dress, stood with a 
smoking pistol in his hand. His wife, 
who had seen him fire the fatal shot, 
was led screaming away from the spot 
and Thaw was arrested. He made no 
attempt to escape. 

White was vice president of the 
Madison Square Garden company and 
was the architect of that famous struc- 
ture, in whose tower he had always 
maintained a studio. It was in this 
tower that Thaw had charged time and 
fime again since his arrest that White 
entertained young women at the gayest 
of parties. 

It has been brought out since the 
shooting that White befriended Evelyn 
Nesbit and her mother when the young 
woman first was brought to this city to 
enter the studios as a model. There 
have been reports that White sought the 
girl’s society after her ‘marriage to 
Thaw, but this has been admitted by 
neither side. 

Thaw has sought his justification in 
the words he uttered to his victim on 
the night of the tragedy. He has 
claimed that under the “unwritten law” 
no could convict him of having

traduced his wife in her innocent girl- 
hood.” To these accusations by Thaw 
the friends of White have declared 
that the architect’s interest in the girl 
was purely of a fatherly character. 

It has been constantly stated that the 
Thaw case would never come to trial 
nnd that the mysteries of its many in- 
tricate phases would never be exposed 
to the light of the public’s gaze, this 
conjecture being based on the report 
that a plea of insanity might be en- 
tered and accepted. 

This probability, however, it is now 
said, ls past. Harry Thaw has himself 
stood in the way of any such plan. It 
Is asserted that in his refusal to give 
assent to the insanity plea he has been 
steadfastly supported by his wife, who, 
it is also generally reported, has con- 
stantly urged her husband to take 
some action against White. Mrs. Thaw 
has been a daily visitor to the Tombs 
prison and Mrs. William Thaw, who 
was recalled from Kurope when the 
tragedy occurred, has also been a fre- 
quent caller. There have been many 
family conferences and many stormy 
interviews in the young man’s cell, his 
resentment being shown every time the 
suggestion of insanity has been of- 
fered. 

“I prefer death in the electric chair 
to a life in an insane asylum,” the pris- 
oner is credited with exclaiming. 

Lewis Delafield, of counsel to the 
Thaw family, was first called into the 
ease. He engaged W. M. K. Olcott of 
the firm of which former Governor 
Black is a member. They had hardly 
been in the case a month when Thaw 
dismissed them. He called to his aid 
Clifford W. Hartridge, a lawyer who 
had been his friend for years. Now 
that the trial is approaching he has 
called into the case Delphin M. Delmas, 
one of the most noted criminal! lawyers 
of the west, who has come on from San 
Francisco to New York to take direc- 
tion of the trial. Delmas has been 
quoted as admitting that the “unwrit- 
ten law” may be the defense finally 
decided upon.

After the train had gained 
speed the man, revolver in hand, en- 
tered the car and began a systematic 
robbery of the passengers.

Havana, Nov. 26.—Governor Ma- 
goon received a message last night 
that eight bandits had been captured 
in Cienfuegos and tranquility had been 
restored. More armed bands have 
taken the field in the vicinity of Cien- 
fuegos and Palmyra and a detachment 
of marines left Camp Columbia for 
the purpose of relieving rural guards 
there, which have been ordered to join 
the forces from Cienfuegos now in pur- 
suit of the bandits. 


Satisfied With Gompers 

Minneapolis, Nov. 26—The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor elected Sam- 
uel Gompers president for the 25th 
time in 26 years the federation has been 
in existence. There was no opposing 
candidate. Endorsement for Gompers 
meant endorsement for his policy and 
the men who had worked with him 
framing and executing it. The entire 
executive and administrative staff was 
re-elected by acclamation. 


Killed Himself In Father’s Fome 

Sandwich, Mass., Nov. 26.—Samuel 
H. Clark, aged 30, a driver for milk 
dealers in Boston, arrived here Satur- 
day night and yesterday told his parents 
that he was going west. He checked 
his trunk, but when the time came to 
take the train he was missing. His 
body was found in the garret of his 
father’s house, he having committed 
suicide by shooting. 


Vesuvius Shaken Up 
Naples, Nov. 26.—Preceded by loud 
detonations, another portion of the cra- 


ter of Mount Vesuvius on the side 
nearest Pompeii collapsed. The vol- 
cano threw out ashes, cinders and 


smoke, which rose like an immense uin- 
brella.

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Grand Recital 
At Atlantic 


Literary and club women throughout 
the city were all at Atlantic Music hall 
on Saturday afternoon to enjoy the 
treat provided by the Shakespeare club 
of Atlantic, they having secured Mr. 
Marshall Darrach of New York to give 
a dramatic recital of *‘The Merchant of 
Venice. 

In passing through the ante-room to 
the hall the tickets were received by 
Mrs. John Carver and Mrs. Theodore 
Parker, and subscribers given a cordial! 
greeting by Mrs. Charles Robinson Saf- 
ford and Mrs. William Freeman Cum- 
mings. 

Winthrop M. Safford and David 
Clinton Perry gave out the programs. 
The guests were ushered by Mrs. Henry 
W. Read, Mrs. Edward 8. Tenney, Mrs. 
Elbridge Gerry Dunn, Mrs. Jason 
George Miller and Miss Elizabetir Cook. 

Besides the list of well known 
patronesses, there were two to three 
hundred subscribers, present. 

Mrs. Williams Ward Whitcher, presi- 
dent of the Shakespeare club, presented 
Mr. Darrach, who at once made a most 
favorable impression. His method is to 
recite the main part of the play, assum- 
ing each part in voice and facial expres- 
sion. He uses no manuscript depend- 
ing entirely on his memory, tbe result 
being almost as good as seeing the play 
staged with all its characters. 

In ‘*The Merchant of Venice,’’ Mr. 
Darrach’s scope was fully tested, and 
he was equal to the demands of 
Shylock’s busky gutturals or to the 
lighter parts in the scenes with Portia 
and Nerissa, Every character was dis- 
tinct: Antonio’s full bass, Gratiano’s 
happy baritone and the BDuke’s quiet 
silvery tenor, all standing out clearly, 
the facial expression completing the 
memory picture. 

Mr. Darrach’s voice is remarkably 
flexible and pleasing and for an hour 
and a half be held his audience drawing 
forth frequent applause, At the close 
of the recital an informal reception was 
given Mr. Darrach. 

The unanimous verdict was that it 
had been a thoroughly delightfal after- 
noon and one that the Shakespeare club 
of Atlantic may well feel proud of. For 
a comparatively sew club and of small 
membership, this club has done re- 
markable work. 

Not only do they thoroughly study 
the works of Shakespeare, but they at- 
tend lectures and plays, and in every 
way add to the interest of the club 
routine, Twice have they had open 
meetings and invited others to sub- 
scribe, the first being a lecture on Juli- 
us Ceasar by Edward Howard Griggs. 

The ladies of the Ward Six section 
of the city are certainly enterprising, 
and also successful in whatever they 
undertake, It is rumored their ambi- 
tion now is to establish a reading 
room in Atlantic, and if they so will, 
it is practically a surety.

Built at Quincy 


There is now on exhibition at the 
State capitol in Montpelier, Vermont, 
a rich and magnificent silver service 
which the state will” present to the 
battleship Vermont, In the set of

reputable physicians who were present 


at the autopsy held on Grace Brown's 
body went on the stand at the Gillette 
murder trial and testified that the girl 
received blows before entering the wa- 
ter that were suflicient to cause death, 
and which, in their opinion, did cause 
} death in this case. 


Dr. A. O. Douglas 
and Dr. E. H. Douglas, both of Little 
Valls, but not relatives, declared under 
oath that Grace Brown was not drown- 
ed. It was their opinion that she died 

j from blows which killed or cendered 

her unconscious before her’ body 

dropped into Big Moose lake. They de- 
elared that there was not enough water 

in the lungs of the body to warrant a 

theory of drowning. 

The substance of their testimony, 
which occupied the entire day, was 
that Grace Brown received one blow 
that cut her upper lip and loosened a 
tooth, that another blow discolored 
her cheek and ruptured a blood vessei 
within it, and that a third and more 
severe blow on the scalp caused a 
bloodclot to form on the brain. The 
bloodelot on the brain, the physicians 
was sufficient in itself to have

ALL LOOK TO DUMONT} PROFESSIONAL 


Aeronauts Marvel at Brazilian’s 
Successful Flight. 


THE BEGINNING OF A NEW ERA 


Prediction That Achievements In 
Near Future Will Surpass the One 
Made In Paris With “Heavier-Than- 
Air” Flying Machine—First impor- 
tant Demonstration of the Kind 


Made In Pablic—Cost Not Large. 


M. Santos-Dumont’s accomplishment 
in fiying 685 feet in a “heavier-than- 
air” machine in Paris the other day 
was the chief topic of discussion at a 
meeting of aeronauts and men inter- 
ested in aeronautics recently held at 
the Hotel Astor in New York. 

“It marks the most positive advance 
yet made in the science of aeronau- 
tics,” said Mr. Augustus Post. ‘There 
have been many reports of the suc- 
cessful performance of similar feats, 
but M. Santos-Dumont has publicly 
demonstrated the entire practicability 
of the ‘heavier-than-air’ principle. One 
of the features that should not be lost 
sight of is the fact that such a ma- 
chine as his can be made for not to ex- 
ceed $3,000, while $100,000 would not 
buy a Lebaudy airship of the gas bag 
@esign. As soon as the public be- 
comes accustomed to the operation of 
these airships they will be as numer- 
ous and more popular than automo- 
biles.” 

“More than anything else’ the 
achievement of Santos-Dumont will 
compel other inventors to come into 
the open and make public what they 
have accomplished,” said Mr. J. C. 
McCoy, who made many ascents in 
Paris last summer in company with 
Lieutenant Lahm and as his own pilot. 
“It marks the beginning of a new era 
in aeronautics,” he added. 

Stimulated by the feat of Santos-Du- 
mont, Dr. Julian P. Thomas has re- 
mewed his experiments with aero- 
planes, which he abandoned last sum- 
mer for ballooning. Dr. Thomas was 
associated with Mr. Israel Ludlow in 
the experiments which resulted in the 
almost fatal accident to the latter in 
Florida last spring when his airship 
collapsed. 

“Without in any way discounting the 
achievement of M. Santos-Dumont,” 
said Dr. Thomas, “I believe I have dis- 
covered a more correct principle of 
maintaining equilibrium than his ap- 
pears to be. I know from my experi- 
ence in ballooning that one is more 
than anything else anxious to know 
how he is going to land. When that 
problem is solved the rest is easy. I 
have already set to work carrying out 
my own ideas. Like all other invent- 
ors, I expect of course to succeed, but 
at least I have enough confidence in 
my plan to risk my own neck in try- 
ing it out. I shall have the aeroplane 
finished within a few months, and by 
next spring at the latest I shall proba- 
bly either have succeeded in proving 
my theory or disproving it to my own 
cost.” 

A. M. Herring, who has been experi- 
menting for a dozen years with gliding 
machines and aeroplanes, said that M. 
Santos-Dumont’s feat was chiefly of 
importance as having been the first 
public demonstration of the practica- 
bility of flying with a machine without 
the aid of a gas bag. 

“It is furthest from my thoughts to 
appear to disparage M. Santos-Du- 
mont’s performance,” he said, “and he 
deserves extreme credit for what he 
accomplished, but the fact remains 
that the Wright brothers in this coun- 
try have far exceeded his feat, al- 
though not in public tests. I do not 
blame the public for being suspicious 
of claims which are made without 
proof, however, and the fact that thou- 
sands of persons saw with their own 
eyes the flight of M. Santos-Dumont 
entitles him to all the praise which has 
been accorded to him. 

“With the experience of additional 
flights he ought to gain confidence and 
a greater facility in his air- 
ship. He is proceedinz the same

Parisian Workbag Which Re- 
sembles a Melon 


N “odds and ends” box is an 

ideal thing for a dressing ta- 

‘ble, inasmuch as it does away 

with the rather finicking little 

trays and boxes generally found there. 
To make this most useful ornament 
you will require a medium sized round 
cardboard box from which the lid has 
been taken, divested of its rim and cut 
into four equal parts. The interior of 
the box is lined with quilted silk and 
divided into four compartments corre- 
sponding with the sizes of those cut 
from the cover by means of satin coy- 
ered cardboard fixed inside. The out- 
side of the box is covered with any 
pretty material you like and the top 
edged with cord. Each piece cut from 
the lid must now be carefully lined 
with quilted satin matching the lining 
of the box and covered on the outside 
with the material used, embroidering 
on each piece respectively the words 
“Fancy Pins,” “Hairpins,” “Pins,” 
“Trinkets.” In order to give a slightly 
raised appearance cover the outside of 
each piece of cardboard with a little 
wadding and put the material over it, 
finishing off with cord used round the

Tbe great battlesbip is expected to re- 
turn to the navy yard today.

Old Times 
Recalled 


Editor Quincy Daily Ledger: 

Through the kindness of a friend I 
received a copy of the Ledger of Nov. 
18 which announced the death of 
Charles Lewis Badger. Mr. Badger being 
older, I was nota school mate, but a 
life long friend. He, bis brother Leone 
and myself were California forty-niners, 
We three mined together at Morgan’s 
bar on the Tuelornne river in the sea- 
son of 1850, Mr. Badger’s death calls 
up a great many memories of early days 
in California. 

There were quite a large number 
went out from West Quincy in 
the year when gold was discovered 
in California of which number I can 
now recall none that are alive. Among 
those who went in the early days were 
the Badger brothers; the Corliss broth- 
ers, Joseph, Clark and Elijah; John 
Jobnsop, a brother-in-law of Elijah 
Corliss; David Gibson, a brother-1n- 
law of Leone Badger; Iver Knox, Wil- 
liam Glennon, and others. Joseph and 
Clark Corliss, David Gibson and Iver 
Knox died in California, 

Clark and Elijah Corliss, with John- 
son and myself cut the first granite that 
was quarried in®California, 

This we cut for the Adams Express 
company in Sacramento. The granite 
was quarried at Mormon island on the 
American river, 24 miles from Sacra- 
mento and transported by mule teams. 
This was in \1853. In the same year, 
eigbteen of us organized the Stone Cut- 
ters’ Union of San Francisco, it being 
the first union of the kind on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

Mr. Badger being mentioned as the 
first clerk of Granite Engine Company 
No. 3, recalls many of the good old 
days of that company when we used to 
run to fires anywhere within a radius of 
ten miles, and some times start out 
when the moon was rising, and calling 
ita fire, and not finding our mistake 
until we bad run a mile or more. And 
then the clam chowders we used to 
have in the winter months, having as 
guests firemen from the other com- 
panies in town. Those were good old 
days of long ago. 

Charles Lewis Badger, as I knew 
him, was a genial .companion, a true 
friend, and a gentleman, and we all 
mourn his Joss.

scientific. One old writer explains the 
belief of his day that “a storm is said | 
to follow presently when a company 
of hogges runne crying home,” on the 
ground that “a hogge is most dull and | 
of a melancholy nature and so by rea- | 
son doth foresee the raine that com- 
eth.” Leonard Digges, in his “Prog- 
nostication Everlasting” (1556), men- 
tions that “thunder in the morning 
signifies wind; about noon, rain, and in 
the evening, a great tempest.”

At Solovetsk, in the Russian govern- 
ment of Archangel, is the most remark- 
able monastery in the world.

GOVERNMENT WAGES LOW. 


H. T. Newcomb Gives Facts of Inter- 
est to Wage Earners. 

From 1896 to 1904 the average retail 
eost of the ordinary articles of food 
used in the United States advanced no 
| Jess than 17 per cent (16.96, to be more 
exact)—that is, the purchaser of food 
for a family had to pay $1.17 in 1904 
for the same quantity and quality of 
food that $1 would purchase in 1896. 
These are official statistics compiled 
by the highly skilled experts employed 
by the federal government, and every 
housewife knows that they do not over- 
| State the advance. Other necessities of 

life have advanced in cost with ap- 
proximately equal rapidity. 

Unquestionably wages ought, gener- 
ally speaking, to have advanced some- 
what in proportion to the increase in 
the cost of living. In private employ- 
ment this has apparently taken place, 
the average wages per hour reported 
by the federal bureau of labor being 
17.36 per cent higher in 1904 than in 
1896 and the average weekly earnings 
12.76 per cent higher. The advances 
thus represented are spread all over the 
country; they characterize every pri- 
vate industrial enterprise 
benefited all classes of workmen em- 
ployed in private undertakings. 

How is it with public employment? 
A few undertakings conducted under 
public ownership employ labor like 
that similarly serving private employ- 
ers in the same communities, and in 
these cases the public rate of wages 
has slowly been advanced somewhat

DO YOU OWN A HORSE? 


Electric Light Plants Are Like Horses 
In Some Respects. 

The subject of depreciation is well 
worthy of the careful consideration of 
those who are prone to ignore that 
item in estimating the cost of lights 
supplied by municipal plants. But as 
more people own horses than lighting 
plants it may be helpful to consider 
depreciation as applied to horses. 

You pay $250 for a five-year-old 
horse. That's original cost. If you bor- 
row the money you must pay interest 
on it. If you don’t borrow it you lose 
the interest you would get if you didn’t 
buy the horse. Either way it’s interest. 
You feed the horse, and perhaps hire a 
man to take care of him. That's oper- 
ating expenses. You get him shod oc- 
easionally and call in the veterinarian 
when he is sick. That’s renewals and 
repairs. After a few years, in spite of 
the best of care, the horse is no longer 
capable of doing the required work 
and is sold for $50, a loss of $200 as 
compared with the original cost. That’s 
depreciation. If you haven't laid that 
by year by year out of the horse’s 
earnings, you’ve got to borrow it to 
buy a new horse, and you may not 
find it easy to do so if you haven’t re- 
paid the original loan. That’s what 
happens to municipal plants that don’t 
provide an adequate depreciation fund. 


Making Peter Pay For Paul. 

Whether a public utility be admin- 
istered by the government itself or by 
a private corporation, we hold that 
every person who uses it should be held 
to pay the cost of the service which 
he receives and that no man should be 
compelled by taxation or otherwise to 
bear any part of his neighbor’s ex- 
penses for light and power, for tele- 
phone service or for transportation of 
himself or of his goods. 

Every proposal that a municipality 
assume operation of all publie utilities 
and reduce rates to persons using 
them, regardless of what the service 
may actually cost, is an attempt to 
force some men to bear the expenses 
of others, because where the outlay for 
operation exceeds earnings the deficit 
must be made up by taxation, and this 
We denounce as socialistic and there- 
fore hostile to justice and subversive 


of democratic government. — Bourke

A largely attended meeting of the Citizens’ Association was held Wednesday 
evening, and the special committee to consider candidates for the City election 
reported through their chairman, Hon. Russell A. Sears. — 


After considerable debate the report was amended relative to both candidates 
for Mayor, and as adopted read as follows: 


CANDIDATES FOR MAYOR. 


William T. Shea, Democratic candidate for Mayor is a general 
contractor. He was born in Quincy and has lived here all his life. He 
bears an excellent reputation in his business; is personally a man of easy 
approach and popular among those to whom he is known. He has been 
for years prominent in Democratic politics and is today a member of the 
State Committee, of which organization he has been a member for the last 
eight or nine years. He was a member of the first Council and of the 
Sewer Board for five years. 

He is a man of good character and a believer in the principles repre- 
|sented by the no-license voters, has always been a total abstainer and has 
said to your committee that he believes in a firm enforcement of the liquor 
law; that he is opposed to the further and indiscriminate granting of 
licenses for the transportation of liquor into Quincy, and that if elected 
Mayor he will closely scrutinize all applications for licenses which come to 
him for approval, and will require that the applicant shall have been in 
business as a bona fide expressman for such a period of time preceding his 
application as will satisfy him that transportation of liquor is simply an 
incident to his business.

York; Charles D. Fisher, Baltimore: 
| Philip Schuyler, New York; Francis T. 
| Redwood. Baltimore; D. W. Davis, 
Alexandria, Va., private dispatcher to 
Spencer; William Pollard, porter on 
Spencer’s car, who died in a hospital 
here; an unknown with head 
and limbs burned off short, believed 
to be the third porter on the private 
car, Who is missing. His name can- 
not be learned. 

The collision was between the Jack- 
|sonville express and the Washington 
and Southwestern vestibuled limited. 
The Jacksonville train stopped on the 
top of a very heavy grade a mile north 
of Lawyers to repair a slight break- 
down and before a flagman could get 
back to protect the train, the limited 
dashed into it. 

The heavy engine of the train plowed 
tuto the private car of Spencer, which 
was attached to the rear of the Jack- 
| sonville train, in which he and _ his 
guests are supposed to have been sleep- 
ing. Immediately the private car 
caught fire. The wreckage was piled 
around the engine as though placed 
| there by human hands to be consumed. 
Every portion of woodwork on the en- 
gine was burned and the monster ma- 
ckine stands there torn and twisted. 
President Spencer's body was lying 
directly under the big locomotive of 
the rear train. So great was the force 
of the impact that the forward train 
lwas sent at least 150 feet ahead, the 
jlocomotive going over and upon the 
body of Spencer. Until after the de- 
bris burned itself out and the engine 
cooled off the bodies could not be re- 
moved. 

The impact drove the combination 
car forward and the express car lifted 
up, together with its trucks, and 
/ crushed the ear 40 feet, leaving the re- 
mainder of the car strewn with tons of 
baggage and negro passengers, who 
were pushed back like rats as the ex- 
press car crushed the combination ear. 

The Jacksonville train was composed 
; of a mail car, combination day, baggage 
land passenger coach, two Pullmans 
and Spencer’s car, which was at the 
rear. The sleeper in front of Spencer's 
ear Was wrecked, but not burned. The 
regular day coach and a forward Pull- 
Inan were practically uninjured, but 
the combination coach, second from the 
engine, was crushed, and it was in this 
car that all the negroes among the 
} wounded were hurt. They were unable 
to escape from the baggage hurled on 
jthem, and many would have died but 
{for the prompt rescue work. 

Several cases were reported in which 
j persons ransacked the wrecked cars for 
iplunder. Some of the passengers are 
Said to have participated in this and a 
jlarge amount of valuables and money 
scattered about the debris was taken. 

The Jacksonville express had the 
right of way in the block and the en- 
gine broke away from the train and 
proceeded two miles, one of which was 
beyond Lawyers, before the engineer 
noticed he was without his train. It

TODAY 


Address of 


Headmaster 
C. F. Harper 


At Wollaston 


Charles F. Harper, Esq., headmaster 
of.tbe Quincy High school, was the 
principal speaker at the Men’s Club of 
the Wollaston Congregational church on 
Tuesday evening and is reported as 
follows: 


Herbert Spencer says education is 
preparation for complete living. A 
better definition is that education is 
training for social efficiency. 

He who is socially efficient must be 
alive physically and intellectually ; mast 
be able to command all his facilties 
and to make them do his bidding; 
must bave the disposition aad will to 
make him work as hard as any honest 
man ought to work ; must be the master 
of his part as well as of the whole of 
his voeation; must have the tendency 
toward sound and appropriate conduct 
which we call cbaracter; and must 
possess culture. 

Young men and women must live in 
a many sided world; act a special part 
related to other parts; have a vocation; 
use general intelligence in the affairs 
of society ; and acquire knowledge both 
for the sake of discipline and that they 
may be able to reason accurately and act 
wisely in all emergencies of life. 

From education shonld come strong 
bodies, independent characters, ability 
to form intelligent opinions, taste for 
the finer things of life, good manners 
and the ability to bring out the best in 
those who are friends or associates. 

Power as well as knowledge should 
result from the education of today. 
Difficult subjects must be taught in at- 
tractive ways; but the young mind must 
do mental tasks which are difficult, if 
it wishes to become a deep thinker, 
just as the boy must take vigorous ex- 
ercise if he wishes to make an athlete. 

Every pupil should have opportunities 
to acquire general culture; to train his 
hand by manual training taught for its 
educational value as well as for prepar- 
ation for immediate usefulness; and to 
gain an insight into business through 
commercial courses of educational val- 
ue and which prepare him for usefulness 
in some business career. 

In this country, at this time, when in- 
difference to public concerns, false 
ideals of patriotism, perverted concep- 
tions of the meaning of public office, 
have gained some hold, education alone 
will make safe voters, legislators and 
citizens by giving instructions in the 
principles which underlie the complex 
problems of political, commercial, and 
industrial life. 

When this country was young, the 
little red school house with its tradi- 
tional 3 R’s, met the demand for educa- 
tion. Muchof the credit given to this 
series of subjects belongs to tbe lessons 
which were learned through privations, 
sufferings, and hard labor. Since then 
everything bas changed—buying, sell- 
ing, traveling and means of communi- 
cations, Education alone can not re- 
main unchanged and unchangeable. 

The time of bigh school education is 
from 13 to 18, when the child ischang- 
ing into manhood and womanhood, and 
when he is beginning to solve the rid- 
dles of the universe; when the stand- 
ards, ideals and restraints of childhood 
are going and self-control and self-mas- 
tery have not come; and when through 
love of adventure, courage and hard- 
ship, be is ready to try great feats of 
strength, endurance, skill and daring. 

To the boy or girl at this age the 
High school brings a blending of knowl- 
edge and discipline called culture; aids 
the family in developing habits ot order 
and obedience; helps the child to relate 
himself more intelligently and fruitful- 
ly to the forces aboat him; teacbes the 
real value of healtb, property, work and 
man; gives a knowledge of political, in- 
dustrial, commercial and enducational 
activities, and prepares for good citizen- 
ship. ; 

Today at graduation from the High 
school, the youth has had opportunities 
to gain an appreciation of literature, to 
acquire the use of English with some- 
thing of ease, vigor and accuracy; to 
secure a knowledge of history; to ex- 
periment in science; to study classical 
and modern languages; to use his band 
as well as his mind; and to developa 
strong body through physical edacation.

Practical subjects have 
pusbed aside otbers which train and de- 
mand rapid, consecutive, accurate 
thought. Although it is desirable for 
a boy to have an ambition to fill high 
places, his studies sbould be arranged 
with the conviction that the chances are 
that he will be obliged to follow one of 
the humbler occupations of life. 
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pect much from its teachers, the limita- 
tions of pupils must not be overlooked. 

Two courses of the greatest import- 
ance are omitted from the program of 
subjects offered in our high school— 
manual training and physical culture. 
They both prepare the youth directly 
for lives of usefulness and for work or 
leadership amovg workers, The serious 
purposes of life ought to receive full} 
consideration. Preparation for them is 
as honorable and important as art, i | 
erature or science. 

Today the working boy or girl needs 
that combination of qualities which will 
enable him to turn with facility from 
one occupation to another,as fast as in- 
dustrial evolution deprives him of means | 
of earning a living when so gallant 
practical courses are placed side by side 
with intellectual courses; and when due 
weight is attached to the scope and 
meaning of each, then they are dignified 
and made worthy of choice by pupils 
from any social class.

losing the strength and suppleness of 
body which tbey used to possess. Per- 
fect pbysical development is rarely 
found and nervous diseases are preva- 
lent. Some physical educations in ev- 
ery school should point out weaknesses 
and defects, and prescribe and require 
corrective exercises for all pupils. Spi- 
pal curvature, narrow chests, round 
shoulders and delicate appetites should 
be banished from tbe school room, 

Every course should be preceded by 
au appropriate general as well as tech- 
nical education. Social classes and so- 
cial distinctions cannot exist in this 
country if the purpose of the nation re- 
mains unchanged. The rich and the 
poor, the professional and the laborer, 
wust secure their training side by side. 
Equal opportunities for all must be the 
motto at all times. 

Finally, all boys and girls should re- 
ceive a high school education, because 
their chances for usefulness, happiness 
and success are greatly increased, and 
because those who go through life with- | 
out such an education are liable to fail 
tocome even into the slightest relation 
with the higher elements which consti- 
tutes life itself.

CHRISTMAS SUGGESTIONS. 


Why Not Make a Lamp Shade For a 
Gitt? 

Lamp and candle shades, whether 
purchased in the shops or made at 
home, are mighty nice Christmas gifts 
for the woman who entertains. The 
following suggestions may be helpful 
to those in search of novelties in this 
line: ‘The newest shades for candles 
are of a thin metal substance perfo- 
rated in more or less elaborate designs 
and lined with silks of different colors. 
These are most effective: The silver 
metal over pink or light blue and the 
gold over yellow or eveu over red, 
which gives almost a gaudy appear- 
ance. 

These metal shades seem to have 
come as a reaction from the craze for

beads, for not only beaded fringes, but 
whole shades made of tiny beads, have 
been universally seen. The reaction, 
however, seems to be by no means 
complete, for beads are still very much 
in evidence. Many of the shades of 
metal are finishec with bead fringes 
that match the silk lining in color, 
while ot_ers are simply cut in rather 
deep points :~-1 have no trimming at 
the lower edge. 

In spite of beads and metals, how- 
ever, the candle shade of the fluffy 
“frilly” variety still obtains, and silks 
and ribbons and even tulle combine to 
make the daintiest shades imaginable. 
Of white and pink and blue and yellow 
they are charming in effect. The flower 
shades are very attractive. The lamp 
shade shown in the illustration is not 
difficult to make and is sure to prove 
an acceptable gift. It is made entirely 
of paper. 

Fig. 1 shows frame, two narrow 
(half inch) strips of cardboard connect-

ed by wires which pass through holes 
In the cardboard and are then pinched 
firmly to hold them in place. It is a 
good plan to run another wire around 
the top band. Fig. 2.—Tie the bead on 
to the strip of paper two or three times 
to make it firm, and then cut the ends 
neatly and screw up the paper to hide 
them. Fig. 3.—Method of gathering 
narrow ruche: Do not use fine cotton, 
or it will tear the paper. Fig. 4—Bead 
In position on fringe paper. Fig. 5.— 
Diagram of butterfly. Paint these on 
Squares of paper and aliow to dry be- 
fore cutting out. Fig. 6.—Method of 
sewing paper fringe to cardboard edge. 
Fig. 7.—Method of gathering the shade 
with extra frill at top, which should be 
scalloped. 


NOVEL LAUNDRY BAG. 


Christmas Gift That the Orderly 
Housewife Will Appreciate. 

A novel laundry bag convenient and 
easily made has just appeared. It has 
two compartments, is flat and does not 
draw up like other receptacles for this 
purpose. To make this useful con- 
trivance, two pieces of any desired 
material, as denim, cretonne, chintz or 
gingham, not necessarily alike if they 
will contrast well, are cut to form a 
bag, except that one piece is cut four 
inches longer than the other and is 
then slanted off to a point, this exten- 
sion much resembling the flap of an 
envelope, aud coming at the bottom of 
the bag. A third piece of white muslin 
is cut the same size as the part without 
the extension, and is placed between 
the two colored portions. 

The bag has no mouth, as it is under- 

stood, the even edges of the three parts 
being basted together, then bound with 
a braid or ribbon, sewing up what 
would ordinarily be the mouth of the 
bag. The sides are then bound, taking 
in the three straight edges, and, lastly, 
the flap is bound. About three inches 
below the top of the bag a couple of 
rows of stitching are taken about an 
Inch apart, forming a runner, and 
through this is run a short length of a 
wooden lath, acting like a draw string. 
Just below this runner in the center a 
Vertical slit is cut on the two cok 
bred pieces; which must also be bound 
bn their edges. Through. these the 
toiled clothes are slipped. Then the 
flap is brought upward in the same 
way as you would seal an envelope 
Were it inverted, and is secured by 
buttons and buttonholes, one on each 
corner of the flap. A cord is fastened 
at each end of the lath and forms a 
hanger. You wil! now discover the 
bag to be really two bags, the white 
intersection forming a partition. 
» When it is desired to remove the con- 
tents of the bag all that is necessary is 
to open the flaps, and everything imme- 
diately drops out—no pulling or tug- 
ging at draw strings, either in filling or 
emptying, the slits are most conven- 
lently placed for slipping things into 
quickly, and only a moment is con-. 
sumed in releasing the flaps, revealing 
it a glance the contents of the bag,
